Rodney Smith (Suz) won round nine of 
the AMA Grand National Cross Coun- 
try Series in Fairmont, West Virginia, 
August 30. Smith's teammate Steve 
Hatch (Suz) finished second, followed 
by Scott Summers (Hon). Smith has fin- 
ished on the rostrum in all nine races. 


Honda had a busy week last week. In 
addition to signing Kevin Windham to a 
contract for the 1999 AMA Supercross 
and National Championship Motocross 
Series, Honda has inked road racing phe- 
nom Nicky Hayden to à two-year con- 
tract for the 1999-2000 seasons. Hayden, 
who is currently riding Team Suzuki 
Sport (formerly HyperCycle Suzuki) in 
the AMA 600 and 750cc Supersport 
Series, will be placed in the Erion Racing 
team next year and will contest the 600cc 
Supersport and Formula Xtreme Series 
on factory-backed Hondas. In 2000, Hay- 
den will move up to the "big team," 
where he will compete for the 600cc 
Supersport and Superbike National 
Championships. The signing of Hayden 
apparently leaves Ben Bostrom out of 
the Honda equation, as his spot on the 
factory team will likely be taken by his 
brother Eric Bostrom, who has another 
year remaining on his two-year deal with 
Honda. Eric Bostrom is currently filling 
in for the injured Miguel DuHamel on 
the American Honda team while also 
racing 600cc Supersport and Formula 
Xtreme for Erion Racing. Several teams 
are known to be courting Ben Bostrom, 
but the man who is just two points 
behind Doug Chandler in the battle for 
the AMA Superbike National Champi- 
onship currently has no contract for 1999. 








It's not over yet. According to reliable 
sources, Yamaha is fighting the contract 
that Kevin Windham signed with 
Honda last week on the contention that 
Windham had already signed a letter of 
intent to return to the Yamaha team 
Stay tuned. 


According to sources in Europe, Tallon 
Vohland will forgo the World Champi- 
onship 250cc MX Series next year to race 
in the United States for the FMF Honda 
team. “I got a call from Bobby Moore 
(the team's manager) and 1 will sign the 
contract on Monday (August 31),” Voh- 
land said. "My aim was to race in 
Europe next year, but the FMF deal was 
a good one, and І think I have a great 
chance of winning the outdoor series. Of 
course, the supercross series will take 
some practice, but I will do okay." 


German rider Pit Beirer has signed with 
JHK Kawasaki for the 1999 250cc Grand 
Prix series in Europe. Beirer, who has two 
races left on the Pamo Honda team, said, 
"1 wanted the same parts as Stefan (Everts) 
and they cannot offer me that, so I will 
race for the factory Kawasaki team with 
the best parts possible. That is very impor- 
tant if I am to race against Stefan in 1999." 


Yamaha's David Vuillemin will move 
up to the 250cc class for next year's 
World Championship 250cc MX Series. “1 
feel I am strong enough to compete with 
the 250cc riders, and staying in the 125cc 
class does not help my career," the 1998 
250cc World Championship runner-up 
said. "I look forward to next vear." The 
French rider is expected to race in the 
United States full time in 2000.

Of these 23, the majority are established 


T he AMA released its 1999 Grand National Dirt Track Series schedule on August 


events, but the schedule also features two new venues and a return to dirt track 


racing in Texas. 


The new venues joining the series are both situated in the Lone Star state, with Sam 
Houston Raceway Park in Houston and the Lone Star Park in Dallas scheduled to host 
the series for the first time. The last time the dirt trackers visited Texas for a Grand 
National was in 1993 at the Devil's Bowl Speedway. Prior to '93, the Houston 
Astrodome played host to AMA dirt track racing for some 18 years, ending in 1986. 

Dixie Speedway in Woodstock, Georgia, returns to the dirt track schedule as a 
Grand National half mile. The dirt trackers last visited Georgia in 1989 when the event 
was part of the 600cc National Dirt Track Series. 

In addition, Emerald Downs in Auburn, Washington, has upgraded their Hot Shoe 
Series event to a full Grand National for 1999. The full schedule is as follows:

Everts wins Polish 
250cc MX GP 


elgian Stefan Everts, on the Radson Honda, took another step toward the 1998 
б World Championship 250сс MX Series title by winning both motos at the Polish GP 

in Gdynia on August 30. With two rounds left in the series, Everts has pulled out to 
a 16-point lead in the series over Frenchman Sebastien Tortelli, who went 2-2 in Poland. 

In the first moto, Everts took the checkered flag 13 seconds clear of Kawasaki's 
Tortelli, then finished 32 seconds ahead of him in the second moto. Tortelli crashed in 
that moto while chasing Everts and received slight injjuries to his arm. Finishing more 
than a minute behind Tortelli in the first moto was third-place finisher Frederic Bolley, 
on a Honda, followed by German rider Pit Beirer, on a Honda, and Finland's Miska Aal- 
tonen, on a KTM. In the second moto, Beirer finished a distant third, followed by Swe- 
den's Joakim Karlsson, on a Honda, and The Netherlands’ Leon Giesbers, on a KTM. 

Bollev crashed in the second moto and broke a bone in his hand, and it looks likely 
that he'll miss the next two rounds of the series. 

American Tallon Vohland, on the Team Rinaldi Yamaha, did not have a good time 
in Poland. In the first moto, his throttle stuck over a tabletop jump and he crashed 
heavily, injuring his back. He still managed to ride the second moto, where he finished 
a creditable ninth. Vohland is currently sixth in points. 

The final round of the World Championship 500cc MX Series was played out in 
Wachtersbach, Germany, on August 30. Husaberg's Joel Smets, who had already 
clinched the series title, scored the overall win, going 1-2 on the day. 

Making the trip to Germany to compete in the 500cc GP finale was American Lance 
Smail, who is the recently crowned AMA Western Regional Four-Stroke Series Champi- 
on. Smail, on a '99 KTM 380 SX, went 10-9 for ninth overall. It was Smail's first GP race. 





Five-time U.S. Supercross Champion 
Jeremy McGrath is racing again. After 
pulling out of the outdoor National MX 
Series in May with a wrist injury, 
McGrath competed in a local event at 
Glen Helen Raceway in San Bernardino, 
California, on August 22. McGrath com- 
peted aboard a Yamaha YZ250 and fin- 
ished second to Doug Dubach. McGrath 
won the first moto and was slowed by a 
flat tire while leading the second moto. 


Do you remember the documentary on 
Team Yamaha's Doug Henry that CNN 
aired last year? If so, you will probably 
be interested to know that CNN is plan- 
ning to air a follow-up to that story. The 
CNN cameras were rolling when Henry 
clinched the AMA National Champi- 
onship 250cc MX Series title at Bingham- 
ton, New York, on August 30. The show 
is scheduled to air at 10 p.m. (Eastern) 
on Sunday, September 6. 


Reports from Europe indicate that 
Kenny Roberts Jr. has signed a contract 
to ride factory Suzukis in the 1999 500cc 
World Championships. Roberts, who 
currently rides for his father's Modenas 
500cc Grand Prix team, will reportedly 
take his crew chief, Warren Willing, 
with him to Suzuki. 


Chris Walker (Kaw) won both races in 
the ninth round of the British Superbike 
Championship at Cadwell Park in Lincs, 
England, on August 30. Walker topped 
Michael Rutter (Hon) and Troy Bayliss 
(Duc) in the first leg prior to beating

MacPherson (Kaw) in the second race. 
Niall Mackenzie (Yam) continues to 
lead the championship with 315 points 
to Walker’s 266. 


Ann Yates, the 19-year-old sister of : 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Aaron Yates, won 
her first road race on August 30, taking 
victory in the Middleweight Sportbike 
class during NASB racing action at Road 
Atlanta in Braselton, Georgia. In addi- 
tion to her win, Yates finished second in 
both Middleweight Superbike and Mid- 
dleweight GP. The Road Atlanta race 
was Ann Yates' fifth outing as a Novice 
road racer. Yes, she rides a Suzuki. 


According to a press release issued by the 
AMA District 36 Legislative Action 
Office, thanks to the hard work of D-36 
and the California Motorcycle Dealers 
Association (CMDA), the California Air 
Resources Board (CARB) has agreed to 
modify the off-road motorcycle and ATV 
emissions regulations. Essentially, CARB 
has agreed to allow the use of noncom- 
plying motorcycles and ATVs year-round 
in some areas that have attained air-quali- 
ty standards. In the rest of the state, nego- 
tiations are ongoing to allow seasonal 
use. There are areas that have different 
levels of noncompliance, according to D- 
36, and accordingly, there will be differ- 
ent periods and lengths of time each area 
will be available - but in most regions, use 
will be allowed during the prime riding 
season, since air-quality problems are 
typically at their worst during the sum- 
mer and early fall, when off-road use is at

and edged a step closer to regaining the World crown he last won in 1994, at the 
1998 Swedish Grand Prix in Linkopping, round five of six in the World Individ- 
ual Championship Series. 

Rickardsson was unstoppable in Linkopping, as he made four perfect starts to lead 
the way, and with chief threat Jimmy Nilsen, a fellow Swede, only managing to make 
the Consolation Final, it means Rickardsson is within striking distance of the title. 

Team Exide Californians Greg Hancock and Billy Hamill are certain to suffer the 
end of their brilliant two-year domination of the World Championship, as they are now 
level on points, with 61 each, and face a battle just to finish in the top eight and auto- 
matically qualify for next year’s series. 

Hancock had his best GP of the year, with a fourth place in the A Final in Sweden, 
but it was a different story for Hamill, who struggled in the only two rides he had. 
With one round remaining, Rickardsson leads the series, with 101 points to Nilsen’s 81. 
Poland’s Tomasz Gollob is third, with 72, and England’s Chris Louis, who finished sec- 
ond in the Linkopping A Final, is fourth, with 69.

Motor Sports, has released the schedule of the 1999 U.S. 
Supercross Series, and there are a few significant changes. 
The series will again consist of 16 rounds but is set to return to 
Anaheim, California, for the series opener at Edison International 
Field (formerly known as Anaheim Stadium), January 9.

Sticker" will be developed, with a differ- 
ent color to allow enforcement officers to 
identify the different registration catego- 
ry. This program will also eliminate 
another problem, according to D-36 - the 
potential reduction of funding for the 
OHV division of state parks, since all 
motorcycles and ATVs could be regis- 
tered under this program. 


Geoff Aaron won his fifth AMA/NATC 
Observed Trials Championship with wins 
in the final three rounds of the series. Ray 
Peters ended up second in the title chase. 


According to his manager, Alan 
Labrosse, it is unlikely that Miguel 
DuHamel will return to action in the 
final round of the AMA Superbike 
Series at Las Vegas Motor Speedway in 
October. DuHamel was scheduled to see 
Dr. Arthur Ting in San Francisco, Cali- 
fornia, last week, and is taking things 
"one day at a time," according to 
Labrosse. Though his leg injuries are 
healing well, there may not be much 
point in DuHamel making his return in 
1998. DuHamel will return to the Amer- 
ican Honda team in 1999 for the second 
year of his two-year contract. 


The AMA will enter into a lawsuit chal- 
lenging the U.S. Forest Service's decision 
to severely restrict off-highway motor- 
ized recreation in the Daniel Boone 
National Forest in eastern Kentucky, 
according to the AMA. Earlier this year, 
the Forest Service announced that it 
would reduce motorcycle and ATV trails 
in the forest by nearly 90 percent, from 
800 miles to about 100 miles. The AMA 
and the Ohio Valley Trail Riders, a group 
of off-highway motorcyclists who use the 
forest, appealed the decision but were 
turned down. "The Forest Service has left 
us no alternative but to go to court over 
this cutback,” said Robert Rasor, AMA 
vice president for government relations. 
“The Forest Service has an obligation to 
responsibly manage federal lands for the 
benefit of all, and slashing motorized- 
recreation opportunities in this way 
doesn't live up to that obligation." 


In addition to his regular street-riding 
schools, CLASS Motorcycle Schools 
owner Reg Pridmore plans to do a num- 
ber of California Classics at Sears Point, 
Laguna Seca and Willow Springs in 
1999, The exclusive California Classics 
will be limited in class size, and track 
time will be abundant, according to 
Pridmore.

BINGHAMTON, NY, AUG. 30 
T- second comeback of Doug 
Henry's storybook racing career 
reached a high point on Sunday 
when the popular New Englander 
clinched the 1998 AMA 250cc National 
Motocross Championship with a win at 
Broome-Tioga Sports Center in Bing- 
hamton. With a huge partisan crowd 
cheering his every move, Henry 
clinched the title with a 1-4 score for the 
overall win. 

‚ "This is just the greatest feeling in the 
world, coming here and winning the 
championship in front of so many peo- 
ple that I know and pretty much grew 
up with," said Henry, who was raised 
one state over in Oxford, Connecticut. 
"This is also the last season that Pete 
(Steinbrecher) and I will work together, 
because he's retiring. | am so stoked that 
we could win a championship again 
together." 

Henry and Steinbrecher previously 
won a pair of 125cc National MX Cham- 
pionships and a 125cc East Region title

for Honda. In the years between titles, 
Henry suffered a broken back in one 
notorious crash at the Budds Creek 
National and two broken arms in anoth- 
er, missing the better part of two years 
with those injuries. Now he is in the 
record books as the only rider in history 
to have ever won an AMA National MX 
Championship title on a four-stroke 
motorcycle, having won this series on 
the much-talked-about Yamaha Ү2400Е. 

Suzuki's Greg Albertyn was the 
day's runner-up at Binghamton with a 
3-3 score, while teammate Larry Ward 
was third with a 7-1 tally. Factory Con- 
nection /Jack in the Box Honda rider 


Mike LaRocco placed fourth with a 5-2. 


score, while Suzuki's Mickael Pichon 
was fifth with a 2-5 tally. 

Henry's fourth win of the series puts 
him in a tie with the absent Jeff Emig for 
most 250cc National wins this year, but 
that's just a secondary honor to his 
clinching of the title. Henry is 63 points 
ahead of Albertyn (446 to 383) with just 
two motos left to be run. Albertyn's 
Suzuki teammate Pichon is third at this 
point with 355 points, two more than 
Emig's stagnant total. LaRocco is next

with 352 points, followed by the side- 
lined Ezra Lusk (329). 

By just about every account, the 
Broome-Tioga track was in its best con- 
dition ever. Track boss Tom Hurd and 
his crew slightly revamped the layout to 
make it faster and to make passing easi- 
er, as well as smoothing out some of the 
spectacular double and triple jumps that 
make Broome-Tioga one of the most 
dynamic courses on the National circuit. 
More than 12,000 people crowded into 
the park, which also featured more 
bleachers and general spectating areas, 
plus tiered parking areas on the back 
side of the lot. As for the track itself, a 
few scattered rain showers late in the 
week left the track in superb condition 
on à bright and sunny race day. 

The soon-to-be-crowned Henry was 
one of the many riders singing the prais- 
es of the Broome-Tioga track. 










"When we pulled in, it just looked 
great," said the Yamaha pilot, who 
brought close to 100 family members 
and friends along with him. "It's really 
loamy and fun to ride on, and I want to 
thank Tom Hurd and crew for doing 
such a great job in getting it ready for 
us." 

Henry erupted from the advanta- 
geous far-inside starting position, cut- 
ting sharply into the first turn on the 
inside of the ever-improving. Takeshi 
Koekida of the Holley Racing / Вгійре- 
stone/Arai/O’Neal/ Yamaha Japan 
exchange program. Pichon, Tecate/ 
Kawasaki of Mexico’s Phil Lawrence, 
Albertyn, Pro Action privateer Jason 
Thomas, and BSY Yamaha four-stroke 
pilot Doug Dubach filled in the immedi- 
ate chase group, though Dubach's day 
would end early with a violent crash on 
one of the rough Binghamton uphills. 

Further back, Ward and Hughes 
were hovering in the top 10, While 
LaRocco had a terrible start and was 
moving forward from about 25th. On 
his way to the top 10, LaRocco tangled 
with A-Ride/Smith/Axo/N-Style- 
backed Rich Taylor, the result of which 
was a moto-ending crash for Taylor. 

Pichon seemed to have the hottest 
lines around the track, and he forced his 
way past Henry on the uphill triple after 
the finish line after three laps. It seemed 
like he was on the verge of checking out 
as he opened an immediate gap of five 
seconds on Henry. 

Hughes was also on the move, and 
the Kawasaki rider moved past Alber- 
tyn and Lawrence for the number-three 
spot. But before Hughes could go after 
Henry, he ran off the track right before 
the finish line and gave his spot back to 
Albertyn. 

“I was riding really tight the first few 
laps, and Ryno was riding a bit faster 
than me, but once he passed me, I was 
able to check out his lines and see where 
he was going,” said Albertyn later. “He 
had some good lines, so once I settled 
down, I just let my Suzuki do the work 
for me. I was able to pass him back.” 

Pichon’s runaway never material- 
ized, as Henry suddenly found his 
rhythm again and tore into Pichon’s 
lead. As the cheering crowd carried him 
to the front, Henry wasted little time in 
dispatching the fading Pichon for the 
lead. Then Henry rode away with the 
moto win well in hand. 

“It was a good ride, and I had a good 
start, even though something strange 
happened down there on the gate,” 
explained Henry. “Someone dropped a 
water bottle down on the concrete start- 
ing pad just before the gate dropped 
and it got all over the place. It was com- 
ing down towards my spot, closer and 
closer, but then it stopped before the 
gate dropped, and I was able to start a 
lot stronger than those guys.” | 

It was later discovered that Pichon's 
father had accidentally dropped his 
son's water bottle, causing a bit of the 
uproar later in the Suzuki pits, but it 
was resolved before the second moto, 
and Pichon's father was nowhere near 
the starting gate for the beginning of the 
second moto. 

“This track is so much fun,” contin- 
ued Henry, who is also backed by 
Bridgestone, Scott, Fox and Bent Cloth- 
ing. “There’s a bunch of lines out there 
that you can take; and the jumps and 
everything are really fun. I spent the 
first half of the moto just,checking 
things out and trying to figure out some 
lines and ride my own race. It just 
worked out in the end.” 

“I tried pretty hard at the beginning, 
but my shoulder and my wrist are still

pretty sore from my big crash at Mill- 
ville," said Pichon. "T just got tired from 
holding on so tight. There was nothing I 
could do except try to hold on to the 
lead. Henry got me, and I just tried to 
hold on to second." 

Hughes ended up fourth, with a late- 
charging LaRocco fifth, ahead of 
Lawrence. Ward was a disappointing 
seventh after battling to the finish line 
ahead of Canadian hero Jean-Sebastien 
Roy. 
The Yamaha-mounted Koikeda was 
ninth, and Xtreme/White Knuckle/ESE 
Racing's Jeff Dement rounded out the 
top 10. 

After Henry nearly missed the start 
of the second moto as mechanic Pete 
Steinbrecher changed a hard-starting 
engine, Henry got another good start, 
though this time Suzuki's Ward used an 
outside line to broadslide his way into 
the lead ahead of Henry, TMR/Dun- 
lop/FMF/Throttle Jockey-backed Ryan 
Terlicki, Pichon, LaRocco and Albertyn. 

LaRocco quickly moved up to third, 





only to be passed back by Pichon. 
Ahead of them, Ward followed Henry 
for almost two laps, taking a couple of 
stabs at the lead along the way before 
making a surprise pass stick on the long 
infield uphill. LaRocco seized the oppor- 
tunity to race past Henry as well, and 
quickly set after Ward. Albertyn was 
also on the move, passing Pichon for 
fourth and starting to go after Henry. 
He would follow the thumper for sever- 
al laps before Henry overshot the land- 
ing on the big downhill triple and rolled 
to the outside of the following sweeper. 

There would be no further passes in 
the top five as Ward held off a gallant 
effort by LaRocco to get his first moto 
win of the year. 

"| had a couple of problems in the 
first moto, the worst of which was the 
fact that I broke off half of my foótpeg," 
said Ward in the winner's circle. "In the 
second moto, my Suzuki got me a great 
start and I was able to get by Doug and 
win. I knew Doug would kind of tire out 
- not physically but mentally because of 


the title and all - and he slowed down 
because of the championship. I just rode 
my hardest and got the win." 

Ward, as well as his teammate Alber- 
tyn, was quick to congratulate Henryllon 
a job well done. 

“Т wanted that one pretty bad, but I 
couldn't find a way around him," said 
LaRocco after another narrow defeat. “It 
was a little bit hard to be aggressive, but 
Larry rode a good race. | went after him 
a few times, but it just didn’t work out.” 

Albertyn never got up to the battle 
for the lead, and Henry decided to enjoy 
his last lap to the title instead of missing 
it for the sake of one more position. 
Besides, fourth place in the moto locked 
up the overall win. 

"| was thasing after Greg and then it 
kind of hit me that I’ve been busting my 
butt all year long to get to this point, 
and I should enjoy it while it lasted,” 
laughed Henry later. “I just let Greg go 
and rode around and looked at all of the 
fans and waved and had a blast.” 

After Henry crossed the finish line

for fourth place and the championship, 
he took an impromptu victory lap. At 
one point, he picked out some friends 
and gave them a special salute. 

“My friends are the burn-out kings 
when it comes to motorcycles, and they 
are always doing burn-outs, whether it’s 
on the road, in the back of a truck, any- 
where,” he said. “They told me that if I 
won, they would take all of their clothes 
off and run down the track. I said, "No, 
don't do that, and that I would do a 
burn-out for them instead." | 

So in the middle of the starting area, 
Henry let loose a full-factory burn-out that 
turned the general area white with smoke. 

Later, in the winner's circle, Henry 
ended his interview with the trackside 
announcer by calling out, "Where's my 
wife? Where's my wife?" With that, 
eight-month-pregnant Stacey Henry 
was brought to the infield in the Yama- 
ha cart, and husband and wife spent 
several minutes in a long embrace in 
front of about 12,000 of their closest 
friends.

Jeff Emig's two-year reign as 250cc National MX Champion 
came to a close this weekend with Doug Henry's title-clinching 
win.. Emig. however, pretty much conceded his title when he 
opted to sit out Binghamton and next weekend's Steel City 
Nationals. with a ruptured ligament in his left thumb. Emig injured 
himself in practice two weeks ago at the Millville National in Min- 
nesota when he hit à bump and rolled all of his weight over on his 
thumb. “I iced it down, used some anti-inflammatories and then 
just grinned and beared it," said Emig of the two motó$ he would 
win later that day. “Once | got home, | kept icing it, but it wasn't 
getting any better. When | went to the doctor, he said my best bet 
was to have it operated on and start worrying about getting ready 
for next year." So, on Friday, Emig had his thumb pinned, and he 


- will not race again until the Kawasaki Race of Champions at Eng- 


lishtown, New Jersey, in early October. Going into Binghamton, 
Emig had won four of the last five Nationals and eight of the last 
10 motos, but he was still 50 points behind the consistent Henry 
in the point standings. ^ 


Doug Henry also jokingly said he was upset about the surprise 
withdrawal of red-hot Jeff Emig for the rest of the season. “I really 
wanted to come here and beat him today, and all l've been think- 
ing about when l'm training is beating Jeff," said Henry of his rival. 
"| wanted to beat him so bad here that | probably worked harder 
than | have all season to get ready for this race. Then, on Thurs- 
day afternoon, Jeff calls my house out of nowhere and says. ‘l'm 
not going to be there - congratulations, it looks like you've got it 
(the title) all wrapped up:' | was like, ‘Oh, man, why didn't you call 
me last week and save me all of this extra work? " 


Joining Emig on the. sidelines was Team Honda's Ezra Lusk, 


who finally decided to quit trying to rush the healing of the arm he 
broke back in June. Lusk came back just two weeks. after having 
a plate put in his arm but then suffered through an infection. After 
a new plate was inserted, Lusk reinjured the arm when he crashed 
two. weeks ago while leading at Millville. Now he's staying on the 
sidelines until the October 10-11 U:S. Open of Supercross in Las 
Vegas. 


Lusk's injury briefly reopened the debate over who was going to 
ride the 250 for Team USA at the Motocross des Nations in 
England next month. Yamaha's Kevin Windham had originally been 
slated to take the assignment, but his broken leg. at Washougal 
meant that Lusk got the call. When Lusk and Honda decided it 
was time to rest his fragile arm, it appeared that Emig would get 
called up. However, Emig had eye surgery scheduled for mid-Sep- 
tember and was injured himself last week. So the AMA's Duke 
Finch called upon 33-year-old John Dowd, a member of last 
year's squad, to carry Old Glory alongside National MX Champi- 
ons Doug Henry and Ricky Carmichael. Dowd was thrilled to get 


_ the call. “1 told Duke back in July that if anything happened and he 


needed me, | would love to go back and win it this time,” said 
Dowd, who had problems with a faulty ignition in Belgium last 
year. "It's like a dream come true to go back, especially alongside 
Doug and Ricky." Dowd will ride a YZ250 Yamaha, and testing is 
set to begin this week. Dowd will fly out to California for two days 
on.the bigger bike before. coming back east for the last 125cc 
National at Steel City. 


If Dowd were somehow unable to attend the MX des Nations. the 
next name on the list might have been "Showtime" himself, 
Jeremy McGrath. The five-time AMA Supercross Champion 
has been riding in California for the last two weeks after sitting 
out the entire summer with a broken wrist. McGrath is neither in 
race shape nor up to speed at this. point, but by late September 


he should be in fighting form. McGrath's first major race back will. 


be the Italian Fast Cross on September 19. Backing Team USA at 
the MX des Nations will be PACE Motor Sports, the primary 
promoters of the AMA/Toyota Supercross Series. 


The Kevin Windham/Yamaha breakup is not official yet, as 
Yamaha is said to possess an expired letter-of-intent that might 
render his recent contract with Honda null and void. But all signs 
point to Windham being on a Honda next year, wearing No Fear 
clothing after four years with Fox Racing. His Honda stablemate 
Sebastien Tortelli will also be wearing No Fear; while team captain 
Ezra Lusk is said to be sticking with Fox. 


FMF/Honda team manager Bob Moore confirmed that American 
expatriate Tallon Vohland will return to the U.S. 125cc Nation- 
als for the first time since 1990 as a member of the Honda satel- 
lite team. Vohland has been racing in the 125 and 250cc World 
Championship Series since he last rode the AMA series back in 
1990. The California native joins Brock Sellards and Danny Smith 
as confirmed members of the FMF/Honda squad. Moore was also 
hoping to bring two-time 125cc World Champion Alessio Chiodi 
over from Italy, but “Chico,” as he is affectionately called, still has 
another year left on his Husqvarna contract. 


Robbie Reynard's late-season surge has taken him to three 
125cc-moto wins but no overalls to date. However, Reynard was 
rewarded with a full Suzuki 250 ride. next year, for both. indoors 
and out. Reynard was said to be high on Yamaha's shopping list, 
especially after the unexpected Windham divorce, but Suzuki 
made Reynard an offer he couldn't refuse. "The Suzuki is a great 
bike and | think that they have a great team lined up for next 
year," said the 21-year-old Reynard, who has spent the last three 
years in box vans after being dropped from the Kawasaki factory 
team at the end of the '95 season. "Plus, | get to work with Roger 
DeCoster, which should be great for me and my career." Already 
set up in the Suzuki truck for 1999 are incumbents Greg Albertyn 
and Larry Ward. 


In other.1999 signings, Damon Huffman will be staying with 
Kawasaki even after a disastrous 1998 season, where һе 
missed the entire outdoor National Series with a broken femur, 
and Mike LaRocco has reupped with Factory Connection, Jack 
in the Box, O'Neal, and Pirelli for another season. LaRocco 
debuted some brand-new O'Neal riding gear from the compa- 
ny's 1999 line and almost seemed out of place as the most 
fashionable rider on the track. When asked about the stylish 
new gear, the ever-conservative LaRocco shrugged and said, 71 
guess "та model now." 


Тһе four most significant riders who still haven't sealed а deal for 
next year are Kawasaki's Ryan Hughes, Suzuki's Mickael 
Pichon, Honda's Steve Lamson, and Chaparral Yamaha's 
Jimmy Button. Hughes is said to have a few options, one of 
which is as the third member of Chaparral Yamaha. Pichon has 
been linked to American Honda as well as Suzuki, and he expects 
to make a decision this week. Larnson is said to be looking close- 
ly at joining Mike LaRocco on the Factory Connection/Jack in the 
Box satellite Honda team. And Button is happy with Chaparral and 
should have something worked out there soon. 


Another significant player who hasn't been able to solidify a 
spot next year is Honda of Troy s Mike Brown. With the 
squad going to Yamaha and full-time 125cc equipment, 
Brown is the odd man out because he "pointed out" of the 
125cc "Regional" Supercross class in the mid-1990s. (In the 
hard-to-follow advancement policy of the AMA's 125cc 
Supercross program, the likes of Mike Brown, Mike Jones, 
Tim Ferry and Jeromy Buehl have а! "pointed out," yet John 
Dowd, Ricky Carmichael, Stephane Roncada, and even veter- 
ans such as Tallon Vohland and Guy Cooper, as well as 
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World МХ Champions Alessio Chiodi and Sebastien Tortelli, 
will be eligible next year.) So Brown is left without a job. as 
Yamaha of Troy goes with Roncada, Casey Johnson, Casey 
Lytle and. Costa Rican rookie Ernesto Fonseca full time. Also, 
aspiring Georgia pilot Matt Walker should be getting some 
help in the 125cc East races. 


No word yet on where Brown's injured teammate Mike Craig 
will end up next year. Craig broke. his femur at Budds Creek in 
June and was hoping to return by the end of the series, but he 
was not able to get back in shape and back up to speed soon 
enough. 


The winners of this weekend's Copenhagen Racing Priva- 
teer Challenge were Tecate/Kawasaki of Mexico's Phil 
Lawrence and Holley Racing Yamaha rider Takeshi Koikeda 
in the 250cc class, and Chaparral Yamaha rider Jimmy Button 
and Noleen Yamaha's Tim Ferry in the 125s. Lawrence ran 6-10 
for seventh overall, while the Japanese Koikeda was 9-9 for 
eighth: Button posted 5-4 moto finishes for fifth overall, while 
Ferry scored 9-10 for ninth overall. 


Local amateur hero Paul Carpenter made his professional rac- 
ing debut on Sunday in the 250cc class, with mixed results. Long 
considered an Fast Coast secret, the vibrant Carpenter has been 
getting good play recently as one of the country's top young up- 
and-comers. After a bad start in the first 250cc moto, Carpenter 
fought for 14th-place points. In the second race, he was the early 
victim of a seized engine. "| had a great time, and | can't tell you 
how much | learned in just one гасе," said the enthusiastic Càr- 
penter. as he walked away from the second moto. "I'm really 
happy to have finally reached this level, and | am going to work as 
hard as | can to be a top pro." With his Jeremy McGrath-like build 
and Ryan Hughes-like aggressiveness, Carpenter just might have 
the tools it takes. 


Before the start of each 250cc-class moto, a strange incident 
took place down on the starting line. As the 30-second card went 
up to ‘start the opening moto, Mickael Pichon's father dropped his 
son's water bottle on the concrete starting pad, wetting down the 
starting slots of Doug Henry and Greg Albertyn. Suzuki team 
manager Roger DeCoster said it was a very embarrassing acci- 
dent for Mr. Pichon, but Albertyn and Henry were both a little 
miffed.by the timing - and by the possible damage such a spill 
might have caused. However, Henry got the holeshot and Alber- 
tyn was in the top five. Later; as the 250cc-class riders were 
preparing for their parade lap, Henry stood at the starting gate 
without his bike. An emergency engine switch as a precaution 
meant that he was not ready for the moto. The AMA did not 
immediately start the parade lap at.4:20:as scheduled and waited 
approximately 10 minutes while the track was being prepped. 
When they did finally start the parade lap, Henry's bike was still 
back in the pits. Finally, as the riders were returning to the starting 
gate, Henry's mechanic, Pete Steinbrecher, ráced into the starting 
area aboard the growling thumper. The moto went off at 4:44 
p.m.. 14 minutes late. 


Doug Henry squashed the rumor that he was considering retir- 
ing at the end of the 1998 season. Henry. has been the subject of 
retirement buzz since midsummer, most likely a result of the fact 
that he hasn't signed on for any of the postseason international 
supercross events, including the $250,000 U.S. Open of SX in 
Las Vegas. When asked about his plans. Henry simply replied. “| 
have no plans of retiring, but | am looking forward to the off-sea- 
son." Also, CNN was on hand to film Henry's title-clinching Bing- 
hamton victory. Henry was the subject of à CNN profile in Janu- 
ary, which depicted his recovery from Injuries to become a 
contender once again. | 2

eam Yamaha's John Dowd 

rewarded his loyal New York 

fans with an exciting overall win 
at Broome-Tioga Sports Center in Bing- 
hamton, New York, with a steady 1-3 
score, but it wasn’t enough to prevent 
SplitFire/Pro Circuit / Kawasaki's Ricky 
Carmichael from claiming his second 
straight AMA 125cc National Motocross 
Championship. 

“It was pretty obvious that my 
chances were slim in keeping Ricky 
from winning the title, but I wanted to 
win this race because I’ve always loved 
this track, and I have a lot of friends 
here cheering me on," said Dowd of his 
second career 125cc National win. 

The 33-year-old Dowd, from 
Chicopee, Massachusetts, got the loud- 
est applause all day. 

“I think it helps a lot that the fans are 
so great here," Dowd said. "They are 
always screaming and yelling for the 
local guys, and I get pumped up to be 
here." 

While Dowd may have been the pop- 
ular race winner, Carmichael had his 
second-worst day of the season - a 2-5 
score for fourth overall. (Carmichael 
DNFed a moto at Southwick.) It also 
meant, however, that he clinched the 
AMA National title for the second year 
in a row before the final race of the sea- 
son. 

"It was a hard day, and Chad (Watts, 
Carmichael's mechanic) and I had to 
work the whole time for it," said 
Carmichael. ^I really wanted to win 
here today and take the title in style, 
but I guess I can settle for winning the 
title. John rode really hard in the first 
moto and deserved to win, and I 
crashed twice the second moto and had 
to fight the whole time to get fifth. 1 
made some mistakes, but I tried my 
hardest to win." 

Finishing second overall after anoth- 
er dazzling moto win was Primal 
Impulse / Answer/Scott/Bill's 
Pipes/Factory Connection Suzuki rider 
Robbie Reynard. After coming from 
dead last to sixth in the first moto, the 
enigmatic Reynard went from midpack 
to second in the finale before crashing 
back to fifth. But rather than throw in 
the towel as he did at Washougal after 
crashing out of contention, Reynard put 
his head down and went after runaway 
leader Casey Johnson. He made the pass 
as the two-lap board was coming out 
and went on to claim his third moto win 
or the series. 

"I just got my head together after 
doing really bad at Red Bud, and I’ve 
been riding well ever since," said Rey- 
nard, who put in another mind-boggling 
ride in the second moto to come from 
behind twice to win. "I wish 1 had rid 
den like this all year long. I’m going to 
keep working during the off-season and 
stay Focused on coming out as strong 
next year as I finished this year.’ 

Third overall went to Carmichael’s 
teammate Casey Johnson, who cam« 
agonizingly close to winning the overali 
before some late-moto charges by Key- 
nard and Dowd dropped him back to 
the final podium spot. 

“Гуе been working hard all year long 
to get a win, and I think I'm almost 
there," said the California native. “I’ve 
definitely learned a lot and I've got one 
more chance to win one, so I'm really 
going for it next week." 

Carmichael finished fourth overall, 
while Chaparral Yamaha's Jimmy But-

ton was a quiet 5-4 for 
fifth. Honda of Troy's 
Mike Brown ran 3-7 after a 
second-moto crash for 
sixth overall, and Split- 
Fire/Pro Circuit's Nick 
Wey (7-8) was seventh. 
FMF/Honda's Brock Sell- 
ards was eighth over with 
a 10-6, while Noleen's Tim 
Ferry (9-10) and Honda of 
Troy's Stephane Roncada 
(11-9) rounded out the top 
10. 

Ricky Carmichael 
wasn't the only rider in 
the 125cc class to clinch 
something on Sunday. 
John Dowd's 437-point 
total - 55. less than 
Carmichael's 492 - is 64 
points clear of third- 
placed Casey Johnson's 
total, which means Dowd 
has locked up the runner- 
up trophy. And Johnson's 
372-point total means that 
he's too far in front of the 
tied totals of Brown and 
Reynard (324 points) to be 
caught for third. Button is 
next on the charts, with 
301 points. 

As the first 125cc moto 
went off the starting gate, 
Carmichael took the 
favored far-inside line all 











the way to the first turn for the holeshot. 
As RC rounded the sharp right-hand 
hairpin, he was followed by Dowd, 
Honda of Troy's Mike Brown, Johnson, 
Button and Sellards. 

Reynard had another ridiculously 
bad start after his back tire spun to the 
right off the launching pad, leaving him 
dead last going through the first turn. 
As Reynard slowly started to climb up 
through the ranks, he caught the front 
wheel of Shae Bentley in a high-banked 
turn and took the newly crowned AMA 
Amateur National Champ down and 
out of the moto. 

Before Carmichael could do his usual 
breakaway, he made a mistake in the 
first quarter-lap and fell on an overly 
watered off-cambered corner. RC only 
lost four spots before he quickly 
remounted, leaving Dowd with the lead. 

“I just went into that corner and both 
wheels went out from under me," said 
Carmichael later. “It was really wet over 
there, and І guess it was a dumb mis- 
take, especially on the first lap. The 
track was wet and I went in a little bit 
hot and went down." 

Carmichael wasted little time in get- 
ting back the ground he lost. He 
employed a high line off a downhill 
triple that no one else was jumping due 
to the slickness of the takeoff. He passed 
Button for fourth there on the next lap, 
then worked past Johnson and Brown 
before closing up on Dowd on the 
halfway mark. Carmichael attempted 
another pass for the lead on the same 
triple where he moved by Button, and it 
was obvious that RC wasn't going to 
play it safe in front of the Binghamton 
fans. 

However, before Carmichael] could 
clear out, he had another problem. 

"The front wheel started breaking 
loose in the corners, and I was thinking 
that I had a flat tire," said Carmichael. 
"]t started bothering me, and John took 
advantage of that and got back by me." 

As the Binghamton faithful 
whooped it up for the New Englander, 
Carmichael tried to gather his head and 
go back after his MX des Nations team- 
mate. But Dowd rode strong and smart, 
and Carmichael could not make it hap- 
pen. A jubilant Dowd crossed the 
checkered flag with two bike lengths to 
spare, enjoying his first moto win since 
the mid-June mudfest at Southwick. 

“That was great,” said an ecstatic 
Dowd after breaking out of his summer- 
long slump. “It was pretty close for a 








while early. I was a little nervous at the 
beginning because I kept thinking about 
Ricky behind me, and that's definitely 
the wrong thing to do. But once he 
passed me back, I snapped out of it and 
started riding my own race." 

“I’m not sure what happened with 
the bike, but John rode really well and 
deserved to win," said Carmichael after- 
ward. “My corner speed was really 
good, but John was making up time on 
me somewhere else. | saw some of his 
lines for the next moto. I think it' more 
important that I just quit making mis- 
takes. John hung in there and there was 
nothing I could do. Just have to get after 
him in the next moto, I guess." 

Brown was about 15 seconds back, 
followed by Johnson and an out-of-sync 
Button. 

“1 just had some bad lines here and 
there, and they got away from me,” said 
Brown of his third-place finish. “I know 
that I have to stay with them the whole 
time and not let them get away when I 
have a couple of bad laps, because it's 
hard to catch back up to those guys." 

Reynard was sixth, with a revitalized 
Nick Wey next, followed by the fourth 
SplitFire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki in the 
top eight, that of Nathan Ramsey. Ferry 
was the top privateer in ninth, followed 
by Ohio native Sellards. 

The start of the second 125cc moto 
was a free-for-all. After Carmichael 
again seemed to get the jump, he hit the 
turn a little hot alongside some riders 
from the middle part of the gate and a 
massive pileup ensued. Carmichael was 
at the bottom, along with FMF/Honda 
riders Jason McCormick and Scott 
Sheak, HoT's Brown and Stephane Ron- 
cada, Axo-backed rookie Matt Walker, 
Ferry, and several others. 

From the outside, Suzuki privateers 
Christopher Wheeler and Stiffie/GP 
Sports' Jeff Willoh jumped into the lead, 
followed by Johnson, who chose a way- 
outside pick on the gate to get up on the 
hard-pack, just like Carmichael on the 
inside. The gamble certainly worked as 
he moved past Wheeler, Willow and a 
quick-starting Travis Preston for the 


lead. Dowd wasn't too far back in the | 


pack, but in the third turn he went in 
too hot and fell. 

“I was thinking, ‘All right, here's my 
chance, because Ricky's down,’ and then 
I go into that corner and do a baseball 
slide," grumbled Dowd later. "I really 
thought I blew it right then." 

Johnson was on a mission to record 
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his first-ever 125cc National moto win, 
and after Dowd's fall and Brown and 
Carmichael's first-turn pileup, he sud- 
denly looked good for the overall as 
well. He opened a lead of more than 10 
seconds after just a few laps on second- 
placed Sellards (who also survived the 
two start crashes), Wheeler, Button, 
Willoh and Preston. However, after a 
few laps, Reynard started to emerge 
from a 22nd-place start. 

“I didn't get a very good start, but so 
much was going on that I was able to 
just kind of pick my way through to 
where it wasn't so bad," said Reynard. 
"Pretty soon I was up in second, but 
then I fell and went back." 

Reynard had carved through the 
pack to claim second before the end of 
the fourth lap, but then he fell just about 
at the mechanics' area and went back to 
fifth again. After readjusting his controls 
and letting Sellards, Button and the 
hard-charging Dowd by, Reynard 
would go back to work and slice 
through to second again. At this point, 
Johnson was still about 15 seconds 
ahead, but Reynard was on a mission. 
He would erase the Kawasaki rider's 
lead in three laps and blitz past for the 
win on a rough downhill. 

“Т saw him coming, but there was 
really nothing I could do," said Johnson 
of the Reynard charge. "It's hard to fight 
with a guy who's coming up behind you 
like that, because you don't have anyone 
to push you until he's right there, and 
then he's got the momentum. Reynard 
was just going too fast." 

“Т guess I made it pretty exciting, - 
said Reynard in the winner's circle. "I 
thought I blew it, but I just kept pushing 
and pushing, and it worked out my 
way. The Suzuki was running really 
good, and I’ve been riding well ever 
since I got my head together after Red 
Bud back in July. I really want to win 
the last National at Steel City." 

Further back, Carmichael was hav- 
ing a miserable march to the title, 
falling again and dropping as low as 
30th before pulling himself together. 
Once he started moving up again - his 
back wheel full of banners - he blitzed 
through the field. Carmichael knew 
that he only needed to finish a few 
spots behind Dowd to wrap up the 
title, and he charged to fifth by moto's 
end and pumped his fist in the air to 
signal the clinching of his second 
straight title. 

Dowd had already crossed the finish

line with a bittersweet victory, having 
won the dày but lost his shot at a first- 
ever AMA National title. 

“1 worked my way through and got 
the overall, but I really couldn't do any- 
thing about the championship," said 
Dowd. "Ricky has been riding well all 
year and he definitely deserves the 
titie.’ UN

ust two rounds ago, when 
Aaron Slight's fuel tank tum- 
bled down the front straight- 
away at Laguna Seca Raceway after a 
terrible start-line crash, it appeared once 
again that the World Superbike Cham- 
pionship's nearly man was on the road 
to being denied that ever-elusive cham- 
pionship. 

At Zeltweg's A1 Ring, Slight was not 
to be denied. The Castrol Honda rider 
served notice in qualifying that he was 
here to do business by taking pole posi- 
tion; then, simply put, he won both 
races. Slight won comfortably in race 
one, beating Italian Pier-Francesco Chili 
by more than a second, then returned 
for a heated battle with Carl Fogarty in 
race two and just edged the tough Brit 
to take the double win. A 30-point 
deficit to championship leader Troy 
Corser was suddenly nearly erased, and 
in its place stands a margin of only 1.5 
points. 

What happened to Corser? The Aus- 
tralian faced bike troubles both times 
out that dropped him to sixth and fifth 
in the two races. Corser looked good at 
the start of each heat, running at or near 
the front and fighting with the fast men 
for the lead, but a fading engine slowed 
him in race one and a lack of rear trac- 
tion in race two helped erase his fairly 
comfortable lead in the championship. 

Not only did Corser's troubles benefit 
Slight, but both of his Ducati teammates 
as well, since both of them finished in 
front of the Australian in each race. Chili 
and Fogarty swapped podium positions, 
Chili taking second in the first race and 
Fogarty taking it in race two. Each time 
out, Kawasaki's Akira Yanagawa trailed 
the Ducati duo across the line with con- 
sistent fourth-place finishes.

Hopes were high in the Suzuki camp 
when James Whitham put his GSX-R750 
on the front row of qualifying for the 
first time ever, but the best the likable 
Brit could manage was a fifth and a 
sixth.

With the Hondas performing very 
ell during practice, Corser had no 
hoice other than to charge to the front 
nd try to stay there. At first blush, the 
plan worked out all right, but for only 
1 ⁄ laps, at which time he was dropped 
o second by Fogarty. Pole qualifier 
Slight was, however, already putting 
tremendous pressure on the two red 
bikes. 
By the fourth lap Slight had worked 
his way past Corser - the beginning of a 
downward spiral for the Australian and 
an upward one for the New Zealander - 
and started to threaten Fogarty's lead. 
he ever-tenacious Brit stayed up front 
for 11 laps, but the seemingly inevitable 
finally happened and Slight went to the 
front and left the factory Ducatis behind. 

Corser, meanwhile, had started los- 
ing ground, while Chili was doing just 
the opposite, climbing his was up 
through the field. Their paths naturally 
crossed, and Chili took over third from 
the number-11 bike at the halfway stage. 

At the front of the field, Slight and 
Fogarty had opened up a gap, with Chili 
and Corser forming a second pair, and 
with Akira Yanagawa and Whitham 
finally getting in front of Edwards, who 
had been running fifth. 

For Corser, it seemed, the only way 
to go was down: 10 laps before the 
checkered flag, he lost another two 
places to the Kawasaki and the Suzuki, 
but he would succeed in keeping 
Edwards at bay. 

During the final laps, Slight managed 
to offer himself a small but comfortable- 
enough lead over Fogarty, who then lost 
second to Chili on the final lap. 

Yanagawa finished fourth and 
Whitham finished fifth, with Corser a 
disappointed sixth. 

“I had a good start for a change,” 
Slight said. “After that I sat behind Carl. 
He had the edge on me out on the slow

corners but I could catch him on the 
brakes. When I got the message that 
Chili was putting in some fast laps, 1 
decided to take the lead and hope 1 


could make it stick. From then on, 


everything went really smooth. This 
track seems to suit the bike as a glove. 
Now it is up to me to win the second 
race as well and try to narrow the gap 
with Troy even more." 

With Corser way back in sixth, Chili 
and Fogarty also had every reason to be 
happy with their result. 

“Т had another bad start,” the Italian 
complained. “I tried to come back in the 
first few laps, but everybody seemed to 
be really hot at that moment. So I waited 
a little bit, tried to save my tire for some 
six laps and then had another go. Things 
went well, and I got past Whitham and 
Edwards without too many problems. 
At the end of the race, my tire was still 
doing well, and that allowed me to take 
second place from Carl in the closing 
kilometers." 

Fogarty was of course a bit disap- 
pointed to have had an extra four points 
snatched away by his Italian colleague, 
but he was still pleased to have done as 
well as he did. 

“Т felt pretty cénfident,” Fogarty said. 
“But after 10 laps, the tire went. 1 
thought I could stay with Aaron, but 
then we ran into some backmarkers. On 
top of that, the suspension was set up 
far too soft, with the tire going bad. 
Frankie had used the same tire but a dif- 
ferent suspension setting, and that 
worked out a lot better. At the end, the 
bike was bucking and weaving every- 
where. I couldn't go any faster than I 
did. I lost my last chance to keep second 
position when I braked a bit too hard on 
the last lap and lost too much ground." 

In the second half of the race, Yana- 
gawa had managed to get away from 
Whitham, and he spent the rest of the 
race all alone. Whitham and Corser 
crossed the line next, though separated 
by some distance. 

"The engine lost power for some rea- 
son or another," the Australian said. 
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"There's nothing I could do about it. I 
suppose I should be happy to have fin- 
ished the race at all." 

Edwards got home seventh after a 
racelong battle with Kawasaki's Neil 
Hodgson. 

“In the early stages, I thought I could 
catch Aaron comfortably, but then tire 
trouble held me back," the Texan 
explained. "The rear was out of line 
everywhere so I had to close the throttle 
before changing gear." 

Peter Goddard finished 10th. 

^| picked a different tire to James and 
it gave out very early on," the Aus- 
tralian said.

he Honda RC45 once again looked good right from the word 

“go” on Friday morning, with Aaron Slight posting the best time 

on the first day of qualifying and then doing it all over again dur- 
ing the second qualifying session and the Superpole lap. 

^| was really nervous before going out but I calmed down on the 
warmup lap," the New Zealander said after having recorded his second 
pole position of the year. "I didn't want to do what did in Germany 
earlier this year and go from being fastest in qualifying to ninth place 
on the grid. We didn't have to change a lot on the bike since Friday 
morning. I spent most of the time today trying different tires. The work 

. we have done during private testing on the Brno track earlier this week 
proved to be very precious. Especially the progress we made with the 
Brembo brakes has.been impressive. The brakes have been some sort of 
a problem since the beginning of the season, but now they seem to 
work perfectly - even on this track, which must be the hardest track on 
brakes in the whole season." 

Slight's pole position might not have been too much of a surprise, 
but that didn't apply to the other three men on the front row. No one 
expected Akira Yanagawa to perform this well after his horrific Laguna 
Seca crash, but there he was, second on the grid. The Kawasaki rider 
had missed Brands Hatch, as well as a private practice session at Assen, 
and had only done a few laps during the Brno private practice, so he 
was naturally very pleased with his qualifying position. 

“ am happy with my best Superpole performance of the year," said 
Yanagawa, who won his first World Superbike race at this circuit last 
season. “I worried about my collarbone and my left hand, but I am feel- 
ing stronger each time I go out on the Kawasaki. I have tested myself 
over many laps during qualifying and I am sure that I will not be under 
any physical disadvantage over race distance. Thanks to telemetry, we 
were able to compare my times with the lap record I set last year. This 
gave me the advantage of knowing where 1 could improve and enabled 
me to set an even faster time today." 


Whitham said. ^We saved our Dunlop qualifier until the Superpole 
warmup and it proved to be exactly the right tactic. І was able to go 
much harder into the turns and it was literally as smooth as silk. 
Tomorrow will, however, be hard; the Suzuki is still very good on top 
speed but lacks acceleration power out of the corners compared to the 
Honda and the Ducati.” 

Superpole specialist Troy Corser had to settle for fourth this time. 

“The tires didn’t work quite as well as on the other circuits,” the 
Australian explained. “I didn't want to risk crashing, either. Гуе won 
enough watches this year for taking pole position. Basically, we've been 
struggling to get the bike working exactly as 1 wanted. The changing 
temperatures didn't really help, either, as to the setup of the injection 
system and the tire choice. Finally, 1 seem to be 7 kph down on the 
fastest guys on the straight, and it's very difficult to try to win that 
ground back in the corners." 

Pier-Francesco Chili and Carl Fogarty led off the second row and 
were joined there by Neil Hodgson and Peter Goddard. 

^| am very happy," Goddard said with a smile. "Like all really good 
laps, it was uneventful, and considering I have never clapped eyes on 
the place until this week, I feel very pleased with a second-row start." 

Colin Edwards II was ninth on the grid, with Andreas Meklau (with 
an official '98 engine in his Ducati) right on his tail. 

^We did everything right," the Texan said. "But I couldn't get the 
bike steering into the corner. And I wanted to stay on my two wheels. 1 
seem to like the track, even though l've never been here before. We'll 
see what happens tomorrow."

RACE TWO 


The race got under way after a half- 
hour delay following a massive start- 
line crash in the Supersport World 
Series race (see “Briefly...”), and the 
35,000 spectators saw none other than 
Suzuki-mounted Whitham jump into 
the lead when the lights turned green. 
Whitham held the spot for a time, but 
Slight took over the point once again. 
Whitham, joined by teammate Goddard, 
hung on behind, with the Kawasaki of 
Yanagawa and the three Ducatis all giv- 
ing chase. 

Goddard was the first one to drop off 
the pace of the lead group, while Corser 
appeared to really be in a groove. The 
Australian worked past Whitham and 
then took over the lead on lap six, set- 
ting up a tremendous show at the front, 
with Slight, Fogarty, Yanagawa and 
Chili all battling for the lead. The top 
five’s pace during the first half of the 
race left the battle for sixth between 
Whitham, Edwards and Goddard well 
behind. 

Slight managed to get back in the 
lead while Corser was once again slow- 
ing down. Fogarty came by the Aus- 
tralian and, with seven laps left in the 
race, Fogarty got past Slight and tried to 
make a break, but to no avail. 

With just five laps left, the same three 
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riders who 
were on their own again as both Yana- 
gawa and Corser had to let them go, nei- 
ther rider able to maintain the pace that 
had been set. 

Slight and Fogarty took their battle all 
the way to the line, fighting tooth and nail 
for the top podium spot and the full points 
that went with it, but in the end, Slight 
would not be denied and the Honda rider 
took his second win of the day. 

"That was an incredible race," Slight 
said. "Carl and me just rode the wheels 
off the bikes in the closing stages. It's 
amazing how fast we were going on 
tires that were worn out. I came to Aus- 
tria 30 points behind Troy and I would 
have been happy if I could have closed 
the gap to 15 points today, so to be this 
close is fantastic - even though we knew 
that Troy would be struggling here. The

Briefl 
At Zeltweg, the FIM distributed an official release about the tech- 
nical regulations for the World Superbike Championship as of 
January 1, 2001. The text was a result of several meetings 
between the four Japanese manufacturers and top-brass repre- 
sentatives from Aprilia and Ducati, the first of which took place in 
November of last year. The text is still subject to the FIM's 
approval at their autamn congress later this year, but it is expect- 
ed no major changes will be introduced. The text foresees no 
changes for the minimum production quantities for homologatiori 
or the minimum weight limit, even though manufacturers entering 
the championship for the first time will benefit during the first year 
from special homologation conditions regarding the number of 
units to be produced - à watered-down version of the prototype 
formula’ which was considered for some time last year. More 





important is the introduction of the kit-bike concept, which should 


bring more parity between factory bikes and privateer bikes, The 
manufacturers committed themselves to making kits available, 
subject to homologation. by the FIM, to all riders interested, at a 
maximum. price (in current 1998 value) of $40,000 for four-cylin- 
der machines and $35,000 for twins. The minimum number of kit 
parts to be produced by each manufacturer will be. 30 sets, and 
the frequency of upgrading the kit parts will be twice per year. The 
validity of kit parts will be for a maximum of five years, but it will 
end together with the motorcycle homologation period. Nothing 
тау be modified on the kit parts, including the. degree to which 
the parts are polished. The proposal was met with enthusiasm by 
nearly everyone, even if postrace technical control might now take 


„ап hour and a half instead of the roughly 45 minutes it takes: now. 


Though the new rules will definitely narrow the gap between the 
privateers and the factory riders, the latter group will probably 
keep the edge over the competition, because several other things 


can still make the difference: suspension, tires, electronic engine 


management, and the material the engine components are made 
of. At the meeting, the idea of introducing a Supersport 1100 cat- 
egory (with treaded tires and very limited tuning possibilities) was 
also discussed, to be open for young riders only (with an age limit 
of 24 years). 


Among the several racing guests at 
Zeltweg (which included Ralf Waldmann 
and Terry Vance, as well as Wayne 
Rainey's and Kenny Roberts' legal advis 
ers) were Billy Davidson (shaking 


per and Steve Scheibe (middle) 
from Harley-Davidson. Officially, they 
were "enjoying the race and the Austrian 
beer." It is, however, a public secret that 
Harley-Davidson is. still very much inter- 
ested in entering the World Superbike 
Championship, and that it had used this 
weekend - the only World Superbike race 
weekend that. wasn't a conflict with the 
AMA series - to have a closer look at the 
world racing scene. lt is understood that 
the VR project will continue, but. that. Harley will have to develop 
the bike into a World-level contender in order to justify the devel- 
opment costs. "The chassis is working extremely well," they said. 
"But we need to get more:grunt from the engine and get the aero- 
dynamics of the bike right. The reliability of some minor parts, 
which caused the bike to retire a couple of times this year, should 
be taken care of. But the engine concept is good, as is proven by 
the very similar concept whích is now used by Aprilia for their

It is expected that most of the riders' contracts will be signed 
by the end of September. Right now, only a few riders know 
what color bike they will ride next year. Akira Yanagawa has. а 
year left on his two-year deal, while Noriyuki Haga, Aaron Slight 


and Colin Edwards |І are all apparently close to renewing their 





contracts with their respective factories, though no signatures 
have been put to paper as of yet. As for the other factory riders, 
anything could still happen. There is great uncertainty with regard 
to Ducati. As things look now, the Italian company looks set to 
enter only a single official team for the 1999 series (an intention 
they have uttered just about every year). And surprisingly, not 
the longtime "home team" manager Virginio Ferrari but Davide 
Tardozzi could be the.man to lead the team, The riders are likely 
to be Troy Corser and Carl Fogarty. Pier-Francesco Chili's situa- 
tion is a bit more delicate, even though it would seem unlikely 
that Ducati would fire the only. Italian rider in their fold. In addition, 
Chili's contract states that he will automatically be offered a fac- 
tory bike in 1999 if he.gets into the top three at the end of this 
year. In the improbable case that Chili leaves Ducati, Aprilia 
might be interested in making use of his services. James 
Whitham and Peter Goddard stand a good chance of staying with 


Suzuki, but the future is less certain for Neil Hodgson ànd Scott 


Russell. Yamaha is rumored to have begun talks with Luca 
Cadalora and Alex Barros, among other candidates. The whole 
scenario could, of course, be utterly dismantled if one of the 
“almost signed” riders get tempted by another manufacturer 
(Troy Corser апа Aaron Slight are rumored to.have had offers 
from Suzuki), if Suzuki and/or Yamaha throw in a B-team, or if 
one of the better Grand Prix riders decides to have a go at the

the’ Castrol Honda team seems to be unlikely, even though he 
was heard to have mentioned this option recently. 


. Gattolone to race Yamahas next year? This possibility is not so 


unlikely as it seems. The Italian team, which is owned by Andrea 
Merloni, put Pier-Francesco Chili on a Ducati a couple of years ago 
and was thereafter promoted to the status of "semi-official" Ducati 
team before being dumped by the Bologna factory in favor of the 
new Ducati Performance team run by Davide Tardozzi: This year, 
Gattolone had to settle Гога private Ducati and rider Alessandro 
Gramigni. "We do not get the results we had hoped for with Alex," 
declared Merloni, who is also the owner of the Benelli marque. 
"Things: will һауе {о change for next year, in order to keep our 
sponsors happy." Merloni already tried to run an official Yamaha 
last year, after they had lost Chili to Ducati and Scott Russell and 
Noriyuki. Haga had. signed with Yamaha. "When it became clear 
that Colin Edwards was not going 
to get a 500cc Grand Prix seat, 
Yamaha. WSB team manager 
Davide Brivio asked us if we were 
interested in running the third 
Yamaha; Colin would then join 
Haga in the official team, with Scott 
riding the official Gattolone Yama- 
ha. But then Colin got the Honda 
offer." A couple of weeks ago, 
Merloni started. looking for alterna- 
tives to another year with a private 
Ducati (but definitely with another 
rider). He started talks with Honda, 
but principals there explained that 
there weren't enough resources to 
build bikes and parts for a third offi- 
cial Honda rider. Yamaha is still 
considering the Gattolone ‘offer to 
run a third factory bike. "1 would like to get an answer іп Septem- 
ber." the Italian businessman said. "Maybe we will know more at 
the Munich motorcycle fair, where the new 750cc Yamaha will be 
presented. Right now, we are talking to (Gregorio) Lavilla, (Pere) 
Riba and (Vittorio) Guareschi about next year, and we will probably 
also talk to Scott Russell in the next couple of weeks. But if we 
can't get an official Yamaha, we prefer to continue with a private 
Ducati, because that is the only bike a private team can have some 
good results with. Apart from that, we also have to be realistic 
about the budget we want to spend on the World Superbike 
Championship. This year we will have managed with about $1 mil- 
lion. thanks also to the fact that the rider's salary is only a small 
percentage of the total budget. For us, it is very important for the 
rider to be motivated; we want to start fighting for race victories

again in order to get a stronger position in this championship again. 
We are.not willing to make a rider rich for just riding our bike 
around - even if he is.a former World Champion.” 


Suzuki is in the "fortunate" situation of being able to choose 
from three models to enter into the World Superbike fray. Out on 
the track, however, things don't look so rosy as the situation 
might suggest. The carbureted version of the GSX-R is only slow- 
ly making progress, and official team manager Lester Harris admit- 
ted that the injection bike will not even make its debut at Sugo, 
the last race of the year. The Briton also canceled his. trip to 
Japan after the Brands Hatch race, where he would talk about 
next season and their obvious switch to the injection GSX-R. 
"Тһе Japanese now have some other business to attend to," he 
said, referring to the financial crisis Japan is now facing. As to the 
1999 season, Alstare Corona Extra Suzuki Superspórt team 
owner Francis Batta: said that’ һе was considering staying in: the 
four-stroke racing series only if-the Supersport championship 
received official World Championship status. If that happened, the ' 
team would not only enter bikes іп the Supersport races (with 
Fabrizio Pirovano and Stephan Chambon already confirmed). but 
also in the World Superbike Championship, probably with the 
TL1000R. For Batta, Anthony Gobert was the first one on his list, 
having proved his value on twins as well as on four-cylinder bikes, 
but Suzuki didn't even want to consider this possibility. Mean- 
while, the TL1000R's development program was started one 
week ago, with Stephane Mertens making the first laps aboard 
the official bike. Because of too-soft suspension, development will 
have to wait a few more weeks for the factory to send new equip- 
ment over. Batta is hoping for. word from Suzuki by the end of 
September about either its.four-stroke or two-stroke racing pro- 
gram for next year, since he has also offered to run the 500cc 
Grand Prix team. If he-doesn't receive word, Batta said һе may 
switch to Grand Prix racing and another manufacturer that has 
recently made an offer to him for the GP series. 





The Supersport World Series race was marred by a massive 
crash at the start, involving four riders. When the lights turned 
green, Yves Briguet's Ducati broke down (the primary drive 
broke).and the luckless Swiss rider was left on the grid with. the 
engine revving hard, but in a totally stationary bike. Kirk McCarthy 
and Belgians Albert Aerts. and Alain Kempener couldn't-avoid 
Briguet and went down. McCarthy walked away unhurt, while 
Briguet and Kempener were lucky to escape with somewhat 
minor injuries - a broken ankle for Briguet and some broken fin- 
gers and a broken collarbone for Kempener. The condition of 
Aerts was worse. On Sunday evening, he was still in à coma, suf- 
fering from at least a concussion and several internal bruises. The 
doctors worried most about his spine being injured but believed 
his life was no longer in danger. After a delay of nearly an hour. 
the race was restarted, and it looked to belong to Cristiano 
Migliorati, the Italian teammate of Briguet. But going into the final 
lap. the Ducati ground to a halt on the front straight due to an 
empty fuel tank - the team had forgotten to refill the tank after the | 
start crash earlier. Fabrizio Pirovano (8) profited and won the 
race after a long battle with his teammate Stephane Chambon. 
With this result, the Italian also secured the title. He dedicated it 
to his father, who had traveled with him on the racing circuit for 
many years but was killed in a traffic acciderit thrée weeks ago. 


Both Colin Edwards ІІ (45) and Scott Russell (44) struggled at the A1 Ring; neither rider 


broke into the top five. 


Assen, a circuit which has always been 
good to me." 

Chili was the last man on the ros- 
trum, finishing some distance behind 
the lead duo. 

"] am happy with third, but the bike 
was chattering an awful lot out there," 
Chili said. "And at the end of the race I 
had the impression that the engine start- 
ed to lose power. Still, I hope to go to 
Sugo as one of the five riders still having 
a chance to take the title." 

Corser finished fifth, just behind 
Yanagawa. 

“I had my mechanics build a fresh 
engine in the bike I used for the things 
that went wrong," Corser said. "In the 
second race, I could stay in the draft of 
the others for a while, but then the rear 
started to go off and I found that I was 
unable to get back on the gas to keep 
with Aaron and Carl. It's a pity because 
I noticed that Aaron wasn't moving 
much faster than I was through the cor 
ners and I’m sure I could have stayed 
with him till the end. The next round is 
Assen, where | usually go well, so we 
will just have to wait and see how 
things work out for the championship.” 

Goddard finished eighth, after hav- 
ing switched to a different Dunlop tire 
compound for race two. 

“Т had a great start, but then found 1 
could not quite stay with the fastest 
guys. Once I settled into a race rhythm, | 
was pretty happy,” the Australian said. 

In the late stages of the race, God- 
dard was locked in battle with Gregorio 
Lavilla and Whitham and was poised to 
mount an attack for eighth place when 
he was forced to back off. 

“I thought I heard a nasty engine 
noise and had to ease off to save the 
engine," Goddard said. “In the end 1 
must have been mistaken, because we 
found nothing wrong with the bike." 

Edwards finished in a disappointing 
ninth place after tire trouble again ham- 
pered his progress. 

“I don't know where we went wrong 
this weekend, but it did go wrong," said 
a dejected Edwards. "The rear tire just 
wasn't working - same as the first race - 
but it is all over now. I’m down to fifth 
in the championship and right now | 
just want to put this weekend behind 
me and look forward to some success at 
Assen next Sunday.” 

Russell finished 11th after a lone- 
some race, well behind Hodgson, and 
equally far in front of his teammate 
Haga. 

“The tires weren't great but the real 


reason was, the bike is down on top 
speed,” Russell said. “It just doesn’t like 
tracks like this. The bike was feeling 
good and I've got a lot of confidence 
with it. We made some progress from 
last year but not enough. I can ride it 
hard but there it was to no avail. I want 
to go to Assen, where the turns suit the 
bike and I can really go for it. l've only 
got two rounds left this season to get 
another good result and I think Assen 
will be the one for me." €N

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AMA U.S. OPEN 
CHAMPIONSHIP

OWEGO, NY, AUG. 29-30 

hen Chris “The Kid” Man- 
chester won the 1998 AMA 
U.S. Open Championship at 
New Champion Speedway without ever 
racing for it, the title brought with it 
some big ifs. 

- If the rain hadn't come, would Man- 
chester have been able to beat the star- 
studded field that included a former 
five-time U.S. Open Champion, the orig- 
inal Open title winner and a two-time 
World Champion, a top-ranked British 
League rider and former World title 
contender, and a salty 12-time Canadian 
National Speedway Champion? 

- If New York's Warren "The War- 
rior" Diem had gotten a second chance 
at Manchester, could the 37-year-old 
East Coast speedway veteran have 
knocked off the kid? 

- If Bobby "Boogaloo" Schwartz had 
gotten one of his patented rocketlike 
gates in the crucial championship final; 
might he now possess book-ended Open 
Championship crowns that span 20 
years? 

- If Josh Larsen or Len Dillon had got- 
ten things to fall their way off the start, 
might one of them be the owner the U.S. 
Open loving cup? 

Unfortunately, those questions can- 
not be answered this year, as the rain 
did come to New Champion Speedway 
and wipe away all the work that these 
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and the rest of the 16-rider field put into 
what was shaping up to be a stellar 
speedway meeting that pitted east 
against west for the first time since 1992 
for the 2000 fans who showed up over 
the course of two evenings. 

And it would be hard to argue 
against the fact that Manchester, the 
1992 U.S. National Champion, didn't 
earn it, as he was practically flawless 
over the two-day format that featured a 
32-rider qualifier on Saturday and the 
16-rider championship format on Sun- 
day. During those two days, Manchester 
dropped only one race. In fact, on Sun- 
day, when the title was on the line, he 
carded a 15-point maximum to lead all 
scorers into the two semis and last- 
chance qualifier that would whittle the 
field down to five riders for the U.S. 
Open final. But in the end, rider safety 
won out over finishing the meeting, and 
it was unanimously agreed upon by the 
riders and event promoter Jason. Bon- 
signore that "Manny" should carry the 
title. 

“I would have liked to have won it 
straight out," Manchester said. "We 
(riders) really wanted to do it for Jason, 
for the fans, and I wanted to win it for 
Team JBR. But we all got together and 
made this decision in the interest of our 
own safety. ГТІ be more than happy to 
come back next year for the rematch - 
I'm sure all of us will. It would have 
been a really good final." 

Credited with second, based upon the

reversion back to the riders' accumulated 
points in the regular heats only after he 
had qualified through to the final, was 
popular eastern rider Warren "The War- 
rior" Diem. The 37-year-old New Yorker 
from Conklin was more than a worthy 
contender for the invading Californians, 
and he proved it as he eventually beat all 
of them except Manchester over the 
course of the two days. The Southern Tier 
Insulation/Diem's Cycles/Bennett Used 
Auto Sales-backed Diem scored three 
heat wins and racked up 13 points on 
Sunday, showing that he still has what it 
takes to race with some of the best. 

"Aw, maybe I'll ride speedway for 
one more year," Diem said. "Really, it 
was such a tremendous honor to race 
against these guys. I'm just an ol' flat- 
tracker, and they are some of the best 
speedway riders in the world on a long 
or a short track. What I'd really like to 
do is go back to California with 'em so 
that I can race 'em some more." 

Awarded third, based on 11 heat 
points after winning the last-chance 
qualifier, was none other than ageless 
speedway veteran Bobby “Boogaloo” 
Schwartz, who somehow to this day 
manages to find himself competing in 
speedway motorcycle races around the 
planet. The two-time U.S. National and 
two-time World Best Pairs champion 
came to Owego to win but, in the end, 
was satisfied with his own perfor- 
mance - and with the decision of the 
group. 

"I was very happy to make the 
main," the H-D of Westminster / Rus- 
sell/STP/Quicksilver-backed Schwartz 
said. "I think that we made a wise deci- 
sion, because someone was only going 
to get hurt. It was just going to be a one- 
line, follow-the-leader deal, and if one 
guy falls down, then he stands the 
chance of getting run over by the rest... 
It just wouldn't have been a good show 
for the fans. They'd seen the best racing 
already." 









SATURDAY 


On a warm Saturday evening, long 
before there was ever a hint of moisture, 
the 32-rider Open field was split into 
two groups or "pools" for the qualifying 
rounds, from which only the top eight 
on points in each pool would make the 
cut for Sunday's 16-rider Open Final 
competition. Saturday evening also 
marked the final go-around for New 
Champion Speedway's Support A and B 
divisions, and a full field of journeyman 
riders showed up to battle it out for 
bragging rights. 

The opening race of the qualifiers 
also marked the first chance that Josh 
Larsen would get to take to the race 
track, as he had not been able to get in 
any practice on Friday evening, and 
Larsen would be forced into battle 
against multi-time Canadian National 
speedway champion "Lightning" Len 
Dillon as well as tough-running Canadi- 
an racer Patrick Ahlund. But Larsen was 
up to it, as he swept around both Cana- 
dians and Jeremiah Smith to take the 
lead off turn two before the race was 
restarted when Ahlund and Dillon col- 
lided and crashed. On the restart, it was 
more of the same, however, with Larsen 
picking up the win ahead of Dillon, 
Ahlund and Smith to claim three points. 

Race two provided the first upset of 
the night, as reigning New Champion 
Speedway track. champion Lenny 
McBride went down at the hands of 
Canada's Nick Fafard, who made a 
rocket of a gate and then rode low 
enough to keep the anxious McBride, 
Howie Oakden and Tom Burge behind 
him and claim a huge win. 

Race three was action-packed, as 
Bobby Schwartz came from gate three to 
tail Tom Sephton off the start, but 
Schwartz stayed on the gas and swept 
around the outside of Sephton down the 
back straight. Sephton pulled low and 
attempted to dive underneath Schwartz 
several times, to no avail. Schwartz took 
the win ahead of Sephton, Mike Cortese 
and Tim Matthewson. 

Manchester took his first turn at the 
track in race number four, and the for- 
mer U.S. National Champion took full 
advantage, as he blasted from gate four 
and ran the dirt line to perfection, scor- 
ing three points for the win, while Greg 
Hancock-lookalike Dave Oakden ran 
second, ahead of Chris Hesmer and Ken 
Pieper. 

"Its not that bad," Manchester said 
of the race track. "The dirt is there, but 
you really have to hunt for it." 

Five-time U.S. Open champion War- 








ren Diem served notice that he was a 
serious threat for the title when he took 
to the track in heat five. Diem flat blew 
away 14-year-old sensation Cam Raffer- 
ty, Canada's Freddy Legault and Gaeton 
Carignan to claim the win by nearly a 
full straightaway at the finish. Another 
New York-area speedway veteran came 
through in heat six, as George "Lazor- 
beam" Lazor wheelied off the line from 
gate three and then hooked up and 
pulled clear of Andy Harris, Gary Hes- 
mer and Mike Buman to take his first 
win of the night. 

Bobby Cody got his night started off 
in an upside-down fashion - literally - in 
heat seven. Cody launched out of gate 
four and immediately looped out before 
he had even moved 10 feet from the 
tapes. Cody picked his bike up and con- 
tinued on, scoring no points, while 
Bruce "The Mongoose" Nelson easily 
put away Bobby Muszynzki and Guy 
Fafard for the win. 

Kelvin Herrala closed out the final 
heat of round one with a holeshot and a 
win over NJK Leathers' Kelcey Gordon 
and "Mean" Gene Bonsignore. 

Cody got back on track at the start of 
the second round by tagging and bag- 
ging a wire-to-wire win over Sephton, 
Rafferty and Smith in race nine, while 
Lazor became the first rider to go two 
for two with his heat-10 win over Dave 
Oakden, JBR teammate Bonsignore and 
Nick Fafard. Schwartz remained on pace 
in the very next ride, as he claimed heat 
11 over Muszynski, Legault and 
Ahlund. 

Herrala, who is the track's caretaker 
during the season, showed that he 
knows a few things about how to get 
around it as well, when he jetted off the 
line and claimed his second straight win 
in heat 12; Herrala pulled clear of 
Pieper, Howie Oakden and Gary Hes- 
mer. Nelson, too, remained on the lead 
pace with another flying start, which he 
used to easily outdistance Cortese, 
Carignan and an obviously struggling 
Dillon. Burge then came alive in heat 14 
and scored a win to get himself back in 
the chase, while Hesmer also improved 
to a second-place finish. Otto was third 
and took a point, with Buman coming 
away empty-handed. Already, both rid- 
ers' chances for advancement to the 
Sunday program were looking grim. 

Diem broke the tapes and thus hand- 
icapped himself 10 yards in his show- 
down with Larsen, as one of the pair 
was going to have to drop at least a 
point off the lead pace. Nevertheless, 
Diem rode spectacularly, making up the 
distance and shadowing Larsen by the 
white-flag lap before inexplicably shut- 
ting off and letting the youngster get 
away. Diem looked around, got back on 
the gas and managed to take the two 
points for second, while Larsen scored 
an easier win than he deserved. Guy 
Fafard and Matthewson ran third and 
fourth. 

“Brain fade,” Diem explained with a 
laugh afterward. "I thought that I saw 
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the checkered flag. Oh, well, that won't 
happen again. Next time I'll probably 
run an extra lap just to make sure." 

Manchester owned the competition 
with another dominating display in heat 
16, thus ending round two on six points. 
McBride ran second, but admitted to 
remaining in search of the hot setup. 

“We're still trying to put it all togeth- 
er," McBride said. "The guy who loaned 
me this engine just had to loan me a 
fresh battery box, too. It's like that Mur- 
phy guy is at the track tonight, you 
know what I mean?" 

After two rounds of racing, West 
Coast guys Schwartz and Larsen were 
dominating the A pool along with Nel- 
son, while Diem sat a point back. On the 
B side of the ladder, Manchester, Her- 
rala and Lazor remained undefeated. 

Schwartz remained atop the field, 
with another brilliant win in heat 17, as 
he made a cracking start and then 
stretched his lead over Guy Fafard, 
Smith and Carignan, thus ensuring that 
he would be in the next night's Open 
final. 

"All right" Schwartz said. "I don't 
know, though. I’m still not totally com- 
fortable with the track, and my bike is a 
lot older than some that are here. 
Tomorrow is when it counts." 

Ken Pieper defeated Gordon in heat 
18, with both riders now clearly in dan- 
ger of being eliminated, while Nelson 
dropped points to Diem and Sephton in 
heat 19. Harris picked up his sole win of 
the night in heat 20, as he got around 
early leader Dave Oakden, whose two 
points for second nudged him closer to 
making the cut. Muszynski nailed down 
three big points over Rafferty, Dillon 
and Matthewson in heat 21. Manchester 
finally knocked off Lazor in heat 22. 
Cody solidified his chances of qualify- 
ing by running second to Larsen in heat 
23. Larsen, of course, was definitely on 
his way through. 

In heat 24, Bonsignore went from 
fourth to second to third, behind winner 
McBride and second-placed Chris Hes- 
mer, both of whom were now looking 
good for Sunday. Bonsignore, however, 
was hanging on by a thread. He would 
need a win against the undefeated Man- 
chester in heat 28 in order to have a 
mathematical chance at qualifying - talk 
about your longshots. Diem won heat 25. 

Chris Hesmer pulled himself up by 
the bootstraps and earned a spot in the 
field with his win in heat 26, which put 
him on seven points. The scrappy Cana- 
dian was understandably in a celebrato- 
ry mood. 

"Man, I haven't had but two laps on 
this track all year," Hesmer said. "I 
knew that I could run with these guys. | 
just have to get used to this again." 

Cody locked into the Sunday pro- 
gram as well, scoring his sixth, seventh 
and eighth points with a win in his final 
ride, heat 27. 

Heat 28 would prove to be the big 
showdown between a desperate Bon- 
signore and Manchester, who no doubt

wanted to remain unbeaten, even if it 
came at the hands of his JBR Racing 
teammate. But things went awry for 
Manchester, who snapped a chain and 
coasted into turn one, while Bonsignore 
got out front and held off Howie Oak- 
den and Buman to just squeak into the 
big show on Sunday. 

“I thought Chris was maybe throw- 
ing it to help me," Bonsignore said. 
"Either that, or I was just waiting for 
something to just go blowing by me, 
because I knew that I was going slow. I 
didn't ride very well tonight. Hopefully 
tomorrow will be different." 

Manchester, meanwhile, was livid. 

“It just sucks, because I didn't bring 
anything (equipment),” Manchester 
said. "I was told not to worry, that 
everything was organized. Well, it is far 
from organized." 

Dillon scored his only regular heat 
win of the evening in heat 29 to earn the 
right to a runoff for a transfer spot to 
Sunday. A dejected Gordon was 
knocked out of contention in heat 30, as 
he ran last to winner Burge, Dave Oak- 
den and Chris Hesmer. 

Schwartz flat outgated Larsen in heat 
31 to win and remain the only perfect 
rider all night. Lazor beat McBride in 
the final heat, with McBride's second 
placing guaranteeing him a spot in the 
Sunday final. 

Sephton, Dillon and Rafferty closed 
the show with a runoff for the final 
spots in the program, with Sephton 
grabbing the win and Dillon running 
second. Rafferty crashed out, driving 
into the infield in turn three and going 
over the bars. Despite injuring his wrist, 
the tough 14-year-old would return on 
Sunday to take his spot as a reserve 
rider on the program. 


SUNDAY 


With the field pared down to 16 rid- 
ers for Sunday, those riders faced 20 
heats in five rounds of championship- 
style racing. The top eight points earners 
would then be split up and loaded into 
two semis, with the first two finishers in 
each going to the championship final. 
The last two would then have one more 
opportunity to transfer through, via the 
last-chance qualifier. 

Diem came out hot and heavy in the 
opening heat, as he rocketed off of gate 
two and pulled cleanly away from 
Schwartz, who tried to reel him in. But 
Diem was hooked up to the tacky sur- 
face and he would not be headed. Harris 
and Muszynzki trailed Diem and 
Schwartz home. 














" And this is a box-stock Jawa," Diem 
said of his lay-down machine. "Bill 
Cody told me that this is the way they 
come from the factory. l've never had a 
bike this good right out of the crate 
before." 

Heat two was interrupted by a first- 
turn melee involving Cody and Seph- 
ton, who tangled in turn one and went 
down in а heap. Both riders took part in 
the restart, which was led by Sephton, 
but Manchester came off gate four and 
got a drive in the deep stuff to take the 
lead and pull away for the win, ahead of 
Sephton, Dillon and Cody. 

Heat three was all Larsen from start 
to finish, as he put his pole starting posi- 
tion to good use. Herrala dived under 
Dave Hesmer in turn four on the last lap 
to rob him of the second spot, while 
Dave Oakden was stuck with the goose 
egg. 

And Lazor proved that the races 
were winnable from all four gate posi- 
tions, as he scored a win over Nelson, 
McBride and Bonsignore in the final 
heat of the first round. Nelson, mean- 
while, came from last and performed a 
low-side double-pass on McBride and 
Bonsignore up the front straightaway on 
lap three for a popular second-place fin- 
ish. Nelson then upped his tally to five 
points with a win in the opening heat of 
the second round. 

Larsen and Diem were the first two 
undefeated riders to run against each 
other as they squared off from gates two 
and three, respectively, in heat six. 
Larsen got the drop on Diem off the 
line, but "The Warrior" refused to relent 
and vigorously pursued the outside. 
Larsen, however, played it smart by tak- 
ing as much of the race track as he could 
to prevent Diem from making a pass, 
and held him off by half a wheel. 

“I feel pretty good," Larsen said. 
"I'm getting good starts, but there's only 
one start that's going to count tonight, 
and that's in the main event.” — 

Sephton was ruled the winner of heat 
seven after Oakden crashed and 
brought out a red flag after the race was 
half over. 

Schwartz and Manchester may have 
been wishing for motocross bikes when 
they met in heat eight, as the track was 
getting rough in the low groove through 
the turns. Manchester got the start, and 
uncharacteristically pulled it down to 
run the low side, while Schwartz moved 
just off Manny's rear wheel and looked 
for an opening. The pair did a synchro- 
nized bump-and-jump for four laps, 
with Manchester notching another win. 
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"I knew I had to run down there, 
because I know 'Boogaloo' is the only 
guy who could pass me on the pole," 
Manchester said. "It was really getting 
rough, but I had to hang in there and 
take the beating. It was cool, though, 
because I could hear him outside of me, 
and І knew that I could race close with 
him, because he's a great rider. I trust 
Bobby 100 percent." 

Lazor quietly grabbed another win in 
heat nine, over Dillon, Harris and Oak- 
den. Diem won heat 10 from gate four to 
remain just one point off the lead pace, 
while Manchester came back and won 
heat 11 to remain perfect, with nine 
points from three rides. 

Heat 12 was filled with controversy, 
as three of the four riders rolled into the 
tapes, causing a delay in the start. As 
they rolled back, the lower tape broke 
over Schwartz's front fender, but the 
referee allowed all four to restart with- 
out penalty. Then Larsen and Sephton 
were (again) involved in a gnarly first- 
turn pileup in heat 12, with both taking 
several minutes to get up. Meanwhile, 
the crowd - and some of his fellow rid- 
ers - began to grumble about Schwartz 
being allowed to participate from the 
scratch line, which so incensed Schwartz 
that he threatened to pull out of the 
meeting. Schwartz did return to the 
track, and scored the win over Nelson, 
Sephton and Larsen (whose bike was 
sputtering) before returning to the pits, 
where there was more verbal rumbling - 
even among the Californians - before 
cooler heads prevailed. 

Battered and bruised from all the 
time that he had spent on the ground, 
Sephton finally scored a win in heat 13, 
as he exited from the pole starting spot 
and outran McBride, Harris and a 
ground-looping Hesmer. 

"| don't know what my problem is," 
a disappointed Sephton said. "Maybe 
I'm just trying too hard." 

Heat 14 was undoubtedly the best 
race of the night, as Manchester and 
Diem raged around the track, wheel to 
wheel, for 3 '/; laps. Diem came off the 
pole and got the better of Manchester 
(who came from gate three) when the 
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tapes went up. But Man- 
chester toughed it and out 
pulled alongside Diem, 
content to use what little 
room that Diem was giv- 
ing him on the outside to 
set up an attack. The 
crowd roared as the two 
ran side by side in the 
turns and on the straights, 
before Diem finally made a 
fatal mistake. Diem 
hooked up in front of Man- 
chester on the exit of turn 
two and shot across the 
track in front of him, 
allowing Manny to park it, 
square it off and drive up 
the inside to take the point, 
which he held throughout 
the final two turns for the 
victory. The crowd loved it. 

"That was great," Manchester said. “1 
was already parking it when he hooked 
up and came across in front of me. I just 
made that park work for me." 

Larsen rebounded and won heat 15, 
but only after a red flag, as Cody 
hooked up and wheelied into Muszynz- 
ki coming off turn two in a grinding 
crash which seriously shook up both 
riders. Both eventually got up, but Cody 
decided enough was enough, and he 
pulled out of the meeting. 

"I hurt my hand again in that earlier 
crash, and I was just telling Jason (Bon- 
signore) that if the holes got any worse, 
it was going to be hard to hang on, so I 
guess I just jinxed myself," Cody said. 
“It’s not worth hurting myself, and I 
don't want to hurt anybody else. I'm 
done. That's it. So don't worry, Mom, 
there are no plans for some sort of 
comeback. Any thoughts that I might 
have had are gone now." 

The meeting continued, with Dillon 
scoring a much-needed win in heat 16 to 
propel him toward the elite eight. In the 
final round, Manchester finished on a 
15-point maximum, when he topped 
Bonsignore, while a 
disappointed Larsen 
dropped to third in 
heat 17. Diem won his 
final heat, heat 18, to 
finish on 13 points. 
Nelson picked up the 
win in heat 19, to finish 
up with 11, while Dil- 
lon finished second for 
a final score of eight. 
Schwartz defeated an 
off-pace McBride, Oak- 
den and reserve rider 
Cam Rafferty to close 
out the heat races. 

Then the rain came 
in force. 


SEMIS 
After tallying up the 
points, Manchester led 
all scorers with 18, 
while Dillon had just 
made the cut, with 
eight. That duo was 








joined by Nelson and Lazor for the first 
semi, as the rain came down even harder. 
The damage was already done to the rac- 
ing surface, and Manchester played it 
smart by finding what traction he could 
in the deep dirt to run ahead of Dillon, 
who followed him. Lazor did the same, 
while Nelson gambled on the icy groove 
and wound up crashing twice during the 
race. In the end, Manchester and Dillon 
were through to the final. 

"I didn't know where I was sup- 
posed to line up out there, and when I 
saw that they had left me gate four, it 
was like, "Thank you, thank you, thank 
you,’” Manchester said. 

Diem, Schwartz, Larsen and Sephton 
loaded into the gates for the second semi, 
with Diem getting the jump and follow- 
ing Manchester's cue to run the outside 
and take the win, with Larsen and 
Schwartz shadowing him to the finish. 

By the time the last chance qualifier 
took to the track, it was "couples only." 
Schwartz knew the waltz, and claimed 
the win to become the final entrant in 
the U.S. Open main event. 

And that’s where it ended, unfortu- 
nately, for the fans, the riders and the 
promoter. But 35 minutes of rain could 
not wash away the renewed good will 
and sense of camaraderie felt among the 
eastern and western riders. Perhaps 
Manchester, the new U.S. Open Cham- 
pion put it best. 

"At the end of the day, I had a lot of 
fun," Manchester said. "That's what 
counts anyway, because we sure 
weren't doing this for the money!” ех

21-23 
att Hines won again, but 
unlike many of his seven 
previous wins in the 1998 
NHRA Winston Pro Stock Bike Series, 
there was no wild postrace celebration, 
and the traditional winner's circle cere- 
mony was far more subdued than usual. 

From the time he arrived at Brainerd 
International Raceway until he crossed 
the finish line .028 of a second ahead of 
Angelle Seeling in the final round three 
days later, Hine's thoughts - and those 
of virtually every other competitor at 
the VisionAire NorthStar Nationals - 
were with three-time Winston Pro Stock 
champion John Myers, who was killed 
August 9 following a highway accident 
on his street bike near his home in Birm- 
ingham, Alabama. 

As a show of support for Myers' 
widow, Kerry, and their 22-month-old 
daughter, Christina, all 16 Pro Stock 
Bike qualifiers in Brainerd agreed to 
donate their winnings from the event, 
which total more than $20,000, to the 
John Myers Memorial Fund, which was 
established to help Myers' family. 

^We were messed up pretty good 
this weekend," said Hines, who defeat- 
ed Myers in his last-ever race last month 
in Denver. "Between losing John and the 
month layoff between Denver and this 
race, it was hard to get my mind on rac- 
ing. John Myers has been racing in this 
class for as long as I can remember, and 
it didn't feel right to be here without 
him. It definitely took me a few runs to 
get myself back in the groove." 

Hines' struggles were evident as he 
failed to make a clean run in any of the 
first three qualifying attempts, and 
when the fourth qualifying session was 
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lost due to rain, the runaway points 
leader finished fourth in the field of 16 - 
the first time he has not taken the $1000 
NHRA low-qualifier bonus this season. 
Only one other time in his career has 
Hines failed to qualify in the top three, 
the first being the third race of his rook- 
ie campaign in 1996. | 

“Т double-clutched the bike on two 
runs, and then we missed the tuneup on 
the other," Hines noted. "There's noth- 
ing wrong with the bike - we're not 
down on power or anything - but we just 
didn't make a clean run when it counted. 
If we had gotten that last session in, I 
think we could have run quick enough 
to set the track record, or at least take 
over the number-one spot, but there was 
nothing we could do about that." 

Hines' miscue gave local favorite John 
Smith an opportunity to take his first 
pole position with a 7.46 aboard John 
Noard's Anoka-Ramsey Sport Center 
Suzuki GSX-R. Smith, however, couldn't 
capitalize on the favorable starting spot, 
as he was beaten by rookie contender 
Tony Mullen in round two in one of the 
closest races of the day, 7.48 to 7.48. 

^We lost and we're frustrated right 
now," Smith said. "No matter what we 
do, it seems like someone always steps 
up and makes a great run against us, or 
we shoot ourselves in the foot and make 
a bad run. Either way, we haven't been 
able to win rounds like we are used to." 

Following an unspectacular 7.48-7.73 
win over Craig Treble in round one, the 
sleeping giant awakened in round two, 
as Hines put up a 7.39 to stop six- time 
Winston Pro Bike champ Dave Schultz 
and put nearly a tenth on the field. 

“It’s about time we got our act 
together,” Hines said. “We slipped the 
clutch bad in the first round, and then 
the bike wouldn’t go into high gear, but 
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luckily we got it right against Dave.” 

Hines maintained his performance 
edge in the semis and routed Mullen’s 
Bell Additives Suzuki, 7.40-7.48, to earn 
a spot in his 24th career final round. 

After a single run in the opening 
round when C.J. Smith couldn’t repair 
the engine in the field’s lone Kawasaki, 
Seeling downed Steve Johnson, 7.53- 
7.70, and moved into the final with a 
7.51-7.71 win over Gary Tonglet's Plasti 
Dip Suzuki. 

Heading into the final, Seeling and 
her Team Winston crew were faced with 
the familiar problem of finding the per- 
formance to keep up with Hines. In 
addition to their routine maintenance, 
team owner George Bryce and crew 
chief Ken Johnson replaced a set of tires 
and hoped for the best as Seeling 
attempted to break a zero-for-four slump 
against the Vance & Hines Suzuki. 

Seeling improved by six-hundredths 
of a second over her semifinal perfor- 
mance with a 7.44, but it wasn't enough 
as Hines surged ahead in the last few feet

of the track to take the win with a 7.42. 

“Т have blinders on the sides of my 
helmet so I couldn't see her, but I could 
hear her all the way, and that wasn't a 
good sign," said Hines. "I was so con- 
cerned about her passing me that I 
almost forgot to hit high gear. I thought 
I was ahead, but you're never sure until 
the win light comes on in your lane." 

"This time, I really thought I had 
him," said Seeling, who also couldn't 
see her opponent, but she knew the race 
was close. "I'm proud of my team 
because they changed everything on the 
bike and we managed to pick up six- 
hundredths of a second in the bad lane. 
It just wasn't enough. It's frustrating 
when you get that close and then don't 
win, but at least I’m getting close. I 
don't really care how close to him 1 am 
in the points, because none of us can 
catch him now. I just want to make sure 
I stay in second." CN

AMA GRAND NATIONAL 
CHAMPIONSHIP

SEDALIA, MO, AUG. 29 
Ithough the AMA's Grand Nation- 
al Dirt Track Series traveled some 
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Ф 11960 miles to the west, it did little 


to change the results from a week ago. 
For the second successive race, Will 
Davis, Kevin Varnes and Steve More- 
head claimed the podium positions. 
Unlike last week, however, when 
Varnes and Davis walked away from 
the field, this week's race was a constant 
shuffle from the bottom to the top. 

As the night wore on, the Missouri 
State Fairgrounds half mile track devel- 
oped several lines, which resulted in an 
action-packed 25-lap race. Tommy 
Cummings Racing /Michigan Harley- 
Davidson Dealers/Loral Lake Racing- 
backed Davis took the lead away from 
Morehead on lap five, then relinquished 
it again around lap 16 - only to charge 
back to the front again. 

“Steve (Morehead) was really after 
me, but when I passed him the first 
time, I thought I’d get away," said 
Davis, who also won the Sedalia Nation- 
al last year. "He was riding the same 
line as I was and I thought I was faster." 

But it wasn't going to be that easy, as 
Morehead locked on to Davis' rear 
wheel. Complicating things were the 
seven other riders who were solidly in 
the hunt. Joe Kopp (who had led the 
first lap), Rich King, Scott Parker, Chris 
Carr and Kevin Varnes were all in posi- 
tion to take a shot at Davis. 

All night, the groove had developed 
on the bottom of the track, but the 
smooth line just above the groove 
looked very tempting as the moisture 
started to rise as National time came 
around. 

"When I got in front, I could hear 
someone, but I didn't know who it 
was," Davis said. “Then he (Morehead) 
passed me coming out of four on the 
outside, and that surprised me. I kept 











hearing them coming, but I didn't think 
they were above me. I thought they had 
moved down on the groove and caught 
me, because I was trying to work the top 
and it kind of went away for me. I fig- 
ured they were on the bottom, so I 
moved to the bottom and then he 
passed me on the top. І saw what he 
was doing and two laps later he left me 
a hole getting in; I went under and was 
able to sneak by." 

The laps wore down and the drama 
intensified. There were battles raging all 
through the field at the midpoint of the 
race, but it was Davis, Morehead and 
Kopp holding a small advantage over 
King, Varnes, Parker and Carr. Like an 
accordion, the pack would continually 
stretch out and then 
close back up. 

The F&S Harley- 
Davidson/KK Motorcy- 
cle Supply-backed 
Morehead looked 
poised to win his 23rd 
National as he stalked 
Davis, but the veteran 
wasn't alone. Varnes 
had charged up from 
seventh place on the 
first lap to hook on to 
the back of Morehead's 
Harley. On the last lap, 
Morehead made his 
move. 

"| didn't want to set- 
tle for second, and it

cost me," Morehead said. "I just hauled 
it in there, trying to roll around the out- 
side of Will (Davis). He was getting 
sideways in the middle of one and two 
and hanging there. I thought if I could 
run it in there, I'd roll on around him in 
a last-ditch effort. I knew Kevin (Varnes) 
was there, but I wanted to go for it - it 
was close enough to make a race out of 
it. If I could have got a run on Will, 1 
could have beat him off the corner 
because I was getting off better than he 
was." 

When the dust settled, it was Rose 
Racing /Schaeffer's Harley-Davidson / 
B&B Trading's Varnes in the runner-up 
spot. 

"Steve just messed up," Varnes said. 


“He got in to turn one too hard and 
went off the groove a little bit. It was 
just a present for me, I guess. I wish I 
would have gotten a good start - I know 
I could have done better yet." 

Morehead settled for third over Kopp 


‘on his Carl Patrick-built, Missouri 


Harley-Davidson / Dave Burks Racing 
Harley. Kopp had led the first lap and 
was running strong. 

“I think that was about the best 
chance Гуе had of winning a 750 Grand 
National," said Kopp. "The first 15 laps, 
I just couldn't get in front of them. I was 
trying to set up Steve down in turn 
three, but couldn't make it stick, as he'd 
get a good drive off four. I could have 
been ugly and went up high and pushed 
him out, but I didn't want to do that." 

Carr pulled away from a racelong 
battle with Parker and slipped his 
Harley-Davidson of Sacramento/ 
Phoenix Racing/RC Digital entry 
around King's Corbin Racing/ Super- 
Trapp Honda by on the last lap to take 
fifth place. 

“Т was somewhat surprised that the 
top side of the track came in, and I was 
sticking to my guns and running down 
low," Carr said. "It wasn't that the top 
was that much faster, but I couldn't 
move on guys much. Scotty (Parker) set 
me up on the outside and got by me. So 
I moved up and got back by him again. 
It felt like I was going really good and 
was catching the lead pack. Even 
though we were riding high, it was still 
tough to pass - it seemed like it was one 
line right on the edge of the groove. I 
was able to inch up and put some pres- 
sure on King and there towards the end 
I think he got a little conservative going 
into turn three and I was able to squeeze 
by and beat him to the line." 

King's problems were a little more 
than being conservative. 

“1 caught up to the leaders, but my 
tire chunked up," King explained. “I felt 
real comfortable, then all of a sudden it 
started getting squirrelly going into the 
corners. Then it wouldn't come off the 
corner, either. I was setting right there 
and was just biding my time. I was just 
really hoping to score big on some of 
these half miles - it just hasn't hap- 
pened." 

That left Parker the last of the lead 
group. Parker had kept his Harley- 
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Davidson Motor Co./ АСУ / HOG-spon- 
sored Harley in the hunt, but he came 
up short in the closing laps. 

"I was going as fast as they were; 
they were just ahead of me," Parker said 
of what would be a seventh-place finish. 
“There towards the end I sort of bailed 
out. I had to hustle to make it happen 
and | couldn't keep hustling that long 
and just fell back a little bit.” 

Kenny Coolbeth was another victim 
of a last-lap pass. Bryan Bigelow put 
Coolbeth and his Harley-Davidson of 
Missouri/Dave Burks Racing Harley 
into a USC Racing/Lancaster Harley- 
Davidson/Dodge Brothers sandwich, as 
Dan Butler rounded out the top 10. 

Jess Roeder moved closer to clinch- 
ing the Harley-Davidson Sportster Per- 
formance Series title with a wire-to-wire 
win on his Miller Electric-backed Sport- 
ster. Shaun Russell brought his Bartel's 
Harley-Davidson mount home second 
and is now 48 points behind Roeder. 

Davis' win - his fourth of the season - 
moves him into the championship 
points lead by two points over Parker, 
225-223. King and Carr, meanwhile, are 
Jurking close behind with 220 and 214 
points, respectively. 


HEATS 


In a mild surprise, Morehead ran the 
fastest of the five four-lap qualifying 
heats, putting him on the pole for the 
first of the 10-lap heat races. Varnes was 
the quickest off the line and led into 
turn one ahead of a three-rider pack 
consisting of J.R. Schnabel, Morehead 
and Greg Teague. 

Varnes slipped up just to.the outside 
of the groove and pulled away as More- 
head took over a solid second. Team 
Powell/Bill & Carolyn Powell/Van 
Beek Harley-Davidson's Schnabel 
secured an equally solid third over Brett 
Landes, Teague and Dale Jenneman. 

Early in the second heat, Will Davis 
looked like he might also make it a run- 
away, but a bobble in turn two let Carr 
right back into the race. 

As the lead duo pulled away, Ken 
Coolbeth was trying to hold off the 
charging Paul Morgan. Morgan pow- 
ered his Coziahr Harley-Davidson / 
Buck/Jono's-backed Harley into third, 
but Coolbeth didn't give up. Coolbeth 
repeatedly tried to use the high line, but 
it wasn't there yet, and he was semi 
bound, along with Terry Poovey and 
Shaun Russell. 

The third heat was by far the best 
race of the night up to this point. Kopp 
rocketed in the lead with Nicky Hayden, 
Geo Roeder, Dan Butler, Willie McCoy 
and Parker all giving chase. Then, on the

second lap in turn four, Roeder went 
down.

Parker used the low line to slip 
around the rookie, but Hayden kept 
storming back as he strained for traction 
on the high line. Butler temporarily 
wrested the lead from Kopp on lap 
Seven, but it didn't last. 

Butler's frantic charge electrified the 
large crowd. 

"That was great, me and Joe," Butler 
said. "That's what I love to do - ride up 
around top, especially being the first 
one of the night to do it. I could hear the 
crowd just yelling and screaming. When 
you can hear the crowd as you go down 
the front straight, that's fun. That just 
makes me go that much harder.” 

Parker slowly pulled free of Hay- 
den's challenge and also moved to the 
National. Hayden, meanwhile, led Paul 
Bergstrom and Dan Stanley into the 
semis. } 

The last heat was pretty tame after the 
third-heat fireworks. King easily won 
over an equally impressive Bryan 
Bigelow. Bigelow, this year’s leading 
Rookie of the Year candidate, finished 
well ahead of last year’s top rookie, John- 
ny Murphree and his Fred Schmulbach 
Racing /Eddie Adkins Racing Harley.

Roeder got the holeshot and led 
every lap of the 12-lap race. 

“Ive never led one of these all the 
way," Roeder said. "Usually if I get the 
lead early, I screw up somewhere." 

Shaun Russell settled into second, 
where, at the crossed flags, he came 
under the challenge of Scott Stump. This 
seemed to put a charge into Russell and 
he closed on Roeder with just four laps 
to go. Russell moved to the outside and 
started to give Roeder a run for his 
money. i 

“My dad told me before the race to 
stay on the bottom until somebody 
passed me and that was close enough 
for me,” Roeder said. “I moved up a lit- 
tle and picked up the pace.” 

While this was going on, Willie

Brett Landes led the first semi into 
turn one, only to give way to Poovey and 
his USC Racing/Sakaida /Salpaka-spon- 
sored Harley. Landes quickly recovered 
on his Audiovox /Quaker State /Don- 
ahue Harley-Davidson mount and start- 
ed applying pressure all around the 
track. On lap six, Gary Rogers and Paul 
Bergstrom joined in on the fun, but the 
youngsters would come up just short as 
Poovey and Landes went to the National. 
Rogers and Bergstrom, meanwhile, were 
headed to the Dash. 

Mike Varnes led the second semi off 
the start, but Coolbeth was at the helm 
at the end of the first lap. Coolbeth pow- 
ered away as Varnes was left to fend off 
the desperate charge of Dan Stanley. 
Staniey was blasting around the high 
line but couldn't force his way past the 
White's Harley-Davidson/Schaeffer's 
Harley-Davidson-backed Varnes. 

Greg Teague held off Wade Camlin 
for the last spot in the Dash. 

Shaun Russell led his Bartel's Harley- 
Davidson teammate Jay Springsteen 
into the first turn of the last semi, but 
the veteran Springsteen quickly set his 
young apprentice back. Another veter- 
an, Dale Jenneman, then worked his 
way into second and for several laps it 
appeared the final order was set. 
Tommy Cumming’s Racing /Michigan 
Harley-Davidson Dealers-backed Hay- 











den had other ideas, though, as he 
found a line coming out of turn two. 

On consecutive laps, Hayden used a 
classic high-low line to blast by first 
Russell and then Jenneman, and into his 
ninth National final of the year.

After his third-place finish in his 
semi, the solid win helped take a little of 
the sting out of not making the National. 

“That felt good. It’s just too bad I 
couldn't find that spot in the semi and 


put the Gardner Racing /Walters Broth- 


ers Harley-Davidson into the National, 
but this helps out a little," said Stanley.

Varnes' fast heat-race time gave him 
the first choice of starting position for 
the 25-lap National. He moved right to 
the top of row one, flanked (on his left) 
by Kopp, Davis, King, Carr and More- 
head. 

The second row had Butler on the 
outside, then Schnabel, Murphree, the 
spot vacated by Morgan (he would start 
from the fourth row on a backup bike), 
Bigelow and Parker. The third row had 
Mike Varnes on the outside, with Hay- 
den, Landes, Poovey,.Coolbeth and 
Springsteen rounding out the field. 

Morehead, Carr and King hit turn 
one as Kevin Varnes squandered his 
starting spot. 

“I took a practice start and the thing 
took off great," Varnes explained. 
"Then, in the real start, I spun that thing 
all the way into the first turn." 

Kopp somehow slipped into the iead 
on the first lap, but Morehead and Davis 
dropped him to third after two laps. 

“I think I led three different times," 
said Morehead. "I was leading. Then 
Kopp passed me and I passed him back. 
Then Will passed me and I passed him 
back." 

Davis took over on lap five. So many 
times on a half mile, after the first pass- 
ing takes place, a routine sets in that will 
signal the end of close racing. Not 
tonight. Davis' lead went uncontested 
for a couple of laps while Kopp and 
Morehead battled away. 

“I got a pretty good start - about 
third off the line, I guess," Kopp said. 
"There was a lot of moisture up top 
early and my bike was working excel- 
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lent. It started drying out with six or 


seven laps to go and I started having a 
hard time getting it to bite.” 

The man on the move now was 
Kevin Varnes. 

“I just kept plugging away and the 
next thing you know, here comes Kevin 
around on the outside in turn one,” 
Kopp said. “I started going higher and 
higher, but I think everyone moved up 
and it dried out real quick. I just 
couldn't get off turn two like I was earli- 
er. | think I was getting through three 
and four better, but it was turn two that 
I was making up time on early." 

This was 17 laps into the main, and 
Varnes wasn't through just уе! 

“1 was able to make most ot my pass- 
es on the outside, coming out of turn 
four,” Varnes said. "They were trying to 
turn and square off the corner, but I was 
letting it drift and kept up my momen- 
tum. They made me work for that one. 
This definitely gets me motivated for 
Springfield.” 

At the tail of the lead pack, Carr and 
Parker were having a heated battle over 
sixth. Lap 17 was also when Carr put 
Parker away and started his pursuit of 
King. 

"| wasn't fast enough to gain big 
chunks and I wasn’t really fast enough 
to put any moves on anybody,” said 
Carr. "I was behind Rich for probably 
seven or eight laps before I found a way 
by him." 

Davis was in command for much of 
the race, but it was tenuous at best. 

"The track had really changed from 
what it was earlier and none of us knew 
what we were up against," Davis said. 
"At first there was more moisture up 
top, but after five or six laps, where I 
was running seemed to dry out. That's 
why I moved back to the bottom and 
they actually just moved a little higher 
yet. When I passed Steve back, I moved 
up to where he was running. I knew he 
was going to take a run at me, but I 
didn't know where it would be. Here, 
when you're running out front, the 
thing is that you don't want to get in 
way over your head and make a dumb 
mistake and get in the marbles. I made 
up my mind that I was going to make 
him go past me, not make a mistake and 
give it to him. It's tough. You know 
they're going to be charging, but you 
don't want to make a mistake and give 
it to them. I was trying to take a little of 
the bottom and a little of the top so he 
wouldn't have a clear line anywhere. I 
wanted to stay on the bottom because I 
knew I could move up into him." 

Bryan Bigelow is positioning himself 
to take over King's title of "Mr. Consis- 
tency." Bigelow has qualified for every 
National since missing the opening 
round at Daytona, with seven top-10 fin- 
ishes. Tonight he was locked in a battle 
with Coolbeth. 

"Everything was going pretty good; 
we got off the line decent," Bigelow 
said. "I just didn't have the speed of the 
leaders early in the race. Kenny passed 
me and showed me a really good line. 
Then on the last lap I was able to get 
him back - I can pretty much thank 
Kenny for that one. He probably 
shouldn't have shown me so early. The 
leaders were far enough ahead of me 
that I didn't really have anybody to 
chase; then, after Kenny got by, I just 
put my head down - I didn't want to let 
him beat me. I’m just really happy with 
another top-10 finish. We're still holding 
on to that ninth place in the points." 

Coolbeth, on the other hand, is show- 
ing marked improvement on what start- 
ed as a disappointing season. 

"| started way back on the back 














row," Coolboth said, “I got the best start 


that I could from there, but that wasn't 
good," he said. "I worked my way up 
and got by Bigelow. Then Bryan and | 
were battling; it seemed like maybe we 
were going slower. I still think if we 
would have had five or six more laps, 
we could have caught Parker. | was run- 
ning higher than Bryan and then, after | 
passed him, he moved up and stayed 


right on me, then passed me back on the. 


last lap. I'm happy now. If I could just 
move a little bit further up, that would 
be nicer." 

Butler's 10th-place finish was some- 
what surprising after his heat-race per- 
formance. 

"Everything got kind of cluttered 
through the first turn," Butler explained. 
"Everyone was going everywhere. We 
finally got grouped together and I start- 
ed working my way through the pack. 
After I got by Schnabel and Nicky Hay- 
den, the next guy was just a little too far 
away for me to reel them in. I just put in 
some good, solid laps and I had a blast." 

Steadily bouncing around at midfield 
was Schnabel. 

"Not too bad - we're getting there," 
he said later. "We got a 12th last week 
and 11th this week, 10th at Joliet. We're 
starting to get it all together. We haven't 
had any mechanical problems lately. 
The bikes are working great. That's 
what it takes. l've had better starts, and 
that really helps. | felt really good early 
on, then in the middle of the race I start- 
ed messing up. Then I picked it back up. 
I had to move up the track - I was run- 
ning too low. It helped to get in right 
out of the heat; that way, I was able to 
start on the second row and didn't have 
to ride a semi. It felt good all night. 
From practice on, we had a good night." 

Hayden soldiered home in 12th. 

“It was a hard track to pass on, but 
that wasn't my problem - I wasn't going 
anywhere anyway," Hayden said. "I got 
off good and got around some people 
early, then just stalled. It's kind of frus- 
trating after running fourth last week to 
run so far back tonight. I know it's not 
the equipment; Will's winning on the 
same thing. I think Гуе got as good or 
better a bike as anybody out there." 

Paul Morgan, Landes, Springsteen, 
Mike Varnes and Poovey rounded out 
the finishers. Murphree dropped out on 
lap 16. €N

lessio “Chicco” Chiodi 
wrapped up his second consec- 
| utive World 125cc MX title in 
£ Aconvincing fashion with his 
sixth GP win in*11 rounds at the Biel- 
stein Waldkurs track, located 30 miles 
from Cologne, the site where America 
won its very first Motocross des Nations 
in 1981. 

The 25-year-old Husqvarna rider 
from Salo in northeastern Italy made 
sure that he had the title wappped up 
by winning the first moto, but, just as 
he did 12 months ago in Holland, he 
ended the season with yet another win 
in the second moto, thus ending the 
series with a moto victory count of 12 
out of 22. 

The first rain of August fell on Friday 
to thankfully dampen a track which has 
in the past proved horrendously dusty. 
David Vuillemin, Chiodi's sole remain- 
ing rival going into the race, admitted, 
“I hope it rains on Sunday, too. That's 
my best chance. Twenty points will be 
difficult to pull back if it doesn't rain." 

Everyone got drenched on Saturday 
evening, but Sunday dawned dry, and 
Chiodi was confident as he made first 
choice of gate positions, even though 
teammates Traversini and Dini had 
failed to qualify, leaving just the Swede 
Werner also on Husky - and there were 
15 Yamahas at the gate. 

A few years ago Chicco was a bag of 
nerves under pressure, but in Germany 
he was "Mr. Cool" even when he made 
a rare mistake. 

"The front wheel lifted out of the 
gate, but I was able to turn tight at the 
first corner and I found myself second 
as the pack went wide," Chiodi said. 

Ironically it was a Yamaha rider - 
Paul Malin - who had taken the lead 
there. 













“I gated per- 
fectly and had a 
complete bike’s 
length on every- 
one as I hit the 
first turn, but I just 
couldn't stop in the 
turn and went 
wide," Malin said. 
He emerged from 
the melee in sixth. 
Chiodi only need- 
ed to head Vuillemin 
at the finish to clinch the 
title, and the Frenchman 
was in trouble after start- 
ing eighth. 

“I had no- top-end power and was 
losing ground to everyone at the end of 
the longer straights," said Vuillemin. "I 
was able to make up the ground again 
in the turns, but I only passed two riders 
all race." 

One of those was Eggens, who went 
downfield just as quickly on his new 
Yamaha as he has done in the past on a 
Honda on hard tracks, and the other 
was Ravaglia, and he was moved aside 
with a brutal pass. 

Chiodi, meanwhile, had taken the 
lead from Brian Jorgensen on lap five 
and never looked in trouble. 

“Т was aware of not doing anything 
silly which could have thrown the title 
away at the last moment, but I also 
wanted to clinch the title in style for my 
supporters and Husqvarna," Chiodi 
said. “Malin and (Claudio) Federici got 
close toward the end of the race, but I 
always had them under control and 
never felt under any pressure." 

Jorgensen's fourth was a magnificent 
performance. | 

"| dislocated my shoulder last week 
in Denmark, and yesterday there was 
blood in my urine, presumably from my 
kidneys," Jorgensen said. "When Malin 
went wide at the first turn, I suddenly 
found myself in front and then just rode 
a tempo which was comfortable for me, 
and if anyone passed me, then I didn't 
panic." 

Many long-established stars were in 
trouble. Ex-champs Alessandro Puzar 
and Dave Strijbos both pulled out after 
aggravating their knee injuries, and the 
Dutchman immediately announced that 
that had been his last race, while

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Michele Fanton, also riding his last GP, 
was suffering with his sore shoulder. 

The first four places in the series 
were settled at the interval, but the sec- 
ond moto was far from “dead,” as every 
other single-digit number was being 
hotly disputed. 

Carl Nunn went into race two five 
points down on Luigi Seguy after his 
Yamaha had expired on the line in the 
opener, but he got that gap down to two 
after half an hour. Then he tried just too 
hard to pull back Jorgensen, whom he 
was chasing for fourth in the moto, and 
rolled back disconsolately to the pad- 
dock after getting spat off in the trees. 

Jorgensen’s first-moto fourth had 
already put him clear of James Dobb, a 
first-race faller, and Alex Belometti, who 
exited 13th with a blown motor on the 
last lap of the opener, and a second- 
moto holeshot made Jorgensen even 
more secure. The icing on the cake that 
came with Nunn's retirement was that 
he, too, overhauled the Brit in the stand- 
ings. 

Dobb, meanwhile, had even more 
problems than in the opener. Along 
with Malin, he got tangled up in a sec- 
ond-turn collision, and any chance of 
recovering the points ended when Dobb 
collided with Bader Manneh as the 
American tried to rejoin the track after 
an excursion. Belometti’s eighth-place 
finish in the moto gave him back eighth 
in the standings, and Philippe 
Dupasquier’s second almost cost Dobb a 
single-digit ranking. Manneh was way 
off the pace all day. 

“When I got offered the KTM ride 
earlier in the summer, I sold two of my 
bikes," Manneh said. “I only held on to 
this one because the frame got twisted

when I crashed on it in Spain back in 


April and no one wanted it. I don't. 


enjoy riding it, either, but it's all l've got 
since they took the KTMs back and gave 
them to someone else." 

Manneh went 25-26 on the day and 
ended the series 42nd. 

Chiodi, meanwhile, was in a class of 
his own as he completed his fifth two- 
moto sweep of the series. His next big 
date? Foxhill in England, on September 
25, when he meets Ricky Carmichael 
head to head for the title of "World's 
fastest 125cc MXer" at the Motocross 
des Nations. CN

" fter Ducati, Aprilia and MV 
ғ Agusta, now it's the turn of 
I the oldest existing member of 
Italy's clan of race-bred marques to pre- 
sent its prototype superbike engine for 
the next millenium: Moto Guzzi. 

Distinctive, compact and bristling 
with innovative design features, the all- 
new 75-degree V-twin engine's imminent 
arrival looks set to make the wings on 
Guzzi's trademark eagle emblem flap a 
lot harder in the new millenium. The 
bare castings of the water-cooled, fuel- 
injected, DOHC VA-10 engine displayed 
at the Italian press launch of the new 
Guzzi California Special road cruiser and 
dual-purpose Quota ES contrasted vivid- 
ly with the elderly pushrod motors fitted 
to these bikes, as well as with the air- 
cooled Daytona 8V high-cam engine on 
show next to it. 

But, fueled by the development funds 
brought on board by the American 
Tamarix investment bank when it bought 
into Guzzi's controlling Trident Rowan 
holding company last year, Guzzi man- 
aging director Oscar Cecchinato is plan- 
ning a five-year overhaul of Guzzi's 
entire range, spearheaded by the new 
engine design which, in various forms, 
will gradually supplant the existing air- 
cooled twin-cylinder range over that 
period. 

In doing so, Guzzi plans to develop a 
range of models able to meet all noise 
and emissions regulations planned for 
the next century, as well as offering con- 
siderably more performance, plus added 
refinement. But the decision has already 
been made to start at the top by develop- 
ing a World Superbike contender to 
launch the new family of Moto Guzzi 
bikes powered by this engine. 

The MG-1 Superbike is set to debut at 
the Milan Show in September 1999, and 
to take to the race track soon after deliv- 
eries begin early in 2000, most likely fol- 
lowing the same development course 
planned for its MV Agusta F4 rival that's 
running one year ahead of it. This would 
see Moto Guzzi's new superbike con- 
tender make its competition debut in the 
AMA Superbike Series in 2000, run by 
legendary Guzzi guru Dr. John Wittner, 
who remains closely linked to the Italian 
factory. 

After a development season racing in 
the States, plans call for Moto Guzzi to 
contest the World Superbike series in 
2001 with a fully sponsored two-bike 
works team. The all-new engine power- 
ing Guzzi's world-class return to the race 
track for the first time in almost half a 
century - the company pulled out of GP 
racing in 1957, after winning eight 
250/350cc world titles in as many years - 
provides a fascinating basis for a compet- 
itive racer, as well as a potent contender 
for sport-twin supremacy on the street. 

Moto Guzzi's first all-new engine for 
20 years, and the first water-cooled Guzzi 
motor since the legendary V-eight 500cc 
GP bike of the mid-'50s, the design is the 
work of the company's chief engineer, 
Angelo Ferrari, who joined the Mandello 


















































factory four years ago after heading up 
R&D at Laverda, Lamborghini and 
Bugatti, and was immediately given the 
green light to begin work on the project 
by then Guzzi boss Arnolfo Sacchi. 

Starting with a clean sheet, Ferrari 
has nevertheless succeeded in retaining 
Guzzi's trademark transverse V-twin 
architecture, while turning it to his 
advantage to deliver an engine package 
that is both compact and narrow. Not 
only is the dry-sump design much 
smaller than the current Daytona air- 
cooled wet-sump motor (see photo), but, 
says Ferrari, the new design results in a 
bike the same width as Suzuki V-twin 
TL1000S, even once a radiator has been 
added - and that's without the possible 
use of a Britten/Saxon/Modenas-type 
rear-mounted radiator to further reduce 
width. 

"The great advantage of the Guzzi 
engine format is the packaging freedom 
it delivers," says Ferrari. "We're able to 


position the engine and fuel load where , 


we want them in order to obtain the ideal 
weight distribution for the bike, as well 
as optimize induction and airbox design, 
and deliver a strong, narrow crankcase 
that gives excellent ground clearance 
even in racing conditions. And, above all, 
it's completely distinctive. No other man- 
ufacturer can build a bike like this, even 
with all its advantages, without being 
seen to copy us." 


zzi VA-10 Superbike Engine 


Key to the compact build and reduced 
frontal area of the all-aluminum V-twin 
(Ferrari says magnesium could be used 
for many of the covers, once weight regu- 
lations are confirmed nearer the time of 
the VA-10's race debut) is the decision to 
narrow the cylinder angle from Guzzi's 
traditional 90-degree format to 75 
degrees. : 

In theory, this should require the use 
of a power-sapping balance shaft to 
reduce vibration - but Ferrari has taken a 
page out of the Honda design book and 
adopted the offset crankpins of the 
NT650 Hawk V-twin sportbike, here 
spaced 30 degrees apart to restore the 
perfect primary balance of a 90-degree V- 
twin, but without its bulk. Secondary bal- 
ance is obtained by using longer-than- 
usual connecting, mated to an 
ultrashort-stroke crank design. Bore and 
stroke are 100 x 63.5mm, for a displace- 
ment of 998cc - compared to the 98 x 
66mm format of existing Ducati, Suzuki 
and Honda one-liter V-twins. 

Ferrari says he projects 170 bhp at the 
rear wheel in race form, at 13,000 rpm, 
with 135 bhp at 11,000 rpm the target for 
the street version of the superbike racer. 
Other capacity variants of the engine are 
already projected for various models 
such as a sport tourer, custom, trail bike 
and roadster, ranging in size from 850cc 
up to 1200cc. Most of these are aimed pri- 
marily at the cruiser market, and the 
biggest of these will be a wet-sump 
design and may perhaps use carbs, says 
Ferrari, but otherwise all of them will be 
fuel-injected via a fully mapped, multi- 
point Marelli-Weber package that will 
see triple injectors on each of the super- 
bike racer's cylinders, twin injectors on 
the street version, and single injectors on 
all other models.

On the dry-sump superbike, the fuel 
tank and separate oil tank will be located 
above the gearbox in the center of the 
wheelbase (thus ensuring a constant 
weight distribution as fuel load reduces, 
and further lowering the center of gravi- 
ty for increased stability and ease of han- 
dling), with the substantial airbox 
between the cylinders force-fed by large 
triangular ducts either side of the nose of 
the fairing. 

Although both cylinders are posi- 
tioned vertically in relation to the 
crankcase, Ferrari's design calls for the 
engine to be tilted forward 16 degrees 
from vertical in the frame in order to load 
up the front wheel weightwise. It is also a 
benefit as it allowed designers to maxi- 
mize downdraft into the DOHC, cross- 
flow four-valve cylinder heads. With 
such a large bore, there's room in the 
superbike design for massive 39.5mm 
inlet valves and 36mm exhausts, set at a 
very flat total included angle of 25 
degrees to each other, with duplex throt- 
tle bodies projected on the superbike ver- 
sion, and twin exhaust headers on all 
models. 

. Drive to the twin overhead camshafts 
per cylinder is by Hy-Vo chain via an 
auxiliary shaft driven directly off the 
crank, but turning in the opposite direc- 
tion to it so as to eliminate torque reac- 
tion. The same shaft also drives the front- 
mounted waterpump, while the electric 
starter is positioned beneath the engine, 
to further lower the center of gravity. 

But perhaps the biggest difference on 
the new motor compared to Guzzi's exi- 
sisting V- twin range is the adoption of 
chain final drive on the new superbike 
and other sports models, though Ferrari 
says some Guzzi models will retain the 
shaft final drive. The engine can be fitted 
with either. 

A six-speed gearbox (not shown in the 
photos) is bolted on to the back of the 
engine, driven by a dry clutch on the 
racer (wet on the street bikes) and offer- 
ing the crucial advantage at the race track 
of having the gear cluster readily 
extractable in order to change individual 
ratios for a given circuit, GP-style. And to 
further reduce bulk, the gearbox design 
calls for the two shafts to be stacked one 
above the other, just as on the Yamaha 
R1, in turn adding to front-end weight 
bias via a compacted mass and long 
swingarm - in spite of which, Ferrari pro- 
jects a fast-handling 54.3-inch wheelbase 
for the superbike, incredibly short for a 
one-liter V-twin. 

Though Guzzi's designer, Luciano 
Marabese, has already penned styling for 
the superbike, Guzzi executives under- 
line that the final format for chassis and 
bodywork design has yet to be chosen. 
Right now, all attention is focused on get- 
ting the prototype engine running on the 
dyno, with September as the latest target 
date. 

At present, though, plans call for a 
composite chassis using twin parallel 
extruded alloy struts on each side con- 


necting the steering head with the rear 


engine mount and swingarm pivot. 
Marabese's design drawings show a sin- 
gle-sided swingarm, of whose merits, 
however, the engineering team remains 
unconvinced, pointing to the difficulty 
of combining optimum suspension 
setup with correct chain tension and 
rear ride height that Ducati and Honda 
teams have struggled with on the 916 
and RC45, as well as the reduced 
unsprung weight of a conventional 
swingarm. 

The main reason Oscar Cecchinato 
tried to acquire Bimota when it came up 
for sale earlier this summer, he says, is 
that Moto Guzzi badly needs the kind of 











chassis expertise the Italian frame spe- 
cialist has to offer. 

"Here at Guzzi, we know how to 
build engines," he says, "and the new liq- 
uid-cooled superbike V-twin has the 
potential to be extremely competitive in 
both the marketplace and the race track. 
But we don't have the kind of in-house 
experience of leading-edge chassis tech- 
nology that you need to make a mark in 
superbike racing today, so it would have 
resolved that difficulty if we'd been able 
to add Bimota to our team. But we have 
other solutions in mind - and we certain- 
ly don't intend to diminish the potential 
impact of this exceptional engine design 
by undervaluing the chassis ingredient. 
We are very serious about returning 
Moto Guzzi to its traditional place at the 
front of the grid in world-class racing, 
and this will be the bike we'll do it with." 

But without, it seems, the creator of 
the engine to oversee its development - 
for Angelo Ferrari was conspicuous by 
his absence from the unveiling of the 
most prestigious project of his two- 
wheeled design career on July 2. Guzzi 
executives cited his absence as due to 
being "on holiday," but in fact this turns 
out to be a permanent vacation from life 
at the lakeside factory of Italy's oldest 
motorcycle marque. Word is that rela- 
tions between chief engineer and chief 
executive had crumbled to the point that 
one of them had to go - and it was Ferrari 
who took the walk, leaving his draftsman 
and chief assistant on the project, ex- 
Gilera GP engineer Danilo Mojoli, to 
hold down the fort until his new boss 
(whom Cecchinato has apparently 
already appointed) arrives in October. 
Though his identity is unknown, he's 
understood to be an engineer from Piag- 
gio's HQ in Pontedera, whose scooter 
experience is likely to be crucial in view 
of Cecchinato's plans to increase Moto 
Guzzi's production volume from its cur- 
rent 6500 bikes a year to 20,000 within 
five years, through the launch next year 
of the 125/250cc Galetto runabouts pow- 
ered by bought-in Piaggio motors. 

Guzzisti around the world will be 
hoping the new man knows a thing or 
two about big four-strokes, as well - for 
on paper, the prototype VA-10 Superbike 
engine promises to herald a glorious new 
page in Moto Guzzi history. (N

lushed with its frankly unexpected success at winning Cycle World maga- 
—. zine's prestigious 13-bike Mega-Cruiser Shootout earlier this year, when the 
` w California EV was adjudged the best cruiser money could buy in the Land of 
* . the Free (which invented the whole idea for building such bikes in the first 

place), Moto Guzzi management has become even more serious about pro- 
viding a Euro-alternative to Harley and Polaris - not to mention all their existing 
Euro-rivals and the U.S.-cloned neo-Harleys. 

Hence the arrival on the scene of a glitzy new member of the California family, 
to be marketed alongside the EV in a quartet of metallic colors ranging from pearl 
white to midnight black, or champagne/brown and blue/silver, to provide a 
glossed-up glamour-bike alternative to the bike that beat Milwaukee. 

The California Special, or Bassa as it will be known in the United States, (it 
means "low") may be based on the EV mechanically, but in best Detroit mode (as 
practiced in Mandello) it offers the option of a revamped look and revised riding 
position, leaving the customer to decide which way is best. Hey - market forces, 
right? 

The American Way is all about choice, and now Guzzi's given it to you, so pay 
attention and find out how. Chassis geometry on the California Special is 
unchanged from the EV, but the riding position is more laid-back, with wider, flat- 
ter, rubber-mounted handlebars that are also more pulled-back, combining with 
modified, further-forward footpegs to together deliver a cool-dude cruising stance 
Captain America would have been proud of. 

The well-padded but rather firm rider's seat is now separate from the passen- 
ger's, and set .6-inch lower at 29.9 inches to ensure you chill out in comfort. Yet, as 
on the EV, the Guzzi's chassis is son of sportbike, with 45mm Marzocchi forks that 
are manually adjustable over 17-notch spreads for compression and rebound damp- 
ing, and twin chromed Sachs-Boge hydraulic rear shocks (replacing the WP units on 
the EV), which are also adjustable for rebound. Together, the Cali's suspension 
package delivers surprisingly good ride quality over bumpy secondary roads, as 





well as endowing the Guzzi with far greater reserves of handling and suspension | 


compliance than you'd ever expect from a chilled-out cruiser. 

Add in the extra margin of safety provided by the meaty 320mm Brembo float- 
ing front discs and their four-pot calipers, and the Cali is a potent package in cruiser 
country. And that's before taking Guzzi's unique linked braking system (Honda's is 
- typically - much more complicated and not necessarily any better), whereby the 
handlebar lever (redesigned on the Special, as is the clutch lever) works just one of 
the big front Brembo manhole-covers, leaving the foot pedal to operate the other 
one in tandem with the rear 245mm single fixed disc. Once you've reprogrammed 
yourself to foresake the habits of a road racing lifetime and stop using the handle- 
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bar lever except in emergencies, throw- 
ing out the anchors on the Guzzi is both 
foolproof and effortless. Just tap on the 
brake pedal, and it... stops. 

Apart from revamped rocker covers 
for a cleaner look, the Special's 1064cc 
pushrod two-valve motor is unchanged 
from the EV's, fitted with the latest gen- 
eration of Marelli-Weber multipoint 
sequential EFI. The first bike I rode with 
this system surged alarmingly at constant 
throttle between 2200-3000 rpm (which, 
considering 2800 rpm in fifth/top gear 
equals 50 mph; is a pretty normal pace 
for a bike like this) before occasionally 
spitting back fiercely for no apparent rea- 
son. 

On returning to base, it turned out 
that this bike's ECU had overheated the 
day before when a certain other journo 
was so determined to light up the rear 
tire for his photographer that the clutch 
cover exploded and his bike went up in 
smoke. Well - guess that's show business 


+ 


(as opposed to test riding), but after try- 
ing out two other bikes, it was apparent 
this was a one-off glitch. 

The revised mapping Guzzi is now 
using on both Cali models suits the bike's 
cruiser heritage, with power available to 
drive away off idle, 72 bhp on tap at the 
crank at 6400 rpm (equating to 60 bhp at 
the rear wheel), and a huge spread of 
torque plus an ultraflat power curve that 
make for a really relaxed ride. There is 
quite spirited acceleration if you really 
want to twist that wrist, though, and 
long-haul high-speed cruising at 90 mph 
along four-lane highways, with the 
engine chugging a little harder at 4500 
rpm, is a serious option. 

This is a capable cruiser - and one with 
a pleasing note exiting through the 
exhausts at higher revs, when the meaty 
rumble from the stainless-steel silencers 
delivers a muscular sense of purpose. 

The long-life exhausts are one reason 
Guzzi feels able to offer a three-year 
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riding position

On each of the three bikes I rode - 
none of them with more than 300 miles on 
the clock - the shifting was pretty stiff and 
agricultural, perhaps because it hadn't 
loosened up in use yet. Be glad for the 
heel-'n-toe lever so you can then kick it 
into the next-higher gear. Or, better still, 
just take advantage of the waves of 
torque from the flexible, if clattery, 
pushrod motor to just stick it in top as 
soon as you can, and leave it there. That 
way, you won't risk scratching the toe of 
your left boot on the designer-esque flut- 
ed rubber-and-chrome shift lever. While I 
couldn't care less about roughing up a 
black racing boot before the tarmac gets 
to it, I'm not sure a Guzzi customer 
would feel so relaxed about carving a 
new pattern in the toe of his megabucks, 
hand-tooled cowboy boot.... 

And that's the kind of guy who'll buy 
this bike: Someone who appreciates the 
show as well as the go, but doesn't want 
an overwrought full-dresser V-twin to 


unlimited-mileage guarantee on the California, in tandem with a Europe-wide road- 
side breakdown-and-recovery assistance. That's faith in the product for you. 

In spite of the lower, laid-back riding stance, it takes some serious scratching for 
you to touch down the footpegs even in a fast, sweeping turn, where the Guzzi's 
capable handling will hustle you through at a pace most other cruisers would balk at, 
allowing you to explore the good grip of the Metzeler rubber. These are tubeless tires 
fitted to the BBS wire wheels thanks to a patented process the German wheelwrights 
have invented, which allows The Look to be achieved without sacrificing The Grip. 

Wheel diameters are very sane, with an 18-inch front and a 17-inch rear - one rea- 
son the Cali feels so manageable in city streets and tight turns, in spite of the kicked- 
out 28-degree fork rake and 61.4-inch wheelbase. And the wide-spread handlebars do 
deliver good leverage, plus the cable-operated dry clutch is very progressive on pick- 
up. It's a pity that the shifting is as harsh and clunky as ever - be prepared for the 
sound of the next ratio going in to echo off the walls of any buildings you're passing, 
and don't trust the neutral light on the dash when you come to a traffic light, because 
it lies straightfaced to you, same as always: Some things never change. 


cruise the canyons aboard en route to his favorite bar or gal - or both. 

The California Special delivers glitz without garishness, with the restyled rear end 
stripping out the appearance, giving a graceful line to the fender and taillight group, 
where the EV is more heavy and butch-looking. There's extra chrome here and there, 
especially around the headlight and the back of the instruments, which are now the 
same as on the Centauro. (Idiot lights on the dash are a bit dim to see in sunlight, but 
are otherwise good-looking and readable.) 

And the wide range of options includes both Sport and Custom windshields as 
well as leather side bags and a chrome luggage rack with backrest - all you need to 
complete the American Look, but the European way. 

By combining the spirited performance of the two-valve motor with its wide 
spread of power, the convenience of the shaft drive, and the assured, capable han- 
dling of what is now a well-honed chassis package, Guzzi has built on the EV's plau- 
dits, and delivered a good-looking cruiser that's distinctive and distinguished. Will 
it sell in L.A.? At an expected price of around $11,000 on the road - more than a 
match for the equivalent Harley - it well might. CN

QA. duction. A butt pad? Yes. Food 
and water for the forthcoming half-a- 
thousand-mile ride? Yes. 

But cajones, knee pucks and a back 
protector? Yes. 

For the first time we can remember, 
BMW would be putting us on a track 
with one of its motorcycles: the R1100S, 
the most sporting BMW to come out the 
Miinchen pipeline in a long time. 

The sad part of the story is that, 
despite lugging our lederhosen the 3000 
miles to Lime Rock Park's 1.5-mile road 
course in Connecticut, we never got to 
put them on because it was raining the 
entire time we were at the track. We ran 
a few laps so we could say we did, but it 
was in our rainsuits and our 
restraintsuits. (Don't want to crash 
another test bike, don'tchaknow.) It was 
an entertaining time, nonetheless, the 
bike fishtailing on overrun as you 
approach the uphill right-hander at the 
back of the course, focused only on the 
two and a half inches of runoff before 
the nice, solid piece of Armco barrier at 
the edge of the track. It turns out ABS 
really does have its place on a motor- 
cycle, and one of those is a soaking-wet 
car track with no runoff. 

Most of the road riding on the first 
day, however, was done in the dry on

the back roads of New Jer- 
sey, Massachussetts and 
Connecticut, so we had a 
good opportunity to put 
the hammer down. Still, 
with so much of the pre- 
dominantly two-lane 
roads being tree-cov- 
ered, we still encoun- 
tered some wet spots, 
and not just in our 
shorts. We also were 
able to secure a test 
bike for a few weeks 
of hard use after the 
initial press intro- 
duction - and all of 

it in sunny So. Cal. 
weather. 

How was it? It was good. Dare we 
say, even exciting. 

Looking at it, even with the charac- 
teristic horizontally opposed cylinders 
sticking out, it is a little hard to believe 
that it’s à BMW that stands before you. 
Especially in the “Mandarin” (let's-call- 
it-Fly-Yellow) paint job. But a BMW it is, 
and it rides like one, but with motor and 
chassis to spare - and even a good bit of 
inspiration. 

One of the origins of the initial 
design study for this motorcycle came 


out 
of a trip to the Isle 
of Man. A member of BMW's 
design team went to the legendary TT 
race, and after seeing all the wild bikes 
that come out of the woodwork for one 
of motorcycledom's greatest gatherings, 
he returned with the question, "Can we 
make something I could ride to the Isle 
of Man?" And a design study was born. 

The fruit of that study is the BMW 
R11008. 





BMWs have always been noted for 
technical innovation, so the "tech" of the 
S - cylinders, injectors, shaft drive and 
the like - was left naked and clearly visi- 
ble below the beltline. Above it, just four 
curvaceous pieces of bodywork adorn 
the S. BMW's head of motorcycle 
design, David Robb, was on hand at the 
introduction to give us some insight into 
the final version of the newest, most 
sporting BMW in the Boxer range. 

"We thought that it was important 
for the styling to be suggestive of con- 
tent," Robb said. "We wanted to devel- 
op a sportbike that is BMW, and make it 
look like it wants to move." | 

To that end, great effort was made to 
give the bike an aggressive, shoulders- 
forward stance while retaining an over- 
all lightweight look. It was deemed very 
important to give the machine a narrow 
“sensuous waist,” not only for the look 
of the bike but to make it easy to move 
around on during aggressive riding. 

And, as the lightest Boxer - 505 
pounds wet - the look is suggestive of 
content. Part of the lightness of look is 
particularly evident at the rear of the 
machine. The easily removable passen- 
ger-seat cover doesn’t fully obscure the 
black pad below it, but rather lets it 
“peek” out the sides to break up what 
would otherwise be a heavier-looking, 
continuous piece of tailsection. Also, the 
exhaust system is mostly out of sight, 
the twin canisters routed under the seat 
- as on the Ducati 916 - while the main 
muffler (which also contains a catalytic 
converter) is mostly out of sight as well, 
located under the swingarm pivot. 

So, yes, it looks light, but it also looks 
like it wants to move. Move it does. The 
solidly mounted powerplant that moti- 
vates this machine is the best Boxer yet. 
It still has the torque effect characteristic 
to the longitudinal engine layout, but 
the extra revs (redline is now 8400 rpm, 
up from 7900), and eight extra ponies 
make this lighter Boxer move like no 
other. The torque (up 1 ft.-Ib. at its 71 ft.- 
lb. peak) comes in a huge wave and over 
a very broad range. It's of the pick-a- 


gear-and-go ilk. 


And.while you'll gladly do this by 
choice on this, the first six-speed R259 
twin, you won't have to do it out of 
necessity as with the old five-speed. 
With the old gearbox, one had to be 
rather insistent that the gear you wanted 
should engage, particularly on down-

shifts. The new six-speed - borrowed 
from the K1200RS - is leaps and bounds 
ahead of what used to be on Boxers, and 
rather than the knockout-punch down- 
shifts or false neutrals that occurred all 
too frequently on the old box, you just 
take the next gear, with only a quiet ka- 
chunk. It still isn't the slickest thing 
going, but it is finally within the realm 
of normal. 

Overall, this Bavarian Motor Works. 

Because of the more sporting focus of 
the new S, the chassis got its share of 
attention as well, and the swingarm pivot 
is now located on a proper frame rather 
than being connected directly to the rear 
of the engine/transmission case. The S is 
sprung with a single shock front and rear 
as on the other Tele/Paralever bikes, but 
for the first time, there is a rebound- 
damping adjustment at the front - but no 
spring-preload adjustment. And it's a 
credit to BMW that the rebound adjust- 
ment is so easy - a nice, big knob juts out 
just behind the steering head. 

We have been generally pleased with 
the Telelever system on past BMWs and 
the S is no exception. The feel is general- 
ly the same, in that front suspension 
seems similar to a super-rigid conven- 
tional system, but with almost no dive, 
even with a Kung Fu grip on the front- 
brake lever that invokes the ABS, and 
none of the little kickback that a conven- 
tional fork throws at you when you 
come to a full stop. To the extent that we 
would explore the handling of the S on 
the backroads of the New Jersey and 
Connecticut countryside (intermittent 
rain and hidden driveways around 
every corner), the BMW revealed itself 
to be a stable, medium-speed steerer. 
There was plenty of ground clearance. 
This initial impression was backed up 
on the dry roads of California, where we 
could turn the bike in quicker and with 
greater confidence, especially on the 
roads with which we were familiar. 








Styling was meant to be sensuous above the beltline, while leaving the "technik" or 
mechanicals exposed on the bottom half. Hard saddle bags are optional, but as one tester 
said, "To hang bags on this bike would be like dressing Cindy Crawford in a potato sack." 


Rebound damping adjustment for the 
front shock is done via this knob. The 
lever behind it is the keystone that holds 
the four body panels in place. 


The suspension is very supple, with 
high-speed compression damping on 
the softer side of sporting. Action at 
both the front and rear, but particularly 
at the front, is better than any Telelever 
Boxer we've yet sampled. It's obvious 
BMW went the extra dollar to fit better- 
quality dampers (both Showa) for this 
bike. But it isn't the shock alone that 
makes the bike work as well as it does. 
BMW also decreased the unsprung 
weight at the front by several pounds 
(new multipiece fork tubes, lighter 
wheels and a carbon-fiber fender), 
which has helped the Telelever system 
do its job with much greater effect. 

Steering is very neutral and the 
nature of the feedback from the contact 
patch feels slightly different than with a 
“normal” fork. It's almost a bit discon- 
certing the first time you enter a corner 
really deep on the brakes. The anti-dive 
effect of the Telelever keeps the bike 
nearly level, no matter how hard you 
are taxing the excellent Brembo binders, 
and when you release the lever and get 
on the throttle, there is subsequently lit- 
tle to no rebound effect - just nearly per- 
fect stability. If there is any one word 
that characterizes the way the 11005 
rides, "stable" is it. 

It is, therefore, somewhat of a contra- 
diction - a nice one, though - when you 
tip the bike into a tight corner for the 
first time. Wide bars give you a lot of 
leverage, and despite having a fairly 
conservative rake and trail of 25 degrees 
and 100mm, as well as a fairly rangy 
58.19-inch wheelbase, the effort to turn 
this machine is almost impossibly light. 
And once you reach your desired lean 
angle, no further input is needed - 
unless, of course, you'd like to tighten 
the line a bit, which the bike just does as 
soon as you ask it to. The only com- 
plaint we can level at the front end of 
this bike is that, while in-line rigidity is 
excellent, torsionally it is somewhat flex-

ible. It manifests itself only slightly, but 
there is a sort of slight lag effect on 
sharp steering input. In the end, howev- 
er, at high speeds or low, there is almost 
nothing that upsets this BMW’s chassis 
composure. 

The braking system оп the К11005 
comes in two flavors: ABS or no ABS. If 
you are accustomed to using the "ABS" 
in your head you may find it somewhat 
disconcerting when the R1100's anti- 
lock system kicks in the first time, 
because the information you get from 
the brake lever suddenly grinds to a halt 
as pumps and valves take over modula- 
tion. Softness and vagueness suddenly 
manifest themselves at your fingertips, 
and you're simply along for the ride at 
that point. One grows accustomed to 
this, and the "ride" you are along for is 
a safe, quickly stopping one that howls 
the front tire. On dry pavement it's sort 
of a shame that the machinery takes 
over, too, because the Brembos used on 
the S (same as on the K1200RS) are real- 
ly good, with a nice, firm lever, immedi- 
ate bite and linear response. Feedback 
up to the point that the ABS starts 
cycling is excellent, and stopping the 
505-pound twin is predictable and fade- 
free. You can order the S without ABS if 
you like, and you'll save 15 pounds 
(lighter battery, alternator and less 
brake plumbing) and $1700 in the 
process. In Southern California, that's 
probably the option we would take, 
though if you live in an area with bad 
roads or a lot of rain, ABS would be the 
better choice. 

If you choose the $15,600 ABS- 
equipped S, you'll also get the heated 
grips (and heavier electrics), as well as 
saddle-bag mounts, making the S, in 
true BMW tradition, a sporting twin 
fully capable for use as a touring mount. 

After several weeks with what is the 
most inspiring, best-looking Boxer 
we've ever ridden, the final analysis of 





the BMW К11005 is this: If you want a 
truly sporting BMW that's a real alterna- 
tive to other twins on the market, it 
looks like it's time to move. And don't

15-16 
eople go to malls because malls 
offer a lot of choices, be it shop- 
ping, dining, movie going, or peo- 
ple watching.

have to be added to that list, if the first- 
ever Old Highway 40 Motorcycle Days 
at the Donner Ski Ranch was any indica- 
tion. 

Donner may currently be best known 
in the bike world as the site'of World 
Championship observed trials rounds in 
'94 and '97. Like any ski resort, though, 
it's always seeking added summer: 
draws it can count on for income until 
the next snow season. 

The past two years found the ski 
resort putting on a pavement hillclimb. 
Riders started one at a time near the 
west end of Donner Lake and headed

up twisty old Highway 40, finishing 
near the ski resort after 37 turns and 
1088 feet of elevation gain in three miles, 
with the fastest to the top being the win- 
ner. With the area's ruggedly beautiful 
Sierra Nevada mountain range and 
Donner Lake as backdrops, the pave- 
ment hillclimb proved to be scenic as

He was here within a 
couple of days, and he looked at it and 
says, ‘You know what? It’s a pretty 
good hill.’ And he was here in the fog, 
so he really couldn't see it, but it looked 
good to him. But he said, ‘As steep as it 
is when I walked it, it has to be a good 
hall.’ 

“So that came together, and Dick 
Mann has always been after me to do 
some kind of hare scrambles or 
motocross up here for a vintage thing 
with AHRMA, and it just didn’t fit in 
right here at Donner Ski Ranch. І kept 
playing around, playing around.

But don't think it 
wasn't demanding. Besides being 
around 7000 feet in elevation, the track 
tested riders' mettle with that bane of 
the mountains - rocks, and lots of them 
everywhere. In fact, Sunday motocross 
promoter Mike Young Sr. reported that 
more than two dozen racers left after 
practice, complaining that the track was 
too rough and rocky. 

And that wasn't the only grumbling, 
as some Soda Springs residents report- 
edly voiced dissatisfaction with the 
motocross and its attendant throngs 
invading their area. As Sayler said a few 
days after the activities, "We'll play that 
one along and see what happens. We 
got the track all put back together and 
leveled off and bladed in and seeded 
and strawed already, so no one can real- 
ly complain. But we had very few com- 
plaints. Most of the businesspeople have 
looked at it and said, 'When are you 
doing it again?" 

To those queries, Sayler replies, 
"We're planning the same events for 
next year." “€N

HEATS 


Tony Souza jumped the start of the 
first Pro-Sport heat, handing the lead to 
Ray Comer Jr., but Souza still led at the 
stripe for the first heat of the night. 
Comer's ride at the front was short, as 
he was dropped to the rear by Brent 
Volbrecht, Chris Rudy and Ron Hinton. 
Rick Reed led heat two from wire to 
wire ahead of Mike Gonzales, Ward 
McKee, Richard Pollock and Wayne 
Warrington. 

Ronnie Brown sat alone on the front 
row for the final Pro-Sport heat after the 
rest of the racers were sent to the penal- 
ty line for jumping the start. The former 
National number 47, stuck in the Ama- 
teur ranks due to AMA licensing techni- 
calities, didn't really need the break, jet- 
ting out front on the Rod Lake/ 
SoftLink Wood-Rotax. He was chased 
by Danny Ritchie, Robbie Lee, Rick 
Pearce and Gary Ritchie. Pearce charged 
past Ritchie and Lee, managing to look 
smooth on a twitchy Honda CR500 and 


. to take second ahead of Danny Ritchie, 


Lee and Gary Ritchie. 

The AMA starter threw a red flag in 
the 883cc heat, restarting the field but 
without any penalties. On the restart, 
A.J. Herrera took the front spot ahead of 
Eric Wood, Donnie Paul and Trapper 
McDaniel, charging hard from the back 
row. Paul took over second but was 
soon joined by McDaniel, thus leaving 
Wood to run fourth. Reuben

there for too long, getting passed by 
Norm Francis. Herrera ran away from 
Paul, who was trailed by McDaniel, 
Wood and Francis. 

Eddie Mulder, Romero's sometime 
partner in promotions, stole the 
holeshot in the first heat of the Ascot- 
era vintage twins, leading two laps 
before slipping to third behind Ken 
Thiebaud and John Lundgren. Mulder 
pulled back into second as Lundgren 
dropped back and was passed by Jeff S. 
Johnson, getting back up to third on the 
last lap. 

Starter anticipation continued into 
the second 750cc heat, as all of the riders 
jumped the start. Clyde Denner got the 
best jump on the second start, leading 
Triumph riders Jeff Johnson, Mickey 
Alzola and Wayne Warrington. Johnson 
quickly moved to the front, Alzola went 
around the outside of Denner for sec- 
ond, and Dennis Pinheiro dropped War- 
rington to fifth. 

Steve Mayfield, Randy Bereman and 
J.P. Simonsen all got to watch the first 
Expert heat leave the line from the 
penalty line after jumping the start.

At the flash 
of the green light, Reed jumped out 
ahead of the pack, followed by Souza 
and Mayfield, who made quick work of 
the Pro-Sport crew to take the lead on 
the first go-around. He was soon joined 
by Iwanaga, who stuffed his way under 
Souza on lap three into second, while 
Johnson worked by Reed into fourth. 
Pauley managed to get by Reed into 
fifth, but time had run out before he 
could get past the Triumph of Johnson. 
Mayfield, Iwanaga and Souza, all 
Wood-Rotax-mounted, sped across the 
line ahead of the Triumph of Johnson 
and then the singles of Pauley, Reed and 
Ronnie Brown. Triumph-mounted Mul- 
der and Alzola followed, and Lundgren 
muscled his Yamaha twin across for the 
final paying spot. 


MAINS 


With a short break behind them, the 
Pro-Sport riders took to the track for 
their final race of the night. Progressive 
Suspension’s Reed led Brown, Pearce 








and Souza in the first false start, until 
AMA reteree Bob Hill lined them up 
again. This time Souza led Reed, Pearce, 
Ward McKee and Mike Gonzaies. Brown 
was forced to drop out when the exotic 
SoftLink rear suspension on his mount 
went south. Souza began to motor away 
from the pack, riding smoothly and con- 
sistently out front, while Pearce worked 
past Reed and set out after the leader. 
Reed slipped wide in turn two and got 
into the marbles, losing third to the KTM 
of McKee but taking third back on the 
outside of three and four. Souza kept the 
lead out front, while Pearce, looking 
wild but fast on his Honda CR500, slow- 
ly gained on the leader, half a lap ahead 
of third-placed Reed. 

Yamaha-mounted Gonzales passed 
McKee for fourth, and Richard Pollock 
rode his YZ400 around Danny Ritchie's 
Yamaha, securing the sixth and seventh 
spots. Yamaha-mounted Ron Hinton 
and the Hondas of Chris Rudy and 
Wayne Warrington filled out the top 20 
in the most diverse class of the night. 
The win gave Souza the Pro-Sport cham- 
pionship in the series, ahead of Kenny 
Noyes, Pearce, Ronnie Kemp and 
Brown. 

Paul got off the line ahead of 
McDaniel, Francis, Wood and Hererra to 
lead the 883cc race in the early going. 
Hererra began picking off riders on his 
Aztec Racing mount early on, moving 
past Wood on lap one and going outside 
Francis to pull in behind the two front- 
runners. Hererra's 883 was clearly one of 
the ^new-rule" 883s, as was evidenced by 
his power move past McDaniel on the 
back chute to pull in behind Paul. Fur- 
ther back, Wood was gaining on Francis, 
and Reuben Malaguarnero rolled on 
ahead of Mike Boyle and Ken Schlosser, 
who gained a spot when he passed Boyle 
for the seventh spot. 

Up front, Hererra was putting the 
pressure on Paul as the pair pulled 
away. That pressure finally worked 
when Paul slipped wide in turn two, 
leaving Hererra the space he needed to 
take the lead. McDaniel held on to 
fifth, ahead of Francis, Wood and 
Malaguarnero. 

Lundgren led the thundering 750cc 
twins off the line on his Champion 
Yamaha in their final ride of the series, 
ahead of a charging Johnson, Thiebaud, 
Mulder and Denner. Johnson slid his 
650cc Triumph around inside Lundgren 
to lead the first lap, as Thiebaud pulled 
up alongside Lundgren to try an outside 
pass on the wide groove in turn three. 
Lundgren held on to second, but he was 
put into third on the next lap when 
Thiebaud made the move work. Alzola 
drove around Denner's Norton to pull 
in behind Mulder, putting four Tri- 
umphs in the top five spots. Johnson 
continued to pull away ahead of 
Thiebaud, Lundgren, Mulder and Alzo- 
la. Bob Cobb, on one of Shell Thuet's 
Yamahas, put Denner back to seventh. 
Jeff S. Johnson followed, with Pinheiro 
and Malaguarnero rounding out the 
top 10. 

Riders lined up for the 600cc Expert 
race in what shaped up to be a mini 
National, as five National plate holders 
occupied the front row. Mayfield put his 
Mayfield Brokerage Wood-Rotax square- 
ly in front of the field at the flash of the 
green light, ahead of Rod Lake Racing’s 








Iwanaga and Aztec Racing rider Her- 
erra. As Mayfield and Iwanaga pulled 
away, Hererra was hounded by Steve 
Johnson, Simonsen and Pauley, who was 
trying to make his way to the front after 
a poor start. Pauley took advantage of 
Johnson and Simonsen's battle, diving 
inside to pull in behind Hererra, leaving 
tire marks obliterating the numbers on 
Hererra's inside number plate. Pauley 
pulled inside Hererra going into turn 
one, but would have to wait for the back 
straight to pass the tenacious Hererra on 
his Bill Fagundes-tuned Wood-Rotax. 
Simonsen was working to get by John- 
son on the outside as Robert Seay went 
down in turn one, taking Allan McClel- 
lan up to the bales, while Jesse Sanchez 
had no place to go but over the top, com- 
ing to a halt in the hay. Both riders got 
up bruised and shaken, but their bikes 
were bent up too much to continue. 

AMA rules give a minimum of five 
laps on a late-race restart, effectively 
placing Mayfield at the front of a single- 
file trophy dash. The race order contin- 
ued as before, but now Pauley was 
directly behind Mayfield and Iwanaga. 
Hererra lost a bit of ground on the lead- 
ers, holding off Johnson and a hard- 
charging Simonsen, who tried an out- 
side pass on Hererra and Johnson, only 
to get into the turn-two marbles, swap 
ends and hit the ground hard. This 
bought out the red flag once again. 
Simonsen was up shortly, bruised and 
battered, quickly knocking the bars back 
into ridable condition, and the race was 
started once again. 

Mayfield hung on to win ahead of 
Iwanaga and Pauley. Randy Bereman 
took advantage of the restart to pass 
both Johnson and Hererra, sliding into 
fourth. Hererra held on to finish fifth, 
with Johnson and McClellan on his tail. 
Ronnie Reimer and McDaniel brought 
up the rear, while Robert Seay and Jesse 
Sanchez were credited with the final 
two positions. 

Overall, Lonnie Pauley clinched the 
West Coast Flat Track Series Expert 
600cc Championship, while Tony Souza, 
with one win, grabbed the number-one 
spot in the Pro-Sport class. Triumph 
rider Jeff Johnson went three for three in 
the 750cc Modern Vintage class to clinch 
that title. The 883cc championship went 
to A.J. Hererra, who posted two wins

iE DENMARK, AUG. 21 

"SW ain failed to dampen the enthusi- 
asm of home-nation favorite 
ANA Brian Karger as he roared to vic- 
ry at Vojens Speedway in Vojens, Den- 
mark, to gain one of two places avail- 
able in next year's World Individual 
Championship grand prix series. He got 
the better of classy Swede Peter Karls- 
son in a runoff after both riders finished 
on 14 points, ensuring they will be mix- 
ing it with the big boys next year. 

“Sudden” Sam Ermolenko was 
pleased with his efforts, as he headed 
the qualifiers for the Grand Prix Chal- 
lenge, which takes place in Pardubice, 
Czech Republic, on October 3. 

Other qualifiers for the sudden- 
death-challenge event were England's 
Joe Screen, Denmark’s John Jorgensen, 
England's Gary Havelock, Denmark's 
Nicki Pedersen and Sweden's Mikael 
Karlsson. 

The meeting started in dreadful con- 
ditions, with rain: coming down, which 
caused some concern for the majority of 
riders heading back to England for 
important meetings the following night. 
If this meeting had been called off, it 
would have been on Saturday, which 
would have caused chaos with the 
British League. 

As is always the case when racing in 
the rain, riders went for the fast starts to 
avoid getting filled in with dirt from 
their rivals’ back wheels, but that’s 
exactly what happened to Kelvin Tatum 
in heat one. The former World finalist 
missed the start and made a mess of the 
first turn as Overseas Champion Jason 
Lyons pulled well clear down the back 
straight to head the race from Nicki Ped- 
ersen and Joe Screen. 

Karger signaled his intentions to the 
rest of the field with a fast start in heat 
two, leaving Gunnestad, Paul Hurry 
and Peter Nahlin trailing well behind 
him. This was matched by Peter Karls- 
son in heat three, as his margin of victo- 
ry was impressive over Gary Havelock - 
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despite the fact that the rain was easing. 
Steele ordered the Vojens track staff to 
work on the track with a view to taking 
the dirt to the outside, which meant the 
top surface, which was nothing but 
slime, was clear for the riders to contin- 
ue. 

But the problems didn’t stop there. 
Heat nine had to be raced more than 
once, as Aussie Mark Lemon went 
down in the first turn but was allowed 
back in for a rerun. Then he repeated the 
damage and was excluded by Steele for 
causing the stoppage of the race, and 
effectively his night was over. Peter 
Karlsson took full advantage of the sec- 
ond rerun to make it three straight wins 
and he became the favorite to go on and 
take the title. 

Mikael Karlsson struggled for third 
place in heat 10 and, with three points 
from three rides, it looked almosy certain 
that his hopes of a place in the Grand 
Prix challenge were over - until later. 
Ermolenko's first defeat came at the 
hands of Nicki Pedersen in heat 11, but 
with eight points on the board, he was 
still well on course for a rostrum place. 

Heats 12 and 13 proved to be the 
turning point for Karger, as he assured 
himself of a place on the rostrum with 
two successive wins. He was an impres- 
sive winner of heat 12, ahead of coun- 
tryman Jorgensen, and in heat 13-һе was 
forced to work hard in the early stages, 
with a tight first turn against the hard- 
riding Ronni Pedersen, with Ermolenko

Karger suffered his 
only defeat of the night in 
heat seven, when he was 
second best to Peter Karls- 
son, who looked fast as he 
roared away into the sec- 
ond lap, while his younger 
brother Mikael trailed in at 
the back. 

But the make-or-break 
time for this event came at 


the end of heat eight,

efending 800cc National Champi- 
on James “Jammer” Large pulled 
off another come-from-behind 
victory in the AMA National 
Championship Hillclimb Series. Large 
led after everyone had his first run up 
the hill, but Steve Dresser eclipsed his 
time on the first ride of the second 
round. Large was the last competitor on 
the hill and once again he rose to the 
occasion, taking his third straight win to 
increase his points lead. Bobby Temple- 
ton finished in third ahead of Mike 
DeBusk and Bob Shreiner. 

In the 540cc class, TNT Productions 
Inc. co-founder Terry Thompson took 
the win in his own back yard - literally. 
Phil Libhart and Ted Wilkins took sec- 
ond and third, and points leader David 
Watson snagged fourth ahead of rookie 
Tim Friedhoff. The Grumpy Valley 
event also shook up the points standings 
as five-time and defending National 
Champion Paul Pinsonnault struggled 
with mechanical problems, finishing 
11th overall. 





540cc 


Class rookie Kenney Reif was the 
first rider to challenge the 365-foot hill. 
The hill is the flattest on the pro circuit 
but it offered four major obstacles to the 
riders. Right after the start is a short, 
steep ramp that throws the bikes 
straight up in the air. Riders need to 
clear a little ditch before the critical, long 
double jump at the 140-foot mark. After 
the double was a straight stretch that led 
up to the chasm, a 25-foot long, 10-foot 
deep gully right before the lights. 

Reif got his front end high off the 
ramp and it caused him to case the dou- 
ble, though he held on for a 7.581-sec- 
ond run to get things started. 

Next up was Howell Triumph- 
backed Libhart. Libhart has had an 
excellent season and he was looking for 
his second win of the year. He really 
dropped the hammer on the Kreeger 
Pro Hillclimb Triumph and he flew way 
past the downside of the double, then 
also overjumped the chasm, losing valu- 
able time in the air. A time of 6.374 was 
fast enough for fourth at the end of the 
first series of rides.

David Watson was making his first 
ride ever as the 540cc points leader, and 
the Mac's Cycle Supply /KAP-backed 
Honda rider put in a great ride. David 
got sideways off the ramp but he cor- 
rected quickly and kept his nitro-burn- 
ing CR low over the double and held it 
on through the lights and flew over the 
top of the hill. 

"My ride was about as fast as I could 
go,” Watson said. “I clicked it up a gear 
in the air and it pulled strong.” 

Terry Thompson brought his Thomp- 
son Racing BSA to the line. After three 
wins this season already, Thompson 
knows how to shave seconds and he 
proved it right off the start, timing the 
ramp perfectly and getting his bike 
down fast to line up the double. His 
5.990 would be the day’s fastest run. 

As the class wound down, two of the 
fastest riders were waiting for their 
shots. Rotax-powered Ted Wilkins was 
trying to regain his winning form from 


early in the season and he put in a flaw- 


less first attempt, as his paddle-tired 
machine left a rooster tail every time it 
was on the ground. Wilkins' 6.216 was 
third fastest in round one. 

Pinsonnault had a problem getting 
his number-one-plated Honda fired and 
he had to go on the clock before his first 
ride. After getting it back in before his 
10 minutes were up, it was obvious dur- 
ing his run that his bike was way down 
on power. He fought hard to get his bike 
over the jumps and through the lights at 
7.108 seconds. 

“I think the ignition side seal blew,” 
Pinsonnault said. "It's way too lean, and 
this happened once before." 

Libhart stepped it up in round two, 








keeping his Triumph twin low over the 
jumps and hooked up for a time of 
6.002, the fastest second-round run in 
either class. The run netted him second 
overall and propelled him into second 
in the 540cc points chase. 

“My first ride was kind of'rough," 
Libhart said. "I landed hard after the 
double but we didn't change anything. 
We came back and got a clean run in, 
just a little off Thompson's time." 

Watson elected to scratch his second 
ride as he concentrates on winning his 
first National Championship. 

Tim Friedhoff put in a smooth, fast 
ride on his second attempt to stop the 
clocks at 6.162 for fifth overall, ahead of 
Toby Thompson's second ride of 6.373. 
Friedhoff's bike seemed to have a stick- 
ing throttle on his first run but it was 
actually a jetting problem. 

"This is the first time we've run 
methanol and it was way too lean on my 
first ride," Friedhoff said. "I had some 
help from my brother and the 
McNeelys, and the second ride went 
really well." 

As the contenders came up short, the 
last two riders waited for their chance. 
Wilkins got his front end high over the 
ramp but he nailed the rest of the hill to 
put in a 6.091-second shot for third over- 
all. 

"I wish I hadn't messed up the start," 
Wilkins said. "I might have been able to 
get those guys today. The day turned 
out okay." 

Pinsonnault needed to put in a great 
ride to beat Thompson but his motor- 
cycle wasn't working well enough; he 
couldn't get enough speed over the 
ramp and he landed on his front wheel, 


short of the ditch. While he did manage 
to save it, he was out of bounds before 
the double. 

“I tried mixing the fuel differently so 
it wouldn't lean out but it didn't work 
out today," Pinsonnault said. 

Thompson had his second Ohio win 
of the season and fourth overall despite 
a severely sprained ankle from Dans- 
ville. 

“I just wanted to make a conservative 


ride because I didn't know how my leg 


was going to hold up over the jumps," 
Thompson said. "I came out of the hole 
nice and got over the jumps in good 
shape. Before the last jump, I backed out 
of it because I didn't want to land too 
hard and have my leg give out. It was 
just a nice, smooth ride that happened 
to be fast enough to win today. It's been 
an all-around good day."

Thompson Racing /Pro-Action/Parts 
Unlimited-Thor rider Dresser set the 
early pace in the 800cc class. Though he 
got really sideways off the ramp and 
then had to fight off a major cross-up 
over the double, Dresser got everything 
straightened out by the 240-foot mark to 
power over the chasm for a time of 
6.659. 

Next up was Glen Petty Jr., who has 
ridden well at every hillclimb this sea- 
son. But today was not his day. 

“I underjumped the double,” said 
Petty after getting sideways off the 
ramp and cross-rutting the double. Petty 
had to sit out his second ride because of 
broken bones in his had, though the 230- 
foot run gave him 10th on tlie day. 

Wallace Fowler on the Casto Cycle's 
GSX-R Suzuki suffered the same result 
as Petty on the first run, but he would 
better his 220-foot ride on his second 
pass. 

The 800s were leaving the line so 


hard that the riders just couldn't keep it 


on line for the double, so many riders 
rolled the bottom and the double just to 
get in a time on the first ride. Bob 
Shreiner, on the Dr. Bob's Racing 
Kawasaki triple, rolled the bottom and 
then really got on it on the last part of 
the hill. Shreiner's 8.650-second run was 
good for fifth overall but it came at a 
price, as he flew over the top of the hill. 

"When I hit after the last jump, my 
hand came off the throttle so I couldn't 
blip the throttle to get the front end up 
and I crashed on the backside of the 
hill," Shreiner said. 

The next good run came from Bobby 
Templeton. Templeton rolled up the 
ramp and then cranked on the Erskine's 
PMS for Motorcycles Harley-Davidson 
to easily clear the double and set up for 
the run over the chasm. His time of 
7.077 seconds was strong but he really 








got air over the top and had a hard land- 
ing at the end. 

The last rider in the 800cc class was 
Large, from nearby Columbus, Ohio. 
Large wheeled the Reiser's Cycle Ser- 
vice/F&S Harley-Davidson / White 
Brothers/KK Motorcycle Supply/C] 
Frames Harley-Davidson to the line, 
looking for his third straight win to 
stretch out his points lead in the class. 
Large got really sideways off the ramp 
but he worked the bike over the double 
and had it straightened out when he 
landed. Even with all his problems get- 
ting to the timers, he still put in the lead- 
ing 800cc time of the first round, a 6.577- 
second run. 

"We're sitting in first but I don't 
think it will hold up - people are going 
faster," Large said. "When I came out of 
the hole, my footpeg didn't go all the 
way down and I was more worried 
about getting my foot back on the peg 
than the ride. So we should be able to go 
faster, too." 

Dresser was after his second win of 
the year, and he let it all go.on the bot- 
tom of the hill. He got sideways off the 
ramp and his foot slipped off the peg 
over the double, but he was determined 
to hold it on and he made it past the 
light and into the lead with a time of 
6.422. 

“1 wish I could have gotten a straight 
ride through," Dresser said. "Both of my 
rides were crooked. I was fortunate to 
stay upright. Still, I almost won it." 

With Petty out, Wallace Fowler 
rolled the bottom and then cranked it on

» Series Champion Lance Smail 
rebounded from a rare loss at the previ- 
ous round to scorch both motos of round 
eight at the beautiful, Bob Klemp-prepped 
Ward Creek MX site on his Russ Fletcher- 
prepared Husaberg FC 501. He also 
clinched his third consecutive series title 
in the process. Claiming the champi- 
onship with one event remaining in the 
series gives the Washington resident the 
option of hitting the finale of the 
AMA/Mazda Truck 250cc National 
Championship MX Series, where the 
KTM 250 SX rider is currently 15th in 
points. 

As usual, Smail set the tempo for the 
day from the moment the gate dropped 
for moto one, riding what was essentially 
a brand-new bike - a precaution after a 
main-bearing failure while leading the 
second moto at Albany, Oregon, two 
weeks before. 

"We did everything on the bike," 
Smail said after morning practice. "We 
figured we'd better have a new bike for 
this race, because there is a chance of win- 
ning the championship today if things go 
well. We want everything to go right, so 
we wanted everything new and ready. 
I'm just going to go out and take each 
moto one step at a time and try to win 
them both and see where everyone's sit- 
ting after that.” 

All the action took place behind him in 
both motos. Scott Myers, on a The Racer's 
Edge-backed YZ400F, held the runner-up 
spot for much of moto one before suc- 
cumbing to Motoworld of El Cajon (Cali- 
fornia)-sponsored Dustin Nelson - the 
winner at Albany. 

“1 just got a good start,” Myers said. 
“The roost is so bad here, so I didn’t 
want to get roosted. I tried to stay up 
there (in second) and just keep a good 
pace and at least try to keep Smail in 
sight. That's really all I was trying to do; 
I was just having fun, and the bike was

'$ been a season to remember for 

Beta’s Doug Lampkin. After riding to 

the overall win at the last eight 
rounds of the series - taking 14 individ- 
ual-day wins and finishing second on 
the two he didn't win outright - the 
young British rider locked up his second 
consecutive Observed Trial World 
Championship at the prior round, held 
in Finland. 

For most, this would be enough. But 
not for Lampkin. Instead, he attempted 
to maintain his 100-percent overall win 
record. He did it, but not without losing 
out to his main rival - Montesa's Marc 
Colomer - on the opening day of the 
event. 

As it happened, former champion 
Colomer, the man Lampkin deposed 





after the Spaniard had enjoyed just one 
year with the number-one plate, man- 
aged to squeak out his second individ- 
ual-day win on Saturday. But as Lamp- 
kin invariably does, he blitzed to the 
second day's win as Colomer collapsed 


to a lowly seventh. This gave Lampkin 
15 day wins on the season. Colomer was 
next on two (Czech Republic/Norway) 
and Kenichi Kuroyama managed one 
(Germany). Lampkin took all nine over- 
all, and three second places were his 
worst scores in the whole series - an 
absolutely amazing performance. 

The Norwegian trial was an 
unknown. quantity as this was the first 
time that the small, sparsely populated 
Scandinavian country has staged а 
World Round. The woods north of the 

capital city, Oslo, provided the base for 
a trial that the majority of riders rated 
as very good. The slippery, damp rock 
slabs, spiced up by plenty of tree roots

and bound together with mud, made 
an interesting change from the staple 
diet of tight turns and big rock steps 
found at the rest of the European 
rounds. 

With the championship decided and 
Colomer all but locked in second, the 
real point of interest was over who 
would finish third. The possibilities 
were one of the Japanese riders - 
Kuroyama or Fujinami - or Brit Graham 
Jarvis, who has campaigned the lone 
Scorpa with great effect this year. 

The opening section of the 15 that 
comprised the loop was merely a feaser 
- really just a loose rock climb, 
although it took Fujinami for a dab 

early on. The second hazard was more 
typical of what the day had in store. 
The mixture of roots, slabs and rocks 
had Colomer settling for a sate one. The 
third section was the first real test and 
only Kuroyama and David Cobos 
cleaned this first time through, with the 
slightly built Japanese the only real 
master of the section as he alone took 
two cleans on it. Lampkin struggled on 
this with a three and a two on his suc- 
cessive visits. 

But Lampkin was back in control 
with-a clean at the fourth section, one 
that featured a variety of different lines 
and which led to cleans also by Colom- 
ет, Fujinami and Finnish rider Joa Hin- 
dren, who has really finished the year 
strongly and will be looking for some 
extra ‘backing for "99. This mixture of 
mud, roots and rocks was the staple diet 


of the loop, which took comparatively 
few marks and even allowed the lower- 
order riders a few cleans. 

The 13th section - unlucky for many, 
as it turned out - was a lot tougher, 
though. It really ruined Graham Jarvis’ 
chance of a podium placing - and with it 
third overall in the series - when he lost 
a pair of maximums on the opening day. 
Kuroyama’s three and one were the best 
on the day. 

And the final section of the loop was 
a fitting finale that saw only two cleans 
on the opening day, these coming from 
Lampkin and surprise fourth-place fin- 
isher Bruno Camozzi, the big French- 
man who obviously found the slippery 
conditions to his liking. . 

The day had started off fine, but rain 
started to fall through the first lap and 
increased until it was very heavy as 
riders started their second circuit. Sur- 
prisingly, perhaps, this actually eased 
conditions in some sections as the run- 
ning water carried mud off the rock 
slabs, making for more grip. An 
unwanted five in the relatively easy 
12th section spoiled Lampkin’s push 
for victory, but Colomer fully deserved 
his glory with a confident ride. Kuroya- 
ma virtually made sure of getting third 
place in the series with third on the day 
as Jarvis was left lamenting those maxi- 
mums on the 13th section, although he 
was happy to beat Fujinami on the tie 
breaker after both parted with 30 in 
total. 

As he has done so often in the past 
when under threat, Lampkin came out 
on Sunday with his guns blazing and 
just took the field apart. His total of 15 
for the day was less than half of runner- 
up Fujinami's score and it included a 
five at the easyish seventh section. If 
anything, the course was harder on Sun- 
day, since there was no rain to wash the 
slime off the rocks and conditions were 
very slippery indeed. His ride was just a 
reminder - in case rivals thought they 
saw a chink in his armor following the 
previous day’s narrow defeat - that he is 
the World number one by right, not by 
chance. 

Kuroyama and his best friend Fuji- 
nami virtually swapped places from the 
previous day, but it was too late for sec- 
ond-placed Fujinami, as Jarvis weighed 
in with an excellent fourth place and 
claimed the World number-four bib for 
next year. Hindren signed off in style in 
fifth - a great ride for a privateer who 
gets no backing apart from his own 
efforts - while Kuroyama was sixth. 
Colomer held off Steve Colley for sev- 
enth. Colley has once again under- 
achieved with a vengeance in the series, 
but he now looks forward to the indoor 
season, where:he can let his outrageous 
skills do the talking. In third on the day 
was Cobos, and the young Gas Gas 
rider has had a strange season. Like 
Colley, he often promises much more 
than he achieves, but he is still only a 
teenager and can expect to achieve 
much greater consistency in future 
years. CN

| ith several races being canceled 
due to land problems, the 
МЫ NETRA Hare Scrambles season 
is quickly coming to an end - forcing 
many riders to scramble for year-end 
points and prompting one of the largest- 
ever turnouts for the Salmon Run. The 
man who came away from the event 
with the most points was MHR/Factory 
Connection’s Jose McLevy, the Expert- 
class winner. 

More than 60 riders participated in 
the Junior event, a class dominated once 
again by Nathan Kanney. Robert Lan- 
genback put on a hard charge, finishing 
second just over one minute down, with 
Ryan Dellaghelfa finishing third. Ryan 
Sheehan, meanwhile, took the checkered 
flag in the Mini class, with Brandi 
Vaughen winning the Women’s class. It 
was Mike Wolf on his KX125 taking the 
overall win in the Novice class, edging 
out the field of 180 riders. 

With the large turnout for all the 
classes, the Expert/Amateur race got 
pushed back by more than an hour, with 
the green flag finally dropping at 2:09 
p.m. for the start of the seven-lap event. 
The riders took off in the Blackwater 
style, with four riders leaving every five 
seconds. Leading the pack was Josh 
McLevy and Ken Valentine on the first 
row. Following on the next few rows 
were Ken Law, Luke McNeil, Brian 
Tucker and Tom Norton. 

The course was basically the same one 
that was used in July for the Union Hare 
Scrambles, except for the addition of a 
few new zigzags and the removal of 
most of the straightaways. It was a little 
dusty in the open sections, but the woods 
were damp and slippery. The new sec- 
tions kept the race slower, making for a 
more technical race. The infamous water 
hole was extremely deep and full of ruts. 
Overall, it was a relentless track that 
offered very little in the way of rest. 

The first rider to go down was Law, 
who immediately lost several positions. 
VMR/Spectro/ C-cycle/Scott's-backed 
Norton was the next to go down, hitting a 
stump and endoing. He also lost several 
positions, but he caught right back up to 
close right on McNeil. As the riders came 
into a new section, they both hit a rut. 

"It looked like a good line,” McNeil 
said later, “but it was just bottomless 
and sucked you right in.” 

Both riders went down, with Norton 
getting out first and McNeil coming out 
behind him - down several positions. 

McLevy, meanwhile, was out front 
and avoiding all the mishaps to end the 
first lap with almost two minutes on 
second-placed Valentine. Norton was 














third - down another 13 seconds - with 
Brian O'Neill and Brian Tucker round- 
ing out the top five. Law had been dic- 
ing in the front but drowned out his 
bike at the water hole and lost almost an 
entire lap trying to get the bike refired. 
Law drowned out two more times 
before calling it quits. 

By the end of the second lap, McLevy had 
an uncontestable lead, with more than two 
minutes over Norton. Valentine was now 
third, down another 30 seconds, and was fol- 
lowed by O'Neill. Moving up into fifth place 
was 200cc Expert rider Jess Berthiaume. 
Right on Berthiaume's tail was Tucker and 
McNeil - with all three coming through the 
water hole within five seconds of each other. 

Lawson had drowned out in the 
water hole on the first lap and lost sever- 
al minutes trying to restart. He put on a 
charge on for the third lap, catching and 
passing both McNeil and Tucker and 
closing to within seconds of Berthiaume 
as the two came through the barrens. 

Out in front, McLevy was putting 30 
seconds per lap on second-placed Norton. 

"My bike was awful," Norton said. "I 
had the rebound too fast. It was just 
beating me up. I came in to pit at the end 
of the fourth lap and changed it a few 
clicks: What a difference. I was putting 
in 20- to 30-second-faster lap times." 

Valentine had closed to within 40 
seconds of Norton at the end of the 
fourth lap, but by the end of the next lap 
Norton had increased the gap to almost 
two minutes. It was too late, however, to 
catch McLevy, who now had more than 
a four-minute lead. But Norton man- 
aged to.whittle away at it, decreasing 
the margin by the checkered flag to just 
over three minutes. 

"The first four laps just beat me up 
good," Norton said. "I just kept crash- 
ing. But I did put in some fast laps times 
at the end. I pulled off a second on an 
otherwise bad day, so I'm happy." 

"I've been really training hard,” 
McLevy said. "I spend my off-weekends 
doing motocross, trying to improve my 
first few laps and get that early lead. It's 
really paid off. I just try and stay smooth 
and keep on the bike." 

With first and second place wrapped 
up, it came down to an all-out battle for 
third place. Berthiaume, Lawson and 
McNeil put on the hard charge in the 
final laps, catching Valentine in the 
water hole just before the barrels at the 
end of the sixth lap. 

“1 got right behind Valentine coming 
into the water," Berthliaume said. "We 
were just cruising through since the 
water's so deep. I hear this bike flying 
up behind us - he must have been in 
third gear. I’m thinking, "Who could this 
be?' And here comes Lawson right 
through the water like a big tidal wave." 

Lawson took over the third-place posi- 
tion coming through the barrens, with 
Valentine, Berthiaume and McNeil hot on 
his tail - the trio banging bars as they 
came around the pits. Valentine managed 
to regain the lead and was determined to 
hold off the pack - which he did, coming 
around to the barrels in third place. 
Berthiaume crashed hard on the last lap,

swapping in a slippery root section, but 
he still managed to come around within 
his allotted time - edging out both Law- 
son and Valentine for third place overall 
and the Expert-class Highpoint. Lawson 
finished with fourth-place points and 
Valentine rounded out the top five. 
Amateur 250cc rider Joshua Beebe 
took the Amateur-class Highpoint, edg- 
ing out Ryan Jump from the Amateur 
200cc class by just over two minutes. €N

Mounting a borrowed box-stock lay- 
down Jawa that appeared to be jet-fuel- 
powered, Diem totally dominated every 
one of his four heats, his semi, and a

With four riders already occupying 
starting positions for the Scratch main, 
the fifth spot was determined by a last- 
chance qualifier.

On the starting grid were Gene Bon- 
signore, Lenny Dillon, George Lazor 
and Frank Watson. Out of gate one, 
Bonsignore had the lead off the start 
until turn four. Dillon pulled alongside, 
where he remained until turn three, 
where he slid up near the wall, giving 
the lead back to Bonsignore. Dillon 
recovered quickly and again was wheel 
to wheel with Bonsignore in turn two 
and three on the outside. A third rider - 
JBR Racing/NJK Leathers/Cody-Jawa- 
sponsored Lazor - decided to join the 
party and was also wheel to wheel with 
Bonsignore on the inside. Out of turn 
two and down the back straight, Cody- 
Jawa/Snap-On Tools-sponsored Bon- 
signore sandwiched between Lazor and 
Dillon and got bumped back to third. 
Never more than half a bike length 
apart, Dillon valiantly tried to gain 
ground on the outside of Lazor. Unable 
to advance there, Dillon dived to the 
inside of Lazor on turn three, getting a 
little too sideways and moving Lazor 
out to where he got enough traction to

beat Dillon by half a bike length to the 
finish line to secure the transfer spot to 
the main. 

Getting an equal start off the gate 
with Lenny McBride, Lazor, Tom Seph- 
ton and Bruce Nelson, Diem was two 
lengths ahead of McBride going down 
the back straight. All riders stayed fairly 
equal on the first few turns; however, 
Diem had such superior power on the 
straights that it appeared to be a matter- 
of-fact race, with Diem easily taking the 
checkered flag. 

However, although Diem took his 
third victory of the year, the coveted 
track championship eluded him. Enter- 
ing the last regular race of the season, 
Diem found himself eight points behind 
leader McBride. 

The point spread changed quickly, 
however, when, after winning his first 
heat, Anton's Pizzeria/Tony B Tires- 
sponsored McBride was leading his sec- 
ond heat when his 13-year-old Godden 
decided it needed medical attention. But 
the bike kept going long enough for a 
third-place finish and one point. 

Borrowing a Jawa from promoter 
Jason Bonsignore, McBride kept his 
championship chances alive by finishing 
his heats with a second and a first. After 
making several setup adjustments, 
McBride won his semi. With those fin- 
ishes and a second place in the main, 
McBride captured the track champi- 
onship for the second year by only three 
points. 

Cam Rafferty continued his assault 
on the Support A class. Rafferty again 
took the checkered flag in his heat, semi, 
and final events. At 14 years old, the for- 
mer flat-track racer is definitely on track 
to a Division One ride. 

The Support B-class winner's circle 
was also occupied by a convert from the 
flat-track ranks. Todd Hunter, in only 
his second appearance on a speedway 
bike, won that class, as he did in his 
first showing at New Champion Speed- 
way. CN

Te Meiring of Tracy won the 25- 





lap Open A main event as he rode 

wire to wire to victory over rivals 
Toby Jorgensen of Stockton and Rob 
Damron of Morgan Hill at the Lodi 
Cycle Bowl. 

Valley Harley-Davidson of Stockton, 
the local Harley Owners Group, along 
with many other local merchants, 
ponied up a $2000 purse, and the Lodi 
Cycle Bowl played host to the largest 
racing crowd this year. In winning, the 
14-year-old Meiring pulled off the ride 
of his young career, much to the sur- 
prise of the legions of loyal fans of both 
Jorgensen and Damron. 

Two heats and one semi determined 
the starting positions for 13 Experts, 
with Damron and Meiring topping the 
two heat races and Kevin Bricker cross- 
ing the line first in the semi. 

Meiring shot from the outside pole 
position as the starting light flashed to 
start the main event. He was followed 
by a very fast and determined Damron. 
Meiring and Damron dueled intensely 
for about eight laps before Damron fell 
while exiting turn four and coming onto 
the front straight. Damron quickly 
remounted, losing only one position, 
which allowed Jorgensen to move up 
from third to second. Meiring, Jorgensen 
and Damron soon distanced themselves 
from the pack, lapping many riders - 
some of them twice. 

"It was perfect," Meiring said follow- 
ing his main-event victory. "I had a 
good start in the heat race, then got a lit- 
tle messed up in the first corner. I got it 
the way I wanted it and then rode hard 
for the win." 

Although not finishing with a podi- 
um finish, 14-year-old and first-year 
Expert Mickey Lane of Vallejo showed 


great potential, as he finished seventh, 


behind Eddie Dixon, who is no slouch 
by any stretch of the imagination. Lane 
turned many heads as he ran midpack 
with the fast guys of Northern Califor- 
nia for the entire main event. 

Last year's black-plate number-two 
Pee Wee, Joe Hernandez, played giant- 
killer in the combined 60cc short-track 
main event. Hernandez and Bobby Fong 
rocketed off the line ahead of Steve 
Bosnay and stayed there for the better 
part of a lap and a half before being 
blown away down the back straight by 
Bosnay. Lap after lap, the lead of Bosnay 
was eroded away by Hernandez, with 
Bosnay being displaced to second at 
about the halfway point. Hernandez 
took the checkered flag by a six-bike- 
length margin, with Fong hanging on to 
a solid third. 

"| just listen to my dad and take his 








advice," Hernandez said of his duel 
with Bosnay. "He showed me how to 
close in and pass, then stay ahead to 
win." 

Fong's younger brother Anthony, an 
A rider, had his hands full with a very 
determined Ryan Law, a B rider, on 
both the short track and TT. Law scored 
the perfect holeshot to the first turn on 
the short track, with Fong in hot pursuit. 
Fong followed his rival for several laps 
and then closed in as Law bobbled 
slightly in the middle of the north turn. 
Fong then bobbled at the same spot on 
the following lap, allowing Law to pull 
away and score the victory. Back for 
revenge on the TT, Fong outgunned 
Law to the first turn and held the posi- 
tion to the checkered flag. With Law 
turning Expert after tonight, the intensi- 
ty should heat up between these two 
Pee Wees and make for more good rac- 
ing. 

Pee Wee C rivals Danielle Caldeira 
and Travis McCarthy ran 1-2 and then 2- 
1 on the short track and TT, setting the 
stage for a friendly rivalry. Back in third 
in both races was Chad Cose in only his 
second race as a Pee Wee. Cose rode 
smoothly as he stayed within sight of 
the leaders. 

Local 80cc Expert Brandon Inder- 
bitzin had his work cut out for him as he 
jumped the start, along with Mike Rush, 
on the short track, and was banished to 
Siberia (the third row). Last week's mul- 
tiple winner, Jason Grewe, found him- 
self suddenly out in front for several 
laps before he was reeled in by Jared 
McWhirter and Inderbitzin. 

Inderbitzin continued to crank up the 
wick as the laps wound down, but he 
had to settle for second as McWhirter 
aced the win. 

A talented class of 250cc short-track 
riders brought the crowd to its feet, and 
Freddy Poli ran up front for the better 
part of six laps. Hisayoshi Kawahara 
waited in the wings, stalking the crafty 
teenager, anticipating a bobble. Poli 
slipped slightly coming out of turn two 
and then bobbled big-time exiting turn 
four. Kawahara pounced quickly and 
then won the drag race to the finish, 
barely ahead of Poli. 

Vintage A rivals Roger Hamilton and 
John Eichelbaugh diced around the oval 
in the Vintage main in the battle of the 
750cc Yamaha twins, with Hamilton get- 
ting the nod. Eichelbaugh chased 
Hamilton once again on the short track 
in the Vintage Twin class, with Hamil- 
ton once again taking home the top оп 
ors at the finish. 

In what is fast becoming one of the 
larger classes at the Lodi Cycle Bowl, 
Knobby short-track riders Joe Cunning- 
ton and Darrin Gibson once again beat 
Knobby master Scott Taylor. 

“It was а ' great race,” Cunnington said 
after the race. “We go toe to toe. My 
buddy got the holeshot, and I had to 
catch him. I was a little worried, but it 
was good racing and a lot of fun.” CN

COSTA MESA, CA, AUG. 22 

t was Orange County Harley-David- 
Ё Night at Costa Mesa Speedway. 

There was a small fortune in exotic 
Harleys ready to race around the small 
Costa Mesa oval called the Bullring. Jeff 
Hays and Jimmy Raymond came out as 
the winners in the Harley races. Ray- 
mond, with his ape-hanger bars and 
kicked-out front end, is always a crowd 
pleaser. Not to be upstaged was the reg- 
ular race program of Speedway bikes 
and the crowd-pleasing Sidecars. For 
the second time this season, "Rad" Brad 
Oxley and Randy DiFrancesco shared 
the podium, with Oxley winning the 
Scratch main and DiFrancesco taking 
the honors in the Handicap. 

To get to the main events, you have 
to qualify, and on the Scratch side of the 
program, the first order of business is to 
get a first or second in the four-man, 
four-lap heat race. The first heat had 
Johnny Walker on the pole, with Bobby 
“Boogaloo” Schwartz in two. John Aden 
loaded into the third slot, with Jason 
Chism in four. As they staged it, Chism 
got in too deep and he touched the 
tapes. Chism was sent to the 20-yard 
line and they staged again. When the 
gate came up, it was the "Master of the 
Gate," Schwartz, who went to the head 
of pack. He took the rest of the field to 
class as he led from start to finish. Aden 
was out second, and Aden and 
Schwartz distanced themselves from the 
rest of the field. They both would move 
to the semis. 

In the second heat, it was Charlie 
Cooley who drew the pole, with Kon 
Baur in two. David Taylor was in three, 
with Gary Hicks in four. Hicks cut an 
awesome gate, went out on top, and 
was gone. Baur had his hands full with 
Cooley, trying to make the outside work 
for him. They were close, but it was 
Baur at the checkered, and he and Hicks 
would move up the program. 





Charlie “The Edge” Venegas drew 
the pole in the third heat. Next to him 
was Shawn “Mad Dog” McConnell, 
with Brian Burch in three and Andy 
“The Enforcer” Northrup in four. When 
the gate came up, Venegas headed for 
the outside and McConnell headed for 
the pole. It looked like McConnell had a 
slight lead, but Venegas turned it up a 
notch and came out on top and kept the 
wick turned up for the win. McConnell 
also made the transfer, with Northrup 
missing by inches. Burch was fourth. 

The final heat had “Fast” Ed Castro 
on the pole, with Oxley in two, Ackroyd 
in three and DiFrancesco in four. Ack- 
royd had bike problems and couldn’t 
make the call and it became a three-man 
go. Oxley got a fantastic start and took it 
to the rest of the field. Castro tried to 
take the long way around, getting out in 
the dirt - but when up against Oxley, 
this is really hard to do, as he really 
makes the low line work. Castro was 
still in for second and, along with Oxley, 
he would move to the semis. 

The first semi had Hicks on the pole, 
with Schwartz in two and McConnell in 
three. On the outside, it was Castro. On 
the first try at a go, it was Hicks who got 
overanxious and touched the tapes. He 
was sent to the 20-yard line. The second 
try saw a clean start, with McConnell 
pulling off a great move that put him 
down low on the PVC and out in front. 
Schwartz was right on his tail and Hicks 
was running third: Castro never got a 
lap in the books, as bike problems side- 
lined him. Hicks was trying to get some- 
thing going, but the fickle finger of fate 
got him, too, and on the last lap he 
broke: McConnell and Schwartz moved 
to the main, and Castro and Hicks had 
one more shot in the last-chance qualifi- 
er. 

The second semi had Baur on the 


pole, with Venegas in two and Oxley 


and Aden in thrée and four. Oxley got 
the gate that put him in the lead, with 
Venegas a very close second. Unfortu- 
nately for Oxley, it was a four-lap race - 
and his bike only went two. Venegas 
was more than happy to take over. 
Aden picked up the place spot and they 
moved to the main. Oxley went to the 
drawing board to find the cause of his 
problem and try to recover, as he and 
Baur had one more shot in the LCQ. 

The last-chance saw the luck of the 
draw go to Oxley, and he lined up on 
the pole. Castro was in two, with Baur 
in three and Hicks in four. Baur was the 
only one in the field who had not had 
equipment problems. This was going to 
be a major showdown, as the riders 
were about half-mad, anyway. When 
the gate came up, Oxley literally blasted 
off the line and went straight to the 
front. Hicks was equally on the gas as he 
put the pressure on in the second spot. 
Castro was outside and running hard as 
he tried to find a way around both of 
them. Oxley was riding like he had 
something to prove, and by the end of 


four, he had. He was the final man in 
the Scratch main. 

The lineup for the Scratch main had 
Oxley drawing the pole. Aden was in 
two, with Schwartz in three. On the out- 
side, it was McConnell in four and 
Venegas in five. Venegas cut the best 
gate and went to the outside, where he 
could use the dirt; Oxley, on the other 
hand, cut through on the inside and he 
came away with the lead. Aden fol- 
lowed suit and was running second but 
had McConnell working on him. 
Schwartz was looking for mistakes, and 
Venegas had a lot of work to do, as he 
was now in fifth. The final lap was 
Aden's undoing. It sounded like his bike 
was missing, and McConnell was really 
trying to get a wheel under him and 
those two things combined pushed him 
off the groove, and McConnell got 
through for second before a very high- 
flying Oxley. Venegas had moved back 
up the ladder and he was third, while 
Schwartz claimed fourth. Aden had to 
be satisfied with the fifth. 

The first heat on the Handicap side of 
the program saw DiFrancesco run down 
Kit Nay on the first lap to take the lead. 
It looked like a sure win for the man 
from Bakersfield, but on the last lap, 
Northrup rained on his parade as he got 
him at the checkered flag. He still had 
enough to transfer up the ladder, with 
Schwartz getting through for the final 
transfer spot. Richard Jones caused 
excitement as his bike caught on fire due 
to a cracked manifold. Jones was thank- 
ful to a heads-up infield crew that put 
the fire out so quickly that no.damage 
was done to the motor. 

The second heat had Robbie Sauer, 
from the low yardage, go almost wire to 
wire. It was Hicks, who had been sent to 
the 80-yard line for rolling, who got all 
the way through the field to take the 
win at the checkered. The final spot 
went to Venegas. 

The third heat had the crowd on its 
feet as Castro, running the outside line 
from the 50, passed Bryan Thompson on 
the third lap to take the lead. 
McConnell, coming from the 60, had 
also been on the move and got by one 
lap later for second. Thompson hung on 
and picked up the final transfer spot, 
and he moved to the semi. 

The final Handicap heat saw Oxley 
take a page from Hicks' book and take 
the win from Burch on the final lap. 
Actually, Oxley has written this book as 
well, as he has been doing this all year 
long. Aden got David Taylor at the 
checkered to pick up the final transfer 
spot. 

In the first Handicap semi, it was 
Sauer, coming from the low yardage, 
who went out on top, with DiFrancesco 


running him down by the end of two. ` 


Northrup, Hicks and Venegas were all 
in a battle for the last two transfer spots, 
as they all moved into the fray by the 
end of four. 

With two laps to go, DiFrancesco set-

Adams maintains 
streak with F-1 victory

ROSAMOND, CA, AUG. 15-16 
Curtis Adams battled perennial rival Chuck 
Graves to win the Toyota Gold Cup Formula 
One race at the eighth round of Willow Springs 
Motorcycle Club activities at Willow Springs 
International Raceway. ж, 
. Adams maintained his ут@өгу streak of win- 
ning every Formula One race he has entered in 
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1998 at the California high-desert race track. 
Almost every one of those victories have 
required Adams to battle Graves from start to 
finish. Graves is not only the defending Formula 
One-class champion, but he is also the current 
points leader in the class. Adams wasted no time 
in powering into the lead off the line on his Dun- 
lop-shod Yamaha YZF750F. Graves was right 
behind him, with Tokey Beck emerging in third. 
Near the end of the first of 12 laps, Frank Araga- 
ki moved up and was challenging Beck for third. 
In lap four, Aragaki drafted Beck down the front 
straight and passed him just before turn one. But 
Beck wasn't ready to let up, and a lap later he 
retook third when he passed Aragaki down the 
back straight. In lap six, Aragaki found his way 
around Beck again, and before Beck could 
respond, his motorcycle developed a mechanical 
problem and he was forced out of the race. While 
that was happening, Jeff Short closed up on Ara- 
gaki. Rounding the long turn-eight sweeper two 
laps later, Short powered around the outside of 
Aragaki to move up into third. Aragaki quickly 
recovered and, as the racers started lap nine, he 
passed Short on the front straight. For all of the 
first 10 laps, Graves had been sitting in Adams' 
shadow. As lap 11 began, Graves drafted and 
passed Adams just before turn one. However, 
Adams made a daring move. He dropped to the 
inside of Graves on the exit of turn one and 
retook the lead. A few turns later, Short pulled 
out of the race with a mechanical problem, leav- 
ing Aragaki with a solid hold on third. 

Starting the final lap, Graves once again 
passed Adams going into turn one, but Adams 
made the same dive through the turn and stole 
the lead back. Graves continued to sit right on 
Adams' tail for the remainder of the lap, and 
heading for the checkered flag, Graves made 
one last attempt to use the draft and get past 
Adams. However, his efforts fell just short as 
Adams took the win by half a bike length, leav- 
ing Aragaki to round out the top three. 

In the Tom Sera Racing/XYZ Clothing Co. 
Formula Two race, class points leader Jeremy 
Toye was unable to make the race start after 
crashing in a race earlier in the day. At the drop 
of the starter's flag, Ken Chase grabbed the lead 
off the line, with Bryan Kovarick second. 
Rounding turn five, Kovarick passed Chase 
momentarily, but Chase repassed him going 
through turn nine. 

Over the first two laps, Mark Hopkins 
moved his way through the field and, going 
around turn eight, he powered past both Kovar- 
ick and Chase to take the lead. Hopkins began 
opening the gap between himself and the rest of 
his pursuers. 

While Hopkins solidified his hold on the 
lead, Chase and Kovarick continued to battle for 
second and third. While Chase held second for 
the next few laps, Kovarick sat in his draft. On 
lap seven, Kovarick made his way around Chase 
in turn two, but his hold on second lasted only a 
lap and a half before Chase repassed him. 

As the final lap got under way, Chase and 
Kovarick were side by side between turns two 
and three, but Chase managed to keep the 
advantage over Kovarick.

Hook hammers 
Honda Hills Motocross

LINNVILLE, OH, AUG. 14 
In racing action at round nine of the Honda 
Hills/Cycra/Pro Action/Tireman Offroad/ Mir- 
acle Customs/Lancaster Sport Cycles Friday 
Night Series, Suzuki speedster Rod Hook 
stormed off to double moto wins in the Over 30 
class. In what has become his routine over the 
past four races of the series, Hook grabbed the 
holeshot and never looked back. Richard Robin- 
son played second fiddle to Hook in both motos 
as the Honda pilot garnered second overall. 
Rounding out the top five were Yamaha's Mark 
Matheis, series points leader John Ritterbeck and 
YZA00-mounted Dave Stoneburner.

In the first moto, 
Hamilton grabbed the holeshot and hoped to put 
some distance between himself and the rest of the 
pack. Hartshorn had different plans, however. The 
YZ. nder stalked Hamilton's Suzuki for the entire 
moto. often trying to find a line to take the lead. 
Hamilton was able to match Hartshorn's every 
move until the final corner before the checkers. In 
the last corner, Hartshorn used an aggressive 
move to the inside, passing Hamilton and putting, 
him down in the process. Hamilton was able to get 
up and take second in the moto, thus setting the 
stage for a showdown in the second moto. 

The second moto began the same as the first, 
with Hamilton in the lead, directly ahead of 
Hartshorn. The two 125s were never more than 
a bike length apart, with Hamilton always in 
control of the lead. Unfortunately, Hamilton 
mistook the white flag for the checkered one and 
handed the hard-fought lead and moto/overall 
victories to Hartshorn.

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Dubach dazzles at 
REM Glen Helen Motocross

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, AUG. 22 

When “Doctor” Doug Dubach showed up at 
Racing Enterprises Motosports” weekly Glen 
Helen motocross, he probably didn't plan on 
having to cure a "Mac attack." But that was 
exactly what Dubach had to do when the AMA's 
best motocross rider, Jeremy McGrath, turned 
out to do battle with him in the Combined Pro 
contest. Dubach bested the multi-time National 
Champion by posting 2-1 moto scores as 
McGrath suffered a flat tire late in the second 
moto. 

At the start of moto one, Dubach shot his 
potent White Brothers YZ400F out front as he led 
the calvary charge through the first turn. Behind 
Dubach was Kawasaki rider Billy Frank in sec- 
ond, while National competitor Ty Kady held 
down third. In the fourth slot was Honda- 
mounted Mike Ulrich, and Motocross Action's 


Willy Musgrave positioned his YZ125 test bike in 


fifth. McGrath, in his first race back since having 
surgery on his broken wrist, came through the 
scoring section on lap one in sixth. When the 
pack came out of the back section of the course to 
complete lap one, Dubach was out front, having 
put about two seconds on Frank in second. Kady 
still held third, while McGrath came around in 
fourth, having displaced both Musgrave and 
Ulrich on the first lap. Over the next couple of 
laps, Dubach was steady in the lead, maintaining 
his two-second advantage over Frank. McGrath 
went around Kady in the back section on lap 
three and put his Chaparral YZ250 into third. On 
the next lap, McGrath continued his march to the 
front as he dispatched Frank and took over sec- 
ond place. McGrath inched closer and closer to 
Dubach over the next few laps, and just after the 
two riders received the halfway signal, he put 
the pass on the Vet World Champion in the 
Canyon section and went into the lead. Mean- 
while, Kady had gone around Frank to put him- 
self into the third spot. McGrath opened up a 
one-second lead on Dubach and held that advan- 
tage until the duo received the white flag. This is 
when Dubach turned up the fire on his thumper 
and closed to within a bike length of McGrath. 
As the two riders negotiated the last circuit, 
Dubach made Several pass attempts on McGrath, 
but none of them would stick. Dubach's last try 
for the lead came up short three turns before the 
finish, when he overshot the corner and nearly 
broadsided a giant truck tire used as a track 
marker. At the checkers, McGrath came in the 
winner of moto one. Dubach was a close second, 
while Kady finished up in third. 

The start of moto two was "déjà vu all over 
again" as Dubach grabbed another holeshot. 
Kady put his Suzuki into the second slot, while 
Musgrave settled into third. The fourth-place 
position was occupied by Ulrich. McGrath had 
gated no better this time around. When the rid- 
ers completed the first lap, McGrath was in fifth. 
Dubach set a lightning-fast pace out front and 
opened up a three-second margin on Kady in 
second. McGrath, meanwhile, was wasting no 
time and, on the third lap, he moved up three 
positions by passing Ulrich, Musgrave and Kady 
to take over second. Dubach managed to keep 
the current Supercross Champion behind him 
for two laps, but McGrath finally found a way 
around him and took over the lead- just before 
the halfway mark. McGrath, who looked fit and

fast after his injury-induced layoff, proceeded to 
open up a three-second lead on Dubach over the 
next few laps. Once again, Dubach started hang- 
ing it out late in the moto, and by the time the 
riders received the two-lap signal, he had closed 
to within two bike lengths of McGrath. The race 
appeared to be setting up for an exciting finish, 
but that was not to be: McGrath suddenly fell off 
the pace and began to slow down dramatical- 
ly—the victim of a flat rear tire. Dubach com- 
pleted a lonely last lap to take the moto win. 
McGrath limped in for second, and Kady again 
rode in for third. With his second-moto win 
earning him the overall victory on the day, 
Dubach took home the lion’s share of the purse. 
McGrath finished up in second with his 1-2 
scores, while Kady rounded out the top three by 
posting a 3-3 tally.

Prieto sets 
new record at Moroso GP

WEST PALM BEACH, FL, JULY 26 

Shane Prieto won his 10th consecutive Shootout 
race at Moroso and set a new record. A lot of big 
guns entered the race, but none of them could 
knock down the reigning king, whose recent 











win beats the record formerly held by Donald 
Jacks. After the race, Prieto was honored by Dick 
Moroso himself, who made a special appearance 
during trophy presentations to’ personally con- ' 
gratulate the racer who had been dubbed “Mr. 
Moroso" by his fellow racers. 

During the Shootout, also known as the 
Expert Unlimited Grand Prix, Mike Luke held 
Prieto back for the first two laps of the race. The 
rest of the pack was evenly spaced behind the 
leaders for the first lap, but the battle for third 
place was fierce, with constant position swap- 
ping as the rácers diced it out. Back behind the 
two leaders, Brett Ray swung past Manny 
Manusuthakis to claim third place. By the start 
of the third lap, Prieto had gained some lead 
down the back straight and: passed Luke on the 
inside of turn five, Ray continued to hold third, 
but he was challenged by Rick Narup. 

Prieto and Luke raced pretty close down the 
back straight, but by lap four their position-swap- 
ping battle had ended. The real action was taking, 
place just behind them, and Narup moved up to 
claim third place. Prieto began to put some dis- 
tance between himself and Luke, and with only 
two laps to go, Narup continued to hold third, 
but he was being challenged by Doug Gross, who 
was systematically moving up through the pack: 
The white flag came out and Gross claimed victo- 
ry in the battle for third place. Prieto headed 
down the back stretch again for the final lap with 
a five-second lead over Luke. And as he made his 
way through the final turn of this record-break- 
ing race, Prieto walked away with it. 

Prieto took home first-place trophies for two 
of the three events he entered: Expert Unlimited 
Grand Prix and GTI. He finished second to 
Luke's win in the Expert Unlimited Superbike 
event. Luke entered a total of eight races that 
day and took home first-place trophies for six of 
those events: Expert Unlimited Superbike, 
Unlimited Sport Bike, Middleweight Sport Bike, 
Heavyweight Sport Bike, Middleweight Super- 
bike, and Middleweight Grand Prix. Ironically, 
Luke finished second to Prieto in the other two 
events, СТІ and Unlimited Grand Prix. 

In the GT1 contest, Luke held first place for 
the first four laps. Behind him, Prieto had 
worked his way up from fifth to third place dur- 
ing the first lap and had moved to second place 
by the start of the second lap. Prieto passed 
Luke on the inside of turn five in lap four, only 
to be passed by Luke in the next lap. By the time 
the halfway mark was reached, the two leaders 
had walked away from everybody else. The bat- 
tle between Luke and Prieto was far from over; 
Prieto reclaimed the lead and gained an advan- 
tage by stuffing Luke behind a lapped rider as 
they encountered traffic in turn five. Prieto held 
the lead for the rest of the race, but couldn't 
shake Luke from his tail. 

The two were ready for battle again in the 
Expert Unlimited Superbike Event. Luke took the 


‘lead at the start, with Prieto close behind in sec- 


ond. The two swapped positions two times during 
the first lap, but Luke held tight to his lead as they 
raced down the front straight and into the second 
lap. That was enough position swapping for him. 
Luke remained in first place for the rest of the race 
and had started to place some distance between 
himself and Prieto before the checkered flag flew.

Northrup, Fortner wage 
Fast Time Hillclimb war

MOUNT VERNON, IL, AUG. 16 

Jason Northrup and Andy Fortner shared Fast 
Time honors at the King City Dirt Riders hill- 
climb. Fortner set the fast time in the Amateur- 
class action and Northrup set the overall fast- 
time mark. Fortner's time came in the ultrafast 
600cc class, in which he came from behind to 
snatch an impressive win. His 4.452-second first- 
round time had him in fifth place behind John 
Scroggins, Mark Shafer, Jason Northrup and 
Tom Rollins at intermission. "Fast Andy" really 
unloaded on his second-round ride, however, 
flying high over the top of the 160-foot hill in a 
blazing 4.063 seconds - a time good enough not 
only to win the class, but also set fast time for 
the amateur portion of the event. John Scroggins 








bettered his first ride, but his 4.196 seconds 
would be good only for second place. Scott 
Pierce slipped in under Jason Northrup by 
eight-thousandths of a second for fourth place. 
Mark Shafer, after crashing hard on the first 


ride, couldn't make it to the line in the second 
round and took third place based on his first- 
round 4.227-second time on his KX500. 

Northrup posted the overall fast time for the 
day and set the altitude and distance record 
over the top, however, as he blitzed the hill in 
4.023 seconds in the Open Exhibition class. It 
wasn't automatic, however, as Fortner topped 
the hill in 4.026 seconds in this class to finish 
second by only three-thousandths of a second. 
Northrup and Fortner also duked it out in the 
400cc Exhibition class, both riding Fortner's For- 
ward Motion RM250. Northrup got the best of 
this exchange also, as he flew the Suzuki over in 
4.337 seconds for the class win, while Fortner 
stopped the clocks in 4.459 seconds for second 
place. Fortner got a measure of revenge, howev- 
er, in the King Of The Hill runoff, where he 
edged Northrup by eleven-thousandths of a sec- 
ond, turning a 4.110-second time to take that 
class win over Northrup and his 4.122 seconds. 

Northrup also picked up wins in the 400cc 
and 750cc classes. Riding a stock Sportland 
Yamaha YZ400F thumper, he topped the hill in 
an excellent 4.644 seconds in the second round 
to overtake first-round leader Paul Hillard, who 
had run 4.659 seconds on his YZ400. 

In the 750cc class, Northrup took only one 
run, as his 4.534-second first-round time on his 
Hondasaki triple held up for the win, running 
his win total to four for the day. Mike Salkovich 
took the second-place spot with a 5.237-second 
time on his Honda. 

Mark Goodman jr. had another one of his 
frequent good days, claiming three class wins, in 
the 200cc, 250cc and Stock classes.

In 
the ensuing chaos, the referee inexplicably could 
not manage to get the event stopped until three 
full laps had been completed. After much discus- 
sion and finger pointing, a full 10-man restart 
was called for, and the riders lined up in single 
file according to the running order at the end of 
lap three. Felicio was at the point, followed by 
Matt King, Jimmy Sisemore, Tommy Hedden, 
Venegas, Bob Hicks, Bart Bast, Scott McNeil, Jän- 
niro and Ferris, in that order. Felicio, who won 
the 1996 25-lapper, stayed in front until lap eight, 
when Sisemore, who had moved into second 
when King pulled onto the infield, took the lead 
on the inside line.

Phil Libhart was the initial leader, closely fol- 
lowed by Bob Sweeten, John Winsett Sr. and Dal- 
las Baer. Libhart got into the low-line crap coming 
off the second turn on the third lap, and Winsett 
quickly got by both as they entered the third turn. 
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For about the next 10 laps, Winsett looked like he 
was going to "increase" his profit margin as he 
rode his best race of the year, holding off Sweeten 
and Libhart and staying just above the trouble 
area. With less than two laps left, he also got a lit- 
tle too low and bobbled, letting Sweeten by, with 
Libhart grabbing second from a sore-groined 
Winsett as they took the white flag. 

Sweeten's other wins were easy wins, 
although behind him and second-placed Dave 
Smith an interesting battle for third was devel- 
oping. Nick Arment and Damian Kocovinos bat- 
tled early, but Kocovinos and Roy Miller got by 
a fading Arment on the second lap, with Miller 
taking third on the next lap. After a poor start, 
Raun Wood moved into the fourth spot on the 
fifth lap and started to pressure Miller. The pres- 
sure paid off as Miller's Yamaha started to seize 
again in the closing laps, letting Wood by, but 
Miller held enough of a cushion to nurse his 
bike home in front of Kocovinos. 

While only three riders entered the 500cc 
Two-Valve class (for Yamaha TT500s), only two 
or three lengths separated them at any time. 
After appearing to “let the kid win the heat,” the 
two other, veteran riders - Dave Smith and Nick 
Taylor-- took the final lead over Raun Wood, 
who was making his first start on four-stroke. 
But as the race wore on, Wood put the ОГ Gil 
Racing Yamaha into second on the fifth lap, and 
then got by Smith for the lead off the second 
turn on the seventh lap. 

As he has done many times this season, Zach 
Calcutt led the 85s off the second turn, followed 
by Shawn Baer, Travis Sennett and John Lewis. 
Lewis moved into third at the start of the third 
lap, while Baer finally got by Calcutt off the sec- 
ond turn on lap five and checked out on the 
field on his TNT Cycle/Baer Racing Yamaha. 
Lewis worked his way up, getting by Calcutt off 
the fourth turn on the 10th lap. 

After getting injured early last year, David 
Farbman returned to racing and hardly showed 
any rust. He gated second behind his buddy 
Chris Klinefelter, and ahead of Bryan Douglas 
and Jared Mees. Mees and Douglas got by on 
the third lap, with Farbman staying close. A few 
laps later, Mees began to drop back with engine 
problems while Farbman kept the pressure on 
Douglas, retaking second on the eighth lap. 

Joey Tyeryar was the first 250cc B rider out 
of turn two, with Douglas, Mees and Bruce 
Miner following. Mees moved into second at the 
end of the third lap. Klinefelter, who got bogged 
down in the supertacky conditions off the start, 
finally got moving and sliced his 125cc up to 
fourth, displacing Douglas on the seventh lap.

Novices and Over 35 Vets started the day's 
racing, with Vet Matt Rohr leading Tom Horton 
and Brad Spencer Jr. into the first turn.

Rohr 
increased his lead over Spencer all the way to 
the finish. 

In the Novice class, Hank Casto led the way 
until Cory Schmuck made the pass on the sec- 
ond lap. Schmuck led the rest of the way. At 
midrace, Gary Swan grabbed the third spot from 
Dave Nazzisi, who finished fourth. 

Matt Rohr took the holeshot in the Sports- 
man 600cc race, but this time Brad Spencer Jr.

Dubé victorious at 
Canadian Motocross

WALTON, ONTARIO, CANADA, AUG. 16 

The final round of the CMRC Canadian National 
Motocross Series has always been the highlight 
of motocross racing in Canada, and it's because 
of a little town called Walton, in Ontario. 

A tiny little intersection is all that marks the 
town. But for the last seven years, the final 
round of the CMRC series has been held at Wal- 
ton, at the same time and on the same track, and 
it has become Canada's most prestigious out- 
door motocross race. The Canadian Amateur 
National is the trademark of the four-day event, 
which finishes with the last round of the pro 
national series. 

This year, fan turnout broke all records as 
10,000 people showed up to watch Jean- 
Sebastien Roy attempt to win the number-one 
plate for the first time in his career. The series 
has been a mental battle for Roy. He desperately 
wants a Canadian championship, but his priority 
this year has been the AMA Supercross and Out- 
door series. He missed two rounds of the Cana- 
dian Series to pursue his dreams in the States, 
and he unfortunately sacrificed his chances of 
having a number-one plate to his name. 

Coming into the final round of the series, Roy 
was 42 points out of the top spot, and even 
though he won all four motos at Walton, he still 
didn't gain enough to beat out Suzuki Canada 
rider Marco Dubé. Roy won an incredible 18 
motos out of a total of 28 for the seven-round 
dual class series and finished second, missing the 
number-one plate by only eight points. Losing 
the series was a disappointment for Roy, but one 
he realized he might suffer from the beginning. 

“We were looking for the number-one plate 
today,” says Roy. “We were counting out the 
points earlier - not hoping that Marco (Dubé) 
would have bad luck, but if he did, I’d be the 
one walking proudly at the end of the day with 
the championship. But like I said before, I was 
not expecting to win the championship, but I 
was not expecting to get this close.” 

It was said earlier in the year that either 
Morgan or Dube would take the series. To truly 
be number one in the minds of Canadians, the 
points winner would have to beat Roy on the 
track. Dubé was the man to take the champi- 
onship, with only five moto wins, but two of 
those were ahead of Roy. His dedication to the 
series this year was unbelievable. He rode the 





entire series with a torn knee ligament and came 
back time and time again. He even attempted to 
ride the afternoon program of the Moncton, 
New Brunswick, round after his brutal crash 
with Blair Morgan, which knocked Dubé uncon- 
scious. Things were even touch-and-go at Wal- 
ton for Dubé. During the first 125cc moto of the 
day, the fuel line connecting the gas tank to the 
carb came off on the third lap and pushed Dubé 
to the back of the pack for a 14th-place finish. He 
held strong for the remainder of the day for a 
third-place finish overall in the 250cc class and a 
seventh in the 125cc class, which was just 
enough to win the championship. 

"This year I was with Suzuki, and the bike 
was great," said Dubé. "It was a pretty tough 
series, because I got a lot of bad starts and at 
Moncton, New Brunswick, Morgan and I 
crashed. I had to DNF a couple of motos." 

Dubé's persistence paid off and now he is 
looking to the future. 

“Tve got a couple plans in my head," Marco 
revealed. "I'm not sure if I’m going to do the 
supercross series in the States or the PJ1 Arena- 
cross, because I’m very comfortable on the are- 
nacross-style tracks. Or there is also snowcross. 
l've had some contract offers from two snowmo- 
bile manufactures. I don't really know what I'll 
do yet." 

As for the present number-one plate holder, 
Blair Morgan, Walton was a chance to show that 
his desire for motocross is still strong. Morgan 
finished second in all four motos, many of which 
he began with midpack starts. "A slow start" is a 
good description for Morgan's season, after rac- 
ing a full year steady beginning in April of 1997, 
Morgan was already starting to burn out when 
the national motocross series started up. 

“Т had more fun last year, because I was win- 
ning, but out there this year I knew I could 
win," says Morgan. “I just need to try harder. 
I'm still in a learning phase, I think. I started the 
season late. I was on a big wave from winning 
so many of the snowcross events. Finally I start- 
ed to settle down, but it was too late into the 
motocross series. Now I feel good, I’m ready to 
go - and it's the end of the year." 

It was also a learning year for 15-year-old 
Kawasaki rider Darcy Lange. This was Lange's 
first year racing in the Pro class, and he basically 
moved up straight from the 80cc class. Lange 
has picked up fifth place for the season, which 
was totally unexpected by anyone - including 
Lange himself. Big plans are brewing around 
Lange and his career, as he plans to turn State- 
side in a couple of years. Lange will surely be 
the next Canadian treasure.

In the fifth round of Stadiumcross action, Glen 
Helen Raceway and IMS presented the crowd 
with a diverse evening. White Brothers Yamaha 
rider Spud Walters made a clean sweep of the 
250cc Pro class, while 14-year-old Erik Meyer 
proved himself by sweeping both motos in the 
80cc Intermediate class. 

Not only was there exceptional racing 
throughout the evening, but IMS spokesman 
Toby Thiel took the opportunity between motos 
to propose to trophy girl Nicole Fabris. The Sta- 
diumcross crowd cheered while a lightning 
storm flashed overhead. 

Starting strong in the first 250cc pro moto by 
absconding with the holeshot, Walters held off 
Ron Gilbert and Jose Polasek. In the third lap, 
Kawasaki rider Gilbert went down in the front 





triple, allowing Noleen/IMS rider Polasek to 
take second. At the finish line, it was Walters 
with a six-second lead over Polasek. Walters 
said that although he has raced on the National 
track at Glen Helen, this was his first time on the 
Stadiumcross track. 

"The whoops are pretty tough. They have 
some big holes in them towards the end, so 
you've got to be a little cautious through them. 
They're pretty technical" said Walters, adding 
that now that he had experienced the Stadium- 
cross track, he was looking forward to coming 
back for future events. 

In the second moto, Walters again walked 
away with the lead. It was the race for second that 
kept the crowd on their feet. During the first lap, 
Gilbert and Jason Dubin fought for second, while 
Polasek sat in the fourth position. In lap two, 
Dubin pulled up close to Gilbert, trying to find a 
clean line around him. It wasn't until they reached 
the back stretch that Dubin was able to pass. 
Polasek, staying close behind, patiently waited for 
his opportunity in lap three to cut to the inside of 
a turn and take the number-three position, in front 
of Gilbert. While Walters was styling over the 
triple for the crowd in the last lap, Polasek contin- 
ued to push hard for second. Dubin gave him an 
open door by stalling his bike on the turn coming 
out of the triple. Both Polasek and Gilbert were 
able to pass the frustrated Dubin in the corner. 
Polasek held second at the finish, with Gilbert in 
third. Polasek admitted he was not prepared for 
moto two. He was watching the marriage propos- 
al of Thiel and Fabris and was caught by surprise. 

"Next thing I knew, everyone was on the 
line," he said. "So I kind of threw my stuff on 
real quick, went to start and threw it in third 
gear by accident. I took off in third gear down 
the straightaway. From there on, I tried to pass 


relaxed." 


“I like Supercross tracks a lot,” said Erik 
Meyer. He proved it by sweeping both motos in 
the 80cc Intermediate class. In the first moto, 
Scott Simon took the holeshot, but Meyer took 
the lead in turn two.

Carmichael Honda-sponsored Northern Califor- 
nia Fall Motocross Series began with a bang. 
Trevor Faulkner captured the win in the ultra- 
competitive 50cc (4-6) Beginner class. Faulkner 
earned the overall for the night with a solid 
third-place finish in moto one and a stunning 
come-from-behind second-moto victory. With 
four rounds of the Fall Motocross Series remain- 
ing, he holds a slim three-point advantage over 
challenger Keith Knight. 

The riders were greeted with a fresh track 
layout, as the Ken Breneisen-designed circuit 
was built with everyone in mind. This would 
challenge riders of all skill levels, from the Pro- 
Am aerial artists to the Pee Wee Shafties. Fifteen 
future bermbusters lined up for the start of 
moto one of the 50cc Beginner class and when 
the premix in turn one cleared, Holeshot Moto 
Accessories-backed Keith Knight of Antelope 
had grabbed the early lead. Pressuring him 
hard was Ian Murray on a Cobra, the KTMs of 
Ty Keenom and Faulkne т, and Preston Myers 
on a Lem. The riders sorted themselves out for a 
couple of laps, checking out the new course, 
and on the third lap the serious action began. 
Keenom, sponsored by Frontier Cycles /Synerg- 
yn Oils out of Sonora, and Faulkner, from Napa, 
combined their efforts and displaced Murray 
back to fourth. With the battles up front com- 
manding everyone’s attention, Mike Hernandez 
- on a Moto-X Headquarters/Edge Sports- 
backed KTM out of Lodi - was quietly making 
up from a ninth-place first-lap standing to fifth 
by the end of lap three. 

The top runners held on to their positions to 
the finish, with Knight taking a start-to-finish 
win, Keenom in second, and Faulkner coming 
across with a third. 

The Cobra minicycle of Nevada City’s own 
lan Murray led the charge in moto two. Knight 
gate 'd well and nailed down a solid second, with 

Faulkner, Keenom and Jared Ney rounding out 
the top five. On the second lap, Hernandez, with 
an improved sixth-place start, began his drive 
toward the front sooner than he had in the pre- 
vious moto, and he zapped Ney on lap two. The 
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third lap was the one to watch, as all the top 
spots changed hands, with Faulkner coming out 
on top, rocketing from third all the way to first. 
Murray took over the third-place position as 
Hernandez blasted past Keenom to take over 
fourth. Hernandez didn't stop there: On the very 
next lap, he took over second in one smooth 
swoop, as Knight dropped to fourth and Murray 
hung on to third. At the checkers, Faulkner 
sailed across the tabletop, styling with a win- 
ning clicker to the spectators, with Hernandez 

not far back in second. Murray held on to third, 
Knight took fourth, and Roseville Rock and 
Ready Mix-backed Ney rounded out the top 
five. 

Faulkner's 3-1 finishes bested Knight's 1-4 
for the overall, as Hernandez's 5-2 tally was 
good for third by virtue of the second-moto tie- 
breaker rule over Murray's 4-3 for fourth.

Scroggins sets record at 
Cahokia Creek Hillclimb —

John Scroggins of Staunton, Illinois, picked up his 
first Fast Time trophy of 1998 at the Cahokia Creek 
Dirt Riders night hillclimb on their newly designed 
hill near White City, Illinois. Scroggins overtook 
Mark Shafer in second-round action. Scroggins 
delivered an outstanding 3.808-second ride on his 
CR500, which not only took the class win and set 
the fast time, it also set a new hill record. Shafer 
had turned a 3.97-second time on his KX500 on the 
first round to take the lead. He then delivered a 
nearly identical 3.99 seconds on his second ride, 
making the 3.80-second run of Scroggins even 
more impressive. “Fast Andy” Fortner ran a 4.027 
time on Jason Northrup’s CR500, which was good 
for third place. Brian Weston and Mark Sledge, 
both on Hondas, filled out the top five spots. 
Fortner had a good night. He collected two 
wins to go with his 600cc third. His first win 
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came in the 250cc class, in which he nailed a 
4.050-second time on his Suzuki, overtaking 
Kevin Cappello, who had taken the first-round 
lead with a 4.16-second run on his KX250. Fort- 
ner's second win came in the 750cc class, in 
which he delivered a third 4.0-second run on his 
Kawasaki triple. His 4.058-second first-round 
ride was good for the win, well ahead of Jim 
Redpath and his Yamaha with a 4.834-second 
second-place time. 

Randy "Buzz" Green apparently has all the 
bugs worked out of his newly built Harley Open- 
class machine, as he rode it to two class wins. 
Green turned an excellent 3.998-second time on 
his first ride in the Open class and skipped his 
second, as no one could top him. “Flyin’” Bob 
Fisher came close, riding his Superior Cycle 
Sportster over the top in 4.067 seconds for second 
place. Steve Shafer claimed third on his Harley in 
4.216 seconds. The Pushrod class was a near 
repeat of the Open class, as Green posted a good 
4.015-second time on his first run. Fisher again 
challenged hard, nailing a fine 4.088-second time 
on his Sportster, but he had to settle for second 
place. Steve Shafer took the third-place trophy 
with a 4.146-second run on his Harley. 

Becky Williams from Georgetown, Illinois, was 
also a double class winner. Her first win came in 
the 85cc Youth class, in which she padded her sub- 
stantial points lead with a 5.443-second winning 
run on her KX80. Billy Short was the only other 
mini rider to clear the top, taking the second-place 
trophy with a 6.625-second time on his Honda. 
Williams' second victory came in the 200cc class, in 
which she currently holds second place in the 
points standings. This win wasn't as easy as her 
first, however, as her first-round time of 5.54 sec- 
onds had her in fourth place at intermission, 
behind Scott Sheets, Mark Goodman and Ryan 
Duff. In second-round action, however, Williams 
flew her KX125 over the top in a blazing 4.45 sec- 
onds to take the lead. Sheets responded with a 
good 4.705-second run to take the second-place 
trophy on his KDX200.

Third time's a charm 
for San Diego Flat Track

Speedway came off under the lights with a track 
that got faster and smoother as the night wore 
on. 

Maurice Ortega led the brakeless Classic 
250s ahead of Vince Graves, Jeff Apple and John 
LeFevre. Graves got by on the back straight, 
only to have Ortega pass inside to take the lead 
back. Graves pulled up side by side with Ortega 
in turn one, the two Bultaco riders staying there 
three-quarters of the way around the track. 
Graves had speed on Ortega everywhere except 
where it counted: across the finish stripe. Ortega 
held on to the lead ahead of Graves, Apple and 
LeFevre. 

Yamaha rider Don Frauenberger left the line 
in front of the 250cc Pro-Sport race, never look- 
ing back to see the fight behind him. Joe Steffen 
pulled in behind for a short-lived trip in second, 
getting zapped in turn two. Richard Pollock 
went so wide and fast that he was using the out- 
side grader berm to get around Steffen and into 
the runner-up position. John Dupree, on a 
Honda 350 thumper, hugged the pole to drive 
inside for third. Steffen pulled back up on 
Dupree, passing outside in turn four to take 
back the third spot. Pollock was slowly gaining 
on Frauenberger, but he got excited and dived 
into turn three way too hot and wide. Frauen- 
berger held the lead, ahead of Pollock's Kawasa- 
ki, while Dupree worked back by Steffen for 
third. Ryan Fisher and Ron Garcia trailed in fifth 
and sixth. 

The Bomber class is home to the bikes too 
new to be vintage but not quite up to the task of 
competing with the current 600ccs. Still, when 
you put eight or 10 of them together, there is 
usually a battle. Temecula was no exception. 
Dave Johnson led the herd of TT500s into turn 
one for his turn in the lead. Bill Formby went 
wide and outside to charge ahead down the 
back straight. Formby had Steve Kukla, Johnson 
and the lone Honda of Mark Aragon on his 
heels. Kukla tried a move for the lead inside 
Formby. As both riders drifted wide, Aragon 
shot inside to pass both and move to the front. 
Kukla settled into second, with Formby, Johnson 
and Richard Fox in tow. 

The Pro-Sport 600cc contest was scheduled as 
the final race of the night. After a quick drag and 
a sprinkle of water, the fast guys lined up two 
rows deep, facing the best racing surface of the 
night. With the toss of the green flag, the racers 
were three deep going into turn one. Jim Kesler 
led Travis Petton, John Dupree and Rick Reed 
down the back chute and around to lead lap one. 
Petton stuffed inside Kesler in turn three to take 
the point, while Reed went flying high and wide 
into the corner to pass Dupree, pulling in right 
behind Kesler for the third spot. Back in the 
pack, Perry Proiette started to move up after a 
poor start, passing Rick-Schroeder and pulling in 
behind Dupree for fifth. A lap later he was by 
Dupree and on Reed's tail. Reed was still riding 
the high line, slowly gaining on Kesler, when 
Proiette pulled a classic slide job on the inside 
and took Reed's line and the third position. 

Petton had built up a bit of a lead over 
Kesler while he was trying to stay ahead of the 
Proiette-and-Reed battle. Reed changed strate- 
gies, going low inside of Proiette in turn three to 
pull in behind Kesler. He took Dupree along and 
dropped Proiette back to fifth. Reed tried going 
wide around Kesler, not quite getting the drive 
to pass, and switched to the low line he had 
used earlier, pulling into second as the white 
flag waved. Petton's lead had shortened and 
Reed was on the gas, trying to catch the leader 
on the final lap, going wide into three and carry- 
ing a lot of speed. Coming out of four, both rid- 








ers gave it all they had. Petton got to the line just 
ahead of Reed, followed by Kesler, Proiette, 
Dupree and Schroeder.

Schwartz, Oxley shine at 
Costa Mesa Speedway

COSTA MESA, CA, AUG. 15 
It was Stanley Exhaust Night at Costa Mesa 


Speedway, but it was Veterans Bobby "Booga- ° 


loo" Schwartz and "Rad" Brad Oxley who stole 
the show. They showed the kids how it's done 
by winning the Scratch and Handicap mains, 
respectively. The two riders have more than 40 
years of combined riding experience. 

On the Scratch side of the program, the first 
heat saw John Aden put together a picture-per- 
fect ride, as he came off the pole and went to the 
front and was never seen again. Charlie "The 
Edge" Venegas was working the outside dirt 
and he came away with second. Richard Jones 
was in a battle with Charlie Cooley and was able 
to hold him off for third. The final spot went to 
Jason Chism, who had to come from the penalty 
line after touching the tapes. 

In the second heat, it was Schwartz who out- 
gated the field and went wire to wire, using his 
famous round-track style of riding. Shawn “Mad 
Dog" McConnell came from the five gate. He 
dropped down on the pole to fall behind 
Schwartz for second, with Bakersfield riders 
Rick Pearce and Randy DiFrancesco in a war for 
third. The nod in this duel went to Pearce. John- 
ny Walker picked up the fifth spot. 

Chris "The Kid" Manchester showed the 
style that made him the youngest National 
Champion ever as he went wire to wire in the 
third Scratch heat. Oxley and Ken Baur battled 
for second, but it was Oxley on the low line who 
came away the top dog in this one. Brian Burch 
and Robbie Sauer were fourth and fifth. 

The fourth heat was a war as Gary Hicks 
broke from the pole and went out on top. 
Behind him, Gary Ackroyd and Andy "The 
Enforcer" Northrup were bumping handlebars 
as they fought for second. Ackroyd took it all 
the way to the wire, but it was Northrup by the 
width of a wheel at the checkered flag that 
robbed him of second and moved him to the 
semi. David Taylor was fourth. 

The first Scratch semi had Northrup on the 
pole, with Schwartz in two and Aden in three. 
On the far outside, it was Oxley. Aden cut the 
best gate, but Schwartz got through on the inside 
and came out of the corner on top. Aden tried to 
come back on the inside but Schwartz shut the 
door on him and he settled for second, which 
still got him a place in the main. Northrup and 
Oxley were third and fourth, and they would 
have one more shot in the last-chance qualifier. 

The second Scratch semi saw Hicks on the 
pole, with Manchester in two and McConnell in 


three. On the outside, in five, it was Venegas. On 
the first try, it was Hicks who touched the tapes, 
and he was sent to the penalty line. Manchester 
read the gate the best and went out on top. 
Venegas went to work on the outside, and 
before one lap was in the books he was in the 
lead, with Manchester second. Both riders were 
content to finish one-two and wait for the main- 
event match-up. McConnell and Hicks would 
get one more shot in the LCO. 

McConnell drew the pole for the LCQ. Next 
to him in two was Hicks, with Oxley in four and 
Northrup in five. McConnell came off the pole 
like a rocket but he left too much space between 
him and the PVC and that was all Hicks needed 
to slip underneath and come up with the lead. 
Oxley followed Hicks through, running second 
and looking for the opening that would get him 
by Hicks. Hicks never made a mistake and he 
grabbed the final spot for the main. McConnell 
and Northrup finished third and fourth. 

The Scratch main had the draw for the pole 
go to Schwartz, with Venegas in two and Aden 
in three. Manchester drew the four slot, with 
Hicks on the far outside in five. The first try at a 
go saw Venegas get tangled up when his visor 
caught the tape. The ref deemed he was rolling 
and he was given a warning. The second time 
they lined up, it was a clean start, but Venegas 
and Aden tangled in three, with both going 
down. Aden was charged with causing the red 
and he was sent to the pits. They lined up for the 
third time. Again there were problems on the- 
line when Manchester got into the tapes, and he 
was sent to the penalty line. They finally got the 
race started. Schwartz went into his round-track 
mode and was impossible to get around. Vene- 
gas tried every trick in the book and had to set- 
tle for second. Manchester came away with 
third, and Hicks' bad luck continued to plague 
him as he broke down again. 

On the Handicap side of the program, Vene- 
gas and McConnell came from the 60-yard line 
and ran down Cooley with two laps left. David 
Taylor got by Cooley at the last second to take 
the final transfer spot. 

The second heat saw Sauer off on top. 


. Northrup came from the 40 and then reeled him 


in with only two laps in the books. Chism was 
the next one to get by, and Schwartz had gotten 
through traffic from the 60 to pick up the final 
transfer spot. Walker was the final rider to get 
by Sauer to pick up fourth. 

The third heat saw Rick Pearce run down 
rookie Kit Nay two laps in to take the lead and 
go on for the win. Oxley came from the 60 to 
pick up second, with Ackroyd holding off Man- 
chester for the final transfer spot. 

The final heat had John DeFries, from the 10, 
out on top. Two laps in, Baur and DiFrancesco 
tangled, bringing out the red. DiFrancesco was 
sent to the penalty line on the single-file restart, 
and with three laps to go it looked like DeFries 
would pull it off. Hicks got through on the 
white-flag lap for the win, and it was a photo 
finish for second, with DeFries taking second 
from Aden. Both would transfer up. Jones was 
fourth, with DiFrancesco riding so close that 
Jones' left boot was unbuckled. Baur was sixth. 

The first Handicap semi saw Taylor take it 
wire to wire. Chism got a lot of pressure from 
Northrup and it was a close one at the flag, with 
the nod going to Chism. Northrup was third, 
with the final spot going to McConnell. Venegas 
and Schwartz did not make it to the main. 

The second Handicap was all Pearce, as he 
went out hard and moved DeFries out of the 
way to go wire to wire. Hicks got by Ackroyd on 
the white-flag lap. Oxley and Aden did the same 
thing, and the top four were on their way to the 
main event. 

The lineup had no one on low yardage. Tay- 
lor, Chism and Pearce shared real estate on the 
30. Northrup had the 40 to himself, as did Aden 
on the 50. Back on the 60 were McConnell, Hicks 
and Oxley. Eight riders, eight laps. When the 
gate came up, Chism got the call and went out 
on top. Pearce was running second, but Aden 
got through on the inside to take over that spot 
by the end of two. Meanwhile, the boys from the 
60 were on the move, and by the fourth lap it 
was Oxley running third and McConnell in 
fourth. One lap later, Chism was out because of 
bike problems and Aden was running in the top 
spot. As has happened all year, Oxley found à 
way by and took it at the checkered. McConnell 
was third, with Pearce fourth and Northrup 
fifth; Hicks and Taylor were sixth and seventh. 

There were no Sidecars scheduled, but four 
showed up. The main event had the team of 
Alan Hall and Dirk Votaw out on top, with 
Duane Carmont and Richard Tailing in second, 
and Jeff Carr and Mike Moreno in third. Things 
switch around real quick with these guys, and 
when they came around again, it was Carr and 
Moreno on top, with Hall and Votaw in second 
and Carmont and Tailing in the infield. On the 





final lap, it was Hall and Votaw who got the 
drive out of four, and they got the inside line to 
the checkered and the win. 

Bryan Thompson took the win in the Sup- 
port main, topping Joe Winston and Sean 
Larned. The Support B win went to Mark Pren- 
tice in a wire-to-wire go. Following him home 
were Gerry Duttweiler and Sean McDougall. 

The fun event of the night was the Stanley 
Exhaust Tech Motorcycle Demolition Derby. The 
riders could use any kind of bike and/or scoot- 
er. There were two balloons attached to the bike 
or rider and à baseball bat, which had to be plas- 
tic. Limited to the area between turns one and 
two (marked off with lime), the object was to 
break the opponents' balloons. If you lost your 
balloon or fell off your bike, you were out. The 
last rider with a balloon unbroken was the win- 
ner. It came down to Gary Ackroyd and Charles 
"Dukie". Ermolenko.  Ackroyd . broke 
‘Ermolenko’s balloon but there was one small 
problem: He had fallen off the bike to do so. 
Ermolenko was declared the winner. It was the 
first time anyone has seen Ermolenko on a bike 
since he broke his leg earlier this year. He still 
has a bad limp, but he said that he hoped to be 
back in action in a couple of weeks.

Fortner fantastic at 
State Championship Hillclimb

MOUNT VERNON, IL, AUG. 15 

The King City Dirt Riders hosted the 1998 Dis- 
trict 17/ Ilinois State Championship hillclimb on 
their hill just outside of Mount Vernon, Illinois. 
The club did an outstanding job of redesigning 
and lengthening their hill, as well as vastly 
improving their entire clubgrounds. Their good 
work paid off, as the state championship event 
drew 116 riders and perhaps as many as a thou- 
sand spectators. 

Andy Fortner had à nearly perfect night as 
he demonstrated why he is called “Fast Andy." 
Fortner picked up three class wins and also 
claimed a beautiful Fast Time trophy. The fast 
time was delivered in the 600cc class, and was a 
come-from-behind effort. Mark Shafer had 
blitzed the hill on his first ride in an excellent 
4.698 seconds, to take the class lead and fast time 
into intermission. Fortner turned in a 4.893-sec- 
ond ride to sit in the second spot at the break, 
the only other rider to break the five-second 
mark. In second-round action, however, "Fast 
Andy" flew his CR500 over the top in a blazing 
4.690 seconds to take the win and set the fast 
time only eight-thousandths of a second quicker 
than Shafer. Shafer crashed hard on his second 
ride in a full-throttle attempt to regain the lead. 
John Scroggins broke into the fours with a 4.967- 
second run on his Honda for third place, fol- 
lowed by Honda riders Jason Northrup and 
Mark Sledge. 

Fortner also claimed the win in the 250cc 
class aboard his Suzuki. This was also a come- 
from-behind effort, as he found himself in fourth 
place at intermission, behind Mark Goodman Jr., 
Mark Shafer and Kevin Cappello. Goodman had 
taken his KX250 over in a fine 5.146 seconds to 
take the first-round lead, but Fortner sailed his 
RM250 over in the second round in a sizzling 
5.034 seconds to move out in front. Goodman 
couldn't improve on his first run and had to set- 
tle for second, while Cappello moved around 
Shafer into third place with a 5.225-second run 
on his KX250. Don Barber carded a good 5.607 
seconds on his Suzuki for the fifth-place trophy. 

Fortner's third win came on his CR250 in the 
Stock class, in which he delivered back-to-back 
rides of 5.597 and 5.596 seconds to take the win. 
Mark Goodman Jr. finished second behind him in 
this class also, running 5.937 seconds on his 
KX500, with Jason Northrup coming in third on 
his YZ400F thumper in 6.152 seconds. Gary Edmi- 
son and Charles Walker placed fourth and fifth. 

Fortner actually came within four-thou- 
sandths of a second of winning four titles, as he 
took the first-round lead in the 750cc class on his 
Hondasaki triple with a 5.746-second time. Jason 
Northrup, however, blasted his own Hondasaki 
triple over in the second round, stopping the 
clock in 5.482 seconds. Fortner came so close to 
another win, topping the hill in 5.486 seconds on 
his second ride, but he had to settle for second in 





this class. John Hillard, Jim Redpath and Jacob 
Bailey rounded out the top five in the class.

Beckwith whales at 
Whaleback Hillclimb

ENFIELD, NH, JULY 26 

The 1998 AMA Youth/ Amateur National Hill- 
climb Championship was held on July 25 and 26 
at the beautiful Whaleback Mountain Ski Area 
near Enfield, New Hampshire. 


There was а very low turnout of riders - a ' 


direct result of the "one class per rider" rule in 
effect for the National Hillclimb. Only 166 
motorcycles competed, including 43 Youth rid- 
ers, in 11 classes. 

The hill was 749 feet from the starting light 
to the finish line, although it could have been 
even longer. It was a "climbers" hill in that it 
was very difficult to top, the last 300 feet being 
^moguls," as the locals say. Pock shelves, loose 
soil, moss-covered rocks, drop-offs and muddy 
conditions made the hill untoppable for all but 
nine bikes. Not since the 1988 Nationals on the 
Peoria Dirt Riders’ “Old Ugly" has there been a 
National hill tougher to top. Not even one bike 
was successful in making the top on both rides; 
more than 97 percent of the attempts fell short. 

The fastest time in the motorcycle classes 
came in the 600cc class. To no one's surprise, the 
first man to the top in the class was defending 
National Champion Mike Wood. Riding a 
Honda CR500 out of Bay City, Wisconsin, Wood 
powered his way to the top on his first ride in 
28.446 seconds to take the class lead. No other 
rider of a 600cc machine stopped the clock on 
Saturday; the closest was Mike Story, who wres- 
tled his Honda 643 feet up the hill. On Sunday, 
however, Ernie Beckwith successfully topped the 
hill on his Honda in 27.465 seconds to take the 
lead and set the fast time for motorcycles. Chad 
Koopsma stopped the clock with a 29.940-second 
run. Wood got in trouble in the top section and 
came up short at 717 feet, so he had to settle for 
second place, based on his first-round ride. No 
other rider in the class stopped the clock. Greg 
Thompson finished fourth with a 670-foot effort 
on his Kawasaki. Bill Paider filled out the top 
five with a 655-foot run on his Honda. 

Rob Redmann was the first rider to top the 
hill, doing it in the 400cc class on a KTM380. 
Redmann's 30.762-second time on Saturday held 
up for the class win. Only one other rider, Chad 
Murray, topped the hill. Murray also enjoyed his 
successful ride on Saturday, a 35.161-second 
effort on his Yamaha. Marcel Mathieu and Brent 
Stewart, both riding KTMs, took the next two 
places with rides of 607 and 603 feet, respective- 
ly, while Robert Ardizzoni rode his Yamaha 600 
feet for fifth place. 

The most successful rides came in the 250cc 
class, in which four riders stopped the clock, all 
on their second attempts. Watter Strank topped 
out in 29.028 seconds on his Honda to take the 
win. Jesse O'Connor was close behind him on 
his CR250 with a 29.333-second run. Rick Prebe

turned in a 30.44-second run on his KX250 for 
third place, while Eric Wheelwright delivered a 
31.405-second time on his YZ250 for fourth 
place. Fifth place went to Kevin Cappello, who 
climbed 606 feet on his KX250. 

No other riders in any of the motorcycle 
classes topped the hill. Ryan Peterson claimed 
the 125cc-class win with a 621-foot effort on his 
Honda, besting second-place rider Joe Benoit 
and his Honda by 20 feet. Lee. Miller took the 
200cc-class win on his KDX200 with a 605-foot 
effort, some 14 feet better than Tony Marble and 
his Kawasaki. : 

The 750cc-class win went to John Carbon 
with a first-round ride of only 512 feet on his 
Honda. This was a very frustrating class for the 
Midwestern riders, Todd Cipala, Lloyd Haas and 
Kaleb Northrup. Both Haas (with his Kawasaki 
triple) and Northrup (with his Triumph) had sec- 
ond-round rides far beyond the 512-foot winning 
ride. They bounced slightly out of bounds on the 
lower, "easy" section and did not get credit for 
their footage. This would have put them in the 
first two spots rather than in the sixth and sev- 
enth spots for which they had to settle. Cipala, as 
always, charged the hill with full throttle, but he 
wiped out on the rock shelf at 499 feet and had to 
settle for fourth-place. 

Gerald Divelbliss claimed the Open-class 
win with a 633-foot run on his Harley. Francis 
Kane rode his vintage Norton 599 feet for the 
second spot. The Senior-class win went to Ken- 
neth Bonnema, who put in a good 631-foot effort 
on his Yamaha - just 10 feet better than Richard 
“Oakey” O'Connor and his Honda. 

In Youth-class action, Jacob Prebe rode his 
KTM 405 feet for the 50cc Automatic-class win, 
just three feet ahead of Colby McCutcheon and 
his Cobra. The competition in the 50cc class was 
fierce, as the third-place rider, Kris Goyette, was 
only five feet behind the winner with a 400-foot 
effort on his Honda. i 

The 85cc Junior Mini-class title went to Ryan 
Thibault with a fine 595-foot ride on his KX80 on 
Sunday. Thibault overtook Kawasaki-mounted 
Charles Voyer, who had turned in a 575-foot 
effort on Saturday to take the first-round lead. 
The 85cc Senior Mini win went to Justin 
Reighard with a 582-foot second-round ride on 
his Honda. He overtook Jason Prebe, who had 
run 523 feet on his first run. Prebe nearly 
reclaimed the win on Sunday, as he turned in a 
fine 561-foot effort on his CR80, but he had to 


settle for the second spot. CN

you wander out to Utah tor some trail 

riding - not that you shouldn't, mind 
you. Come on out, call me up. The rid- 
ing here is excellent and ranks right up 
there with sex, good food and perfect 
suspension for satistaction. We have 
everything from sand to slick rock, tight 


|^ it'S not often that many of 


trees (complete with over-your-handle- 


bars roots), streams, washes, technical 
goat trails, and wide-open desert. You 
want fun for the family? We got it. You 
want macho, nasty, studly, five-miles- 
takes-all-day stuff? We got it. You want 
to jump off some sand dunes because 
either you're a teenager or vou have no 


brain cells left and you like hospital 
food? We got it. For now, that is. But we ` 


are in serious danger of losing much of 
what we have. And if that happens, a 
few years from now, when you decide 
to take that familv vacation and tour 
this land that ol’ Brigham Young and his 
platoon of significant others settled, 
well, you'd best bring vour hiking boots 
and horses. That's al! that will be 
allowed. 

There is an environmental trend, 
backed by very powertul groups, 
toward limiting OHVs at best, and at 
worst banning them altogether on pub- 
lic lands nationwide. Out here in Utah, 
we have oodles ot beautitui BLM land, 
and these groups will not be happy until 
they lock it all up by designating it as 
“wilderness.” To be exact, the current 
proposal by the lunatic fringe is 8.5 mil- 
lion acres of wilderness in Utah alone. 

Whatever state you ride in, you may 
have lands designated as “wilderness.” 
These lands were created as a result of 
the 1964 Federal Wilderness Protection 
Act. The environmental groups' propa- 
ganda would lead you to believe that 
without “wilderness” status, federal 
lands are in jeopardy of strip mines, 
subdivisions, and alien landing strips; 
that, unless and until federal lands carry 
such status, the godless hordes of OHV 
riders, bicyclists, and Jeep drivers will 
rip up every square inch of land with 
their knobbies and turn the land into a 
junk heap. Simply put, once land is des- 
ignated “wilderness,” it means that 
there are only two acceptable torms of 
travel: on foot or on horseback. No 
Jeeps, OHVs, mountain bikes, skate- 
boards, wheelchairs, cars - in short, 
nothing mechanical whatsoever. You 
can't land à plane or helicopter, even if 
there is a life-threatening medical situa- 
tion. Lost and/or injured hikers can 
only be rescued on foot, horseback, or 
by magic fairy dust. Violation of wilder- 
ness designation for any reason is sub- 
ject to fines or criminal action. 

Toward the end of July 1998, the 
Utah Wilderness Coalition proposed 
that 8.5 million acres be set aside in 
Utah as "wilderness." This equals 13,600 
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San Jose, California, 14-mile National. Markel took

square miles. That's more than 1 1/2 
times the size of New Jersey. Emery 
County, Utah, alone would lose 48.3 
percent of all its land to wilderness if 
this goes through. First of all, why 
should you care about what goes on in 
Utah? The same reason 1 care if the Stat- 
ue of Liberty gets knocked down out in 
New York, or that your trails get closed 
in New Jersey: because we're fellow rid- 
ers, Because when you or your kids or 
your triends come here, unless you have 
lots of time and some good horses, or 
unless you can hike a bazillion miles, 
you wil! be locked out of some of the 
most beautiful scenery in the nation 
Think about it. How far do you think 
your 5-vear-old can hike? And how far 
will your 15-year-old go without his CD 
player? And you: Are you ready to hike 
50 miles carrying your tent, food, bug 
repellant and TP? 

We need the help of every rational 
human being out there, whether vou're 
east, west, north, south or living in 
Kansas. "Rational" would be those of 
you that believe man and nature can 
coexist and that two-strokes have not 
single-handedly destroyed the ozone 
layer. Your voice to your elected official 
is as powerfui as mine, because final 
decisions on wilderness areas are made 
by Congress, not by the citizens of the 
state in which the wilderness exists. Our 
nations’ freedoms are being decided by 
a handful of politicians (i.e., lawyers 
and/or people who have a higher credit 
line on their Visa than the average per- 
son's mortgage). That's who makes up 
Congress. That should scare you worse 
than seeing a dead, fermenting cow 
lying in the middle of your trail. These 
politicians decide if you can own guns, 
if you can ride your motorcycles on 
trails they'll never see and don't care 
about, if you have to wear helmets and 
seatbelts, how much tax you pay, and 
whether or not you have the right to 
burn a flag, discipline your children, or 
send hate mail to the IRS. 

These elected officials have a fairly 
simple agenda when it comes to passing 
legislation: Will it get them more money? 
Will it get them reelected so they can get 
more money? That's fact. If you, I, and a 
few million other voting citizens out 
there don't make our voices heard, then 
gobs of beautiful land are going to come 
under lockdown. So I’m adding to your 
list of things to do. Write editorials; send 
letters to your representatives. Inform 
your friends and neighbors; watch out 
for your own states. What happens in 
Utah sets a precedent for other states and 
their wilderness decisions. Next time it 
might be your back yard in trouble- and 
you'll want help. 

But don't go velling from your pul- 
pit - you need to sound informed. 
Here's some very basic history. Back in 
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est Poop section of Cycle News carried info on the rain- 
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the early 1960s, public lands were 
afforded little, if any, protection. Most 
environmentalists were in diapers. In 
1964, the Federal Wilderness Act was 
passed, and since 1976, all lands 
remaining to the government are to be 
owned by the federal government in 
perpetuity. All these lands are now sub- 
ject to all federal environmental laws, 
the majority of which have been passed 
since the 1964 Wilderness Act. For 
example, since 1964, it is impossible to 
even build a road on federal land with- 
out federal permission; mining opera- 
tions must now prove that they are eco- 
nomically viable; and there are 
stringent requirements for mine recla- 
mation. The Endangered Species Act of 
1973 has provided additional federal 
protection for threatened birds, mam- 
mals, insects, and yes, even plants. 

My point here is this: Because of cur- 
rent land-management techniques, and 
because there is a lot of land to ride on, 
the BLM land in Utah currently open to 
trail riding looks pretty much like it did 
30 years ago. There are some Jeep trails, 
motorcycle trails, old mining trails, 
abandoned railroads from the late 1800s, 
but, in short there is a wonderful history 
and legacy out here that is available to 
every person in this nation who can hop 
in a Jeep or truck, ride a mountain bike, 
OHV, hike, horseback, ride a motorcy- 
cle, roller-blade, skateboard, ride a 
camel, whatever. This means that every- 
one has the opportunity to view much 
of Utah's spectacular country, including 
those disabled by physical and/or med- 
ical problems. We currently have 
wilderness-study areas, and most of us 
would agree with designating between 
| and 2 million acres of wilderness here 
in Utah. Despite what you may have 
heard or read, no one is carving swathes 
ot mines, trails or building McDonalds 
to destroy the view. 

Many trails in Utah are often decades 
old. They are the very same trails that 
our ancestors used. Fifty years from 
now, we can continue to walk down 
these trails and somehow connect our- 
selves to the past. The radical environ- 
mentalist groups would have us believe 
that preserving the past is more impor- 
tant than living in the present. Aren't we 
- as a culture, as a people - every bit as 
important as any culture or civilization 
that walked before us? When did some- 
one decide that all that has been created 
- the roadways, the trailways, the paths 
walked for years - were things that were 
of no value? 

Have you ever carved your name on 
a tree? How about on a school desk? 
(C'mon, 'fess up.) Have you put your 
handprint in the cement and left your 
name and date? Isn't there something 
innately human in leaving behind the 
proof that we have been here? Is this 
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desire any less wrong because we live in 
the 20th century? Whether covered 
wagon or motorized vehicle made the 
roads, they are still trails that carry a 
history. To protect our land and 
resources is necessary - and is currently 
being done even now, without wilder- 
ness designation. Wilderness areas are 
essential for areas whose contact with 
man has indeed been so infrequent or 
rare as to leave scant trace of ever hav- 
ing been there, or for areas whose rare 
ecosystems are truly endangered. But to 
wipe out established trails, to insist that 
because a road or trail exists we have 
somehow damaged the land and we 
must allow it to return to the wild, is to 
make us burn the tree that bears our 
name. It is saying that we are not enti- 
tled to our connections to the past, and 
we are not entitled to share these con- 
nections with our future. It is taking 
away the freedom of many because of 
the wishes of a powerful, elite group 
who think granola bars are a delicacy 
and know bottled water by its bouquet. 
І think that as users of trails, we can all 
agree that we are not asking to open 
new lands, but we are asking to leave 
the trails we have now. We need to 
demand that all people be allowed con- 
tinued access to currently open federal 
lands and fight the pressure being 
applied by those who think that only 
they can make the best decisions for the 
rest of the world. And if that doesn't 
work, by God, I'll start blockading gra- 
nola bars and bottled water. 

So, what do you do while I’m 
blockading? You become educated on 
land issues and the trails you ride in 
your own state. First and foremost, 
everyone must be actively concerned 
with his or her own little corner. As time 
passes, you will find that OHV use will 
become threatened nationwide. | will 
stake my brand-new motorcycle on that. 
Use your local clubs, your AMA dis- 
tricts - even your mean Uncle Fester - as 
collective means to fight trail closures 
where you live. Don't just allow it to 
happen by your own passivity. There 
are organizations now whose purpose it 
is to fight to keep trails open. 

And pick up that pen or computer 
mouse and send a letter to your political 
representatives. Tell them that you 
oppose increasing federal control in 
land-usage issues. If you want to help us 
in Utah now, then specifically mention 
the 8.5 million-acre proposal and plagia- 
rize this article as much as you want. 
We are a minority - we have to band 
together for the future of motorized off- 
road use. 

But come on out to Utah, and I 
promise to take you on the ride of a 
lifetime - and show you why these 
trails are worth every battle we are 
going to fight. CN
